„f $65 75.000 for 1974-75. 
according to Health Center 
Administrator William Wal- 
lace. 

The Student Senate grant- 
ed the Center some $40,000 
from its "mini-budget" last 
week in an effort to ease the 
strain caused by the 
deficiency in fiinds. 

Wallace claimed that the 
Center lost almost $200,000 
in the change from full fee to 

credit hour funding. **We are 
faced with quite a deficit and 
we've got to take a number of 
austerity measures/' he 

said. 

Pointing out that the 
( enter experienced a net loss 
of $26,411.42 in 1973-74 due 
to errors in the allocation of 
fifth quarter funding. Wal- 
lace said. "It's getting to the 
point where we must decide 
whether we are going to give 
the services needed or cut 
back in what we offer.** 

Wallace claimed that, in 
part, the deficit is the result 
of the lack of a funding 
system "that we can count 
on. 

"A system must be 



implemented that we can 
depend on," he said. "We 
can not be sure of A&S 
funding which has other 
claims and needs." 

Health Center administra- 
tors proposed last year that a 
separate health fee be 
instituted. "It would take a 
lot more than $18.00 per 
student to have a proper staff 
and sufficient physicians and 
to avmd direct charges," 
Wallace said. 

Administrators offered 
conflicting views on the 

causes of the cteficit. Robert 
Brandewie coordinat(»' of 
Student Affairs, saw m> 
relation between the deficit 
and the implementation of 
funding cm the credit hour 
basis. 

**The Center is getting 
considerably more than it did 
last year by the way of 
subsidization," Brandewie 
said. **No data yet has been 
shown that they are getting 
less money." 

Brandewie added that 
"money is allocated on the 
basis of justification for it." 
The Health Center is 
currently operating <mi a 
budget of more than 



$900,000. 

According to Student 
Senator Doug Mannheimer. 
students are providing 
funding that the Health 
Center is not receiving. "We 
are giving money for services 
that should be taken care of 
throogh A&S and other 
allocations," he said. 

"The $40,000 allocation 
from the Senate will enable 

the Center to offer many lab 
services for free for the rest 

of the year," Mannheimer 
added. 

* 'The trends of the economy 
arc having their effect. 
Utilities and goods have 
increased in cost as much as 
five times." Wallace said. 
**We are getting what we 
were allotted, but that just 
isn*t enough."

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Soviet indicate payment of debt may stop 



MOSCOW — The KremKfl 
does not feel obUgatcd to 
make further payments on 
the Soviet Union's $722 
million World War II lend 
lease debt to the United 
States until it is granted 
nondiscriminatory trading 
status, according to a Soviet 
commentator. 

The statement by Yuri 
Zhukov, commentator for the 
official Communist party 
newspaper Pravda, on a 
Saturday television program 
indicated Moaoow is taking a 
hard fine on the complicated 
issue which has clouded 
Soviet-American oommercial 



relations for 30 yeafs. 

**The U.S. Congress 
attached impossible amend- 
ments to the trade bill and 
the AmtTicans must be 
blamed for the fact we are 
not paying the lend lease 
debt. " Zhukov said in reply 
to a question. 

Under the lend-lease 
settlement signed in 1972, 
the Soviets agreed to meet 
their outstanding debt by 
paying S722 million by the 
year 2001. Three initial 
payments totaling $48 mil- 
lion are obligatory and the 
balance contingent on re- 
ceiving most favored nation 




(MFN) trading status. 

Moscow has made two of 
these payments, according to 
U.S. officials here. The first 
was $12 million in 1972 and 
the second, $24 million, in 
1973. The thhrd payment, $12 
nffllon, was to be paid this 
July 1.

the first public hi<ficati<Hi that 
the thu-d obligatory payment 
would not be made.

IRS investigates spying charges 



MIAMI — The Internal Revenue Service has begun an 
investigatioo of pnbUshed charges that its intelligence agents 
spied on the sei habits, drinking, spending and social 
activities of entertainer Danny Thomas and football's Joe 

Namath. 

The Miami News reported Saturday in a cop3rrighted article 
that the spying began in 1971 and continued through 1973 
under direct orders from the White House under mtwhile 
President Nixon. 

CIA director designs 
bill to stop leaks 

(ZNS) With all of the flap about the CIA in the headline, it is 

interesting to note that a tough new bill — designed by the 

CIA to crack down on so-called "security leaks" — is 
winding its way through Congress. 

The new bill was drafted personally by CIA Director 
William Colby; it is currently scheduled for a hearing before 
the House Armed Services Intelligence Subcommittee. 

Colby's bill proposes that any present or former CIA 
employe who leaks secret iafmrmaticm to the press or to other 
individuals would be subject to a $10,000 fine and a 10-year . 
prison sentence. 

Under Colby's bill , the CIA Duector would ask the Attorney 
General to impose an inunction against the release of any 
information considered "classified" by the CIA Director. No 

court order would be required. 

The bill, which is expected to run into Congressional 
opposition, allows the CIA to determine i(x itself what should 
be kept secret in the national interest. 

Ford suggests boycott 



The newspaper quoted an unidentified source who datSMd 
to have participated in the spying on persons considered 
''enemies'* by the Nixon White House. 

Among the targets of the alleged spying listed by the Miami 
News were Miami Mayor Maurice Ferre, Dade County Mayor 
Steve Clark, Dade County State Attorney Richard Gerstein, 
Managing General partner Joe Robbie of the Miami 
Dolphins, and Miami Beach hotelman Ben Novack. 

Leon Levine, an IRS spokesman in Washington, told the 
Miami Herald Saturday night that the IRS had begun its own 
investigation of the alleged spying. 

"We consider these allegations very serious/' Levine said. 
"The IRS will not tolerate harassment of taxpayers and will 
not tolerate the gathering of information that is not 
tax-related. 

"Our officials in Washington say they don*t know about 

this. Obviously, they can't know what every IRS employe is 
doing or what every branch office is doing, but y<Ni can bet 
they intend to find out," Levine told The Herald. 

Levine said the investigation will be conducted by Charles 
Dewitt, IRS director in Florida, and agents of the IRS Internal 
Security Unit. 



New arms deals

Arab reports Sunday said Lebanon has recci\ 
Soviet-built SAM anti-aircraft missiles from Svna and h.: 
opened the door for an arms deal with Moscow 

The Lebanese newspaper Beirut said some Lchancy 
experts have already been trained to use the .ifxins T*^' 
newspaper said the missiles came from an unnamed Arar 
country. 

Political sources in Beunt, however, identified Syria as ofK 
of the Arab countries which have offered to supply Leban r 
with military hardware. The Soviet Union is Syria's chit 
source of weapons and has been pressing a new dipionitK 
offensive aimed at expanding its influence among die Anb 
sutes hi die Midcfle East.

BOR may slash 
college budgets 

Board of Regents (BOR) members v^ill meet in an emer- 
licruA session today in Orlandi) to consider suggestions for 
slashing university budgets in the coming year. 

Nrxt \car s $393 million BOR budget request will have to 
be reduced by an estimated S70 million as a result of this 
year's state revenue deficit of S238 onfllioii. according to Dr 
Kenneth Boutwell. vice-cfaameHor for Mininistnitioa. 

These reductions are in additioa to tlie $S.5 mfflioB that the 
governor ordered last December. 

Suggestions so hr tnclade tlie eiiimatioo of 222 focnky 
positions, bigger classes, higher stodent fees, fewer activity 
and serv ice frills, moratoriums on new programs and equip- 
ment, and eliminating raises. 

HIimination of the freshman class at the University of South 
Florida and Florida Tech. for an expected savings of S5 
million . has also been recommended. 

The proposals ha\e been scored by local representatives of 
both the American AsstKiation of University Professors 
lAAl P) and the United Faculty of Florida (UFF). 

Bob Fisher, chairperson of the FSU chapter of the AAUP, 
labeled as "insane" the suggestion to efisnnate the freshman 
classes from two state universities. 

"How are they going to save money by cutting oot that 
tuition?" Fisher said. **T1ie amonnt of total money going to 
the university is going to go down much more than the aflMwnt 
□f revenue the sUte will save.'* 

These kinds of decisions seem to be suggested by the 
Board of Regents without faculty input." Fisher said. 
"Unfonunately this is typical of BOR decision-making." 

Norman Markel. UFF state president, said that the UFF 
"loins with other teachers in Florida in our opposition to all 
Htompts to make the educational system bear the brunt of the 
proposed cutbacks." 

He suggested cutbacks through the elimination of one of 
ihc chancellorship positions and the 'repeal of the 'Regents 
IVofessorship' which enables ex-presidents and chancellors 
0 remain on the payroll after they resign."

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A sad comment 
on our times 



Despite a number of delays, the transformatioii 
of the histork Westcott Bwlding into kvish office 
for administraliors has just about been completed. 

According to W.E. Whitfield, a superintendent 

for the Winchester Construction Company, the 
project would have been completed sooner had it 
not been for university reorganization. Whitfield 
said that the job was delayed six months and that he 
had to quit pouring concrete, ordering materials, 
and installing phones and electrical outlets l>ecause 
tiie adnnnistration could not make up its mind as to 
how it wanted the building renovated. 

While some of the delay was attributed to trouble 
getting money appropriated by the legislature and 
**just routine" problems, architect Richard 
Mauney said workers were 50 per cent into the 
project when reorganization began to cause delays. 

Mauney believes the delays may have been 
justified because "in the long run it 
(reorganization) may make the umverstty work 
better." 

Mfhether the university will run better because 

of the delays is still in question, but if nothing else, 
administrators will have all the comforts of despots 
in their new lodging. 

Along with private baths and access to a kitchen, 
a few of the other luxuries afforded our top 
administrators are walnut doors and piush, deep 
purple carpet. 

Also available to the president s office is a spiral 
staircase which extends from the third to the first 
floor. One administrator said that the stairway will 
be used to improve **intemal communications". 
However, the stairway was built during the late 
sixties as a means of emergency escape for 
administrators caught in student protests and 
Whitfield said the staircase was for "big shots to 
slip out.** 

We suspect that the latter explanation may be 

more true. 

Every university has some type of landmark or 
tradition which designates it as an institute of 
higher learning. Westoott is this symbol Ibr the 
FSU community. 

But the trend in recent years has seen 
administrations dominate the academic world, 
making universities models of bureaucratic 
organization and mass production rather than 
educational fora. 

So perhaps it is nothing more than a sad 
commentary on our times that the Westoott 
Building has bees restoied as humrioos quartets 
for tiie administration while academic departments 
are fighting for money to survive. 
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Marshall fancies himself as 
the James Bond of Westcott 



With the discovery that 
President Marshall's reno- 
vated office in the Westcott 
Building contained a hidden 
escape staricase. supposed- 
ly, to supply our chief honcho 
with a means of escape 
should a great mass of stu- 
dents decide to bring their 
grievances directly to his 
office, comes the further 
word that additional precau- 
tionary devices have since 
been installed for the protec- 
tion of the president.

The flower is wired 
up to a targeting device con- 
tained within the massive 
desk and can be discreetly 
pointed in any direction via a 
small dial located under- 
neath the desk top. The trick 
is that the tulip is not a tulip 
but a flame-thrower, capable 
of melting human skin at a 
range of thirty paces. 

• A special Mr. Coffee 
machine has been pisiced in 

the office. The device makes . 
the perfect cup of coffee for 
months with no problems, 
but if you push the **hot cho-

l^that they had "found" $200,000 to pav graduate assistants

conference to announce plans for picketing the inauguration 
of V¥ President Robert Marston. 

I arlier this month, the university began widespread layoffe 
in the graduate assistant program, forcing full faculty 
members to pick up the additional load, despite Marston's 
promise in D ecem b er that no disonissals would take place. 

The Graduate Student Union, therefoiv, called a mass 
meeting and mvtoed Marston to darify the issue. He refused 
to attend, on the grounds that the GSU is a labor union. The 
GSU is part of the Unhed Faculty of Florkia. a Florida Educa- 
tional Association and Americui Federation of Teachers 
affiliate.

That and similar answers 
were the most typical 
responses to the question 
"What do you think of 
Student Government?' in a 
rabdom sampling of student 
opinion conducted by The 
Fllambeau last week. 

'According to Tom Smitha, 
**^ost students are so husy 
studying and fwrtjring that 
they're generally apathetic 
about Student Govern- 
ment." 

People aren't even com- 
pl.lining about it anymore." 
Smitha said. "After Water- 
gate, everybody feels impo- 
tent to change anything."

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A: The so-caHed "mornhig after piU" is actaidly 10 
tablets. 25 mflligrans each of diethylstilbestrol (DES) 
taken twice daily for five days beginning witfiin 24 hours of 
exposure. It is almost 100 per cent effective. It is probably 
effective if started as late as 72 hours after exposure. DES 
is a synthetic chemical that has the action of estrogen, one 
of the female hormones. The mechanism is thought to be 
prevention of implantation of the fertilized ovum in the 
uterus. 

DKS causes nausea and vomiting in 10 to 15 per cent of 
those taking it. Anti-nauseant drugs will usually control 
these symptoms. The principal contraindication to DES is 
pregnancy. Recent data show an increased incidence of 
cancer of the vagina in early adulthood of women who 
were exposed tb' tb DES in utero. In common with other 
estrogenic sobstances, DES carries the hazard of 
increased thromboembolic diaenae. T herefore , this large 
dose should not be used for routine contraception. The 
regular cootraceptive pill, which has the smallest amount 
of estrogen known to be effective, is much to be preferred. 

Occasionally, a period which is a bit late will remind a 
patient that she may have a problem. DES is not only 
ineffective at this stage, it is also contraindicated should 
she be pregnant and later wish to continue to term.

Q: r \ c heard recendy that the use of alcohol among young 
people is at an all-time high. Has this sUtlstIc been 
reflected in the records of the FSU Health Center? 

A An increase in alcoholism has not been reflected in the 
patient population at the Health Center. We still sec few 
patients with injuries related to drinking. Once in a while, 
we will have one so inebriated that it is to his interest and 
safety to hold him overnight. People do die of simple acute 
alcoholism. Quite rare are chronic alcoholism, delirium 
tremens, cirrhosis and other ravages of dmmic 
alcoholism.

"I frankly don't think that the chances for such a project are 
very g<K)d." Mc<.lellan said. "1 don't see how we can improve 
the odds." 

McClellan did express hope that a lobby consisting of 
students from Gainesville, where a center is also desired, and 
Tallahassee wovid he able to convince the legislature of the 
necessity €or facilities that would be ahar^ by stndei^ and 
the community. 

The proposed Ch4c Center Authority phui calls for a seatmg 
capacity of 1 1 .500 with room left to eveiktua% expand the 
seating to 15.000. 

With the cost estimate exceeding $11 million, the center 
would occupy between 12 and IS acres of land across from the 
law sch(K)l on Boulevard and Madison Streets and would 
consist of an arena, private club, cafeteria, meeting rooms 
and stores, with riH)m left for a theater to be constructed later. 

Bradley, who is also manager of the Holiday Inn on 
Tennessee Street, credited the university administration with 
reviving the idea for a center after it was first rejected by the

schedule." Bradley said, referr in g to intra— iial activities. 

McClellan acknowledged the right of the oommunitv to 
share the potential facility since the success of the pl^i. 
depends on funds coming from the city and county aa well as 
those from the slate and the university itself. 

"Even if the civic center was buih downtown and didn' 
provide for students. I'd supfxirt it." MK Iellan said. H' 
defended the need for an improved basketball facility for the 
Scminolcs and for concerts. 

The alternate plan by the administration for a center on 
campus includes a "large multi-purpose arena which would 
acconmiodate basketball games and other major events such 
as concerts and s peeches ." 

TuHy Gym would bt renovated with an emphasis on 
accommodating intramural acli¥Wes. Two nniilfr gyms, 
extending towarda the hteehlag Chieb' hand field, would 
also be constructed. 

"We'd have to dose off some roads around the Tully area 
and maybe route traffic around the arena," McClellan said. 

Tm not sure how arteries would be plaoed but I'm am we 
could work it out." 

Mc( Icllan said that the university was in a "go poaitioo" 
and was only awaiting funding.

BOR lifts enrollment moratorium 



The Board of Regents (BOR) lifted the enrollnieiit 
moratortum on state uaivertities at yesterday's emergency 
meeting and decided agaiast the abolition of freshman classes 
at Florida Techaologtcal University and the University of 
South Flonda. 

The meeting was called to consider recommendations from 

the Regents' Finance Committee on how to cut $78 million 
from the 1975-76 biidfet aad aaothcr $6.3 milfion fron the 
current budget. 

The BOR also voted by a 5-2 margin not to restrict 
enrollment or eliminate lower-level classes next year. 

Chancellor Robert Mautz told the Regents that the 
Department of Education said it would be necessary to cut 
another $10 million from next year's request and that the 
Senate Ways and Means Committee has asked that it be 
reduced by as nroch as $40 miflioB. 

The reoonHBeadatioas tactede proposals for efiniBatnig all 
salary hftes and increasing the nze of dasaes by five per cent. 

The additioaal $6.3 mliiion to be trimmed ffron the 1974-7S 
budget was approved by the Regents in order to bring 
spending in line with Gov. Reubin Askew's request for a three 
per cent cutback. Actual cuts from each of the nine state 
universities will amount to 2.6 per cent of their current 
budgets. 



According to the FSU Office of Information Services, there would require a hearmg after 21 days notice. The hearing 
will he about SI. 8 million cut from FSU*s budget. 

The BOR also considered a raise in tuition to increase 
revenues, but no action was taken on the proposal.

Profs ignored by 
Regents— AAUP

Faculty members are 
being left out of the 
decision-making imKess in 
the state's new austerity 
program for higher educa- 
tion, a spokesperson for the 
American Association of 
University Professors (AAUP) 
said yesterday. 

Union leader Dr. Richard 
Adicks, addressing an 
emergency financial meet- 
ing of the Board of Regents 
(BOR). leaffirmed AAUP- 
Florida's advocacy of arf- 
lective bargaining "to 
strengthen the traditional 
role of the faculty in 
university governance." 

"Nowhere is there a sign 
of the faculty being asked 
to contribute ideas or 
assign priorities in this 
important task of deciding 
where cuts can best be 
made in the educational 
budget." Adicks said. 

According to Adicks. 
faculty members have a 
great deal of detailed 
knowledge and practical 
experience that could be 
applied to the financial 
questions ai hand. 

Adicks said that the 
faculty stands ready to 



assist in making decisions 
as to where to cut back in 
ways that will permit 
maximum savings with the 
least possible harm to the 
educational process. 

Among the recommenda- 
tions made by Adicks at the 
meeting was one calling for 
as few system-wkle deds- 
ions as possible. 

**Eadi of the nine 
universities finds itself 
facing different sets of 
problems/' Adicks said. 
**Thus local decisions about 
where to save money will 
be the best informed as to 
the consequences of each 
option for the educational 
needs it was designed to 
serve." 

Adicks also recommended 
cutbacks in administrative 
expenses, lie maintained 
that significant savings 
could be made in this area 
without a serious loss to 
education and research. 

"We think that the heart 
of the State University 
Systein is its academic 
programs." Adicks said. 
*The first cuts must be 
made in those areas most 
peripheral to these pro- 
grams."

PLO to appear 
at UN meeting 

VIENNA — The Palestine Liberation Organization 
probably will make its debut at a United Nations legal 
conference Tuesday, a U.N. spokesman said Munday. 

The spokesman said the PLO has been invited to attend a 
U.N. conference beginning Tuesday to draw up a convention 
on the relationship ot government missions and delegations to 
international organizations. 

"They probably will attend." the spokesman said. 

The spokesman said the invitation to the PLO was sent 
automatically as were invitations to U.N. members. 

The spokesman said the PLO was invited in line with the 
U.N. decision to invite recognized liberation movements to 
totersatioaal conferences. 

The PLO was reoogsized by the Atib summit meeting in 
Rabat in October as the only legitimate representative of the 
2.3 million Palestinians. The summit meeting authorized the 
PLO to establish eventoally a state on the braeH-oocupied 
West bank of the Jordan. 

Amnesty Issue 
taken to House 

WASHINGTON — Supporters of universal, unconditional 
amnesty for Vietnam War opponents Monday dismissed 
President Ford's extension of limited clemency and took their 
case to Congress. *'A program that is inadequate to start with 
cannot be improved simply by extending it," said Louise 
Ransom, a Gold Star mother who is director of Americans for 
Amnesty. 

Mrs. Ransom hdd a joint news conference with Rep. Bella 
Akmg, I>-N.Y.,anthorofabroadamnestybili,asnienriiersof 
several groups Canned out over Capitol Hill to gather snpport 

for universal unconditional amnesty. 

A spokesman said the House Judiciary subcommittee on 
courts, civil liberties and the administration of justice, hoped 
to hold hearings on amnesty "in late Febraaiy or early 
March."

It was the third racial disturbance in as many school days at 
the school, which has about 4,100 students. 

the fighting broke out both inside and outside the school 
following the first da&s period, spokesman Sally Browc of the 
Broward County Board of Education said. 

Classes begin at the school for morning shift students at 8 
a.m. The fighting started during the break before the 
scheduled 9 a.m. classes. 

Among those injured was Ellis Parker, Assistant North 
Area Superintendent, who received hospital treatment for 
lacerations about his mouth. He was hurt when he attempted 
to intervene to halt the outbreak. 

Ford advocates 
Viet delegation 

WASHINGTON — President Ford proposed today that 
Congress send a delegation to South Vietnam to judge for 
itself whether additional American aid is needed. 

Assistant Senate Democratic leader Robert C. Byrd 
reported Ford's proposal after a White House meeting 
between the President and congressional leaders from both 
parties. Byrd said Ford "apparently feels that if that step 
were taken it might persuade Congress" to approve the $300 
million in additional aid Ford has proposed. 

Byrd said there was no immediate agreement on whether to 
adopt Ford's suggestion but he said resistance to further aid 
remained strong. "Personally, I don't believe that if the $700 
million we*ve already appropriated does not help South 
Vietnam, the $300 million more would/' he said. 

Sen. John Sparkman, chairman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, told UPI in a radio interview, 
"Washington Window'*, that "there is con«derable 
opposition" in the Congress to providing more aid to South 
Vietnam.

Psychiatrist testifies 
on pot as medicine 

(ZNS) A San Francisco psychiatrist and advisor to the 
World Health Organization testified in a federal court 
hearing this week that "untold pain and suffering could be 
rt.!ie\ed if marijuana were available for medical uses." 

D«Ktor Joel Fort told an administrative hearing in 
Washington. D.C. that marijuana had been used 
medically since 5000 B.C. He cited studies which showed 
p<n had great medical value and potential in treating 
glaucoma, asthma and cancer. 

The hearing was the lesnlt of a suit t m mght by the 
National OrganizatioB fcr the Kefem of Mai^nana Laws 
(NORML) three years ago. NORML is attempting to have 
the classification of marqoana changed. At piesent, 
marijuana is classified by die Drag Enforcement 
Ad ministration is the same cat^ofy as soch hard drags as 
heroin. 

Or Fon stated dunng the hearing that — because of its 
vMdesprcad medical pvotential — marijuana should be 
made available to doctCM^ to prescribe as they see fit.

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At first the process for earning a PhD appears verv 
mystical and full of theological overtones. This illusion 
quickly disappears when we look at the cold reality of the 
university today. 

Lfte many of oar institutioos the PhD was imported 
from Europe. In Germany professors had their students 
write long papers before their degrees were awarded. Not 
to be outdone, in the early nineteenth century Americans 
decided to have students write books. The universities 
were clearly different places then. They existed primarily 
tor educating the sons of elite families in the liberal arts. 
Universities since the turn of the twentieth century have 
played a much more comprehensive and important part in 
s(Kicty. Higher learning assumed additional roles as the 
training grounds for industrial leaders and expanding the 
scientific-technological knowledge needed by an expanding 
nation. In the years precccding World War 1 universities 
stepped into the forefront of social change. 

Since World War II universities have experienced 
unprecedented growth. Not only has education played an 
increasing role in industry, but the process of education 
becoming an imlustry in itself has been finalized. The 
academic world became the vanguard of social change 
once again in the sixties. The universities were such a 
threat to social stability that two presidents found it 
necessary to diminish the threat by practising an economic 
stranglehold on education. Both Johnson and Nixon cut 
funds to higher learning in retaliation for the lack of 
political support they were receiving from the universities. 
The recession which the country is experiencing now 
began in the universities in the late sixties. Where the rest 
of the country is being squeezed, the universities are 
being strangled. 

The expectations of graduate students in 1%5 were 
much different than 1975. Financial aid once poured from 
the government like so much milk and honey. For many 
the university was truly the promised land. After 
completing .coursework a student could expect to find a job 
in a good nniversity and wrkc a dissertation. The days of 
the A.B.D. (all but disserution) job are long gone. The 
few job openings there are require PhD in hand. 

While working on courses stadents could expect to be 
funded in a multitude of ways. Teaching assistantships, 
the now defunct NDEA fellowship and tuition waivers 
were plentiful. Many graduate students were funded their 
first year of study, but now first year students can receive 
no money in many departments. The pay of graduate 
students is considerably less than a decade ago. 
Assistantships todav average about S2500 for an academic 
year. Assistantships ten years ago aiso averaged about 
$2500. With the spirahng mfiaiion of the past se\cral 
years, to(fanr*s S2500 probably has less than half of ihe

Why was this situation allowed to come about? There 
are no clear answers, but it seems safe to say thai 
graduate students constitute a highly mobile group. Ho 
one student has been around long enough to view the 
whole process. Many graduate students see iheit 
worsening condition as a natural state of affairs 
Understandably so. the process of immiseration is sl'»» 
and insidious. They may rationalize their poverty in manv 
v^ays. "After all." they may say. "students arc s- pp<»scd 
to suffer. This is the time one sets aside U'>rldh 
considerations in preference for more intellectual mt'ij-s 
Perhaps some students mistakenly feel that tht> an 
getting what thev deserve. 

Graduate assistants must reali/e that thev plav a vita' 
role in the university. By taking part of the v^orkl '^t ' 
basic studies and research the cost to the unutrs 
providing these services is greatly reduced. For man 
years they have supplied the university with a chcaj 
source of labor. Graduate assistants must realize thai tho 
are not in a hopeless situation, the nationwide unionizatiori 
movement on the campuses promises to bring large stalt 
changes into the now tottering universities.

BOR anti-union move to 
be challenged by AAUP

A motion calling for 
injunctive relief under Flor- 
ida's new collective bargain- 
ing law was to be filed this 
morning by the American 
AssiKiatu>n of University 
Professors of Florida 
(AAUP). according to an 
AAUP spokesperson. 

The motion is expected to 
call for the Board of Regents 
(BOR) to cease and desist 
from preventing department 
chairpersons in the State 
University System (SUS) 
from actively participating in 
union activity. 

According to Bob Fisher, 
local chairperson for the 
AM P. there is nothing in the 
la\N that gives the BOR the 
right to say who can 
participate in collective 
bargaining. 

Fisher argued that until 
the Public Employes Rela- 



tions Committee (PERC) 
decides whether faculty 
chairpersons are to be 
members of the faculty 
bargaining unit, the chair- 
persons should be allowed to 
take part in union activities. 

The legal action was 
prompted by a letter written 
by Dr. George Bedell, 
director of personnel and 
faculty relations for the BOR 
on Jan. 23. Hsher said. 

The letter was in response 
to a request by the 
chairperson of the Political 
Science Department at the 
University of North Florida 
(UNF) that the BOR clarify 
the statement that dcparf- 
ni'-nial chairpersons cease 
and desist from all organi/a 
tional activities. 

According to ; Bedell, 
chairpersons are managerial 
employes until such time as 
reRC decides to the 



contrary. The opinion of the 
counsel to the BOR supports 
this conclusion, the letter 
said. 

"As a managerial em- 
ploye, a chairperson may 
continue membership in a 
union, but this membership 
must be inactive.** the BOR 
opinion read. "He may not 
hold union office, woit on 
union committees, circulate 
authorization cards, urge 
faculty members to vote for 
collective bargaining, or 
stm-e and disseminate union 
materials from the depart- 
mental office." 

"1 btlicvc the choice is 
clear. " Btdell said in his 
Uittr. "If a person wishes to 



retain the position of 
department ihairpcrson. he 
or she must cease and 
desist" from all organi/ation- 
a! activities." 

BedeW said he based his 
opinion on a memorandum 
SUS Chancellor Robert 
Mautz sent to the Connci I of 
University Presidents on 
Dec. 20 that suted "depart- 
mental chairmen in the Stale 
UniversNy System wlH be 
treated as 'managerial 
employes' in the context of 
collective bargaining." 

Bedell maintained that the

WASHINGTON — House Democrats agreed Tuesday to 
create another special committee to investigate the CiA and 
other U.S. intelligence agencies. 

The new fianel will join a newly created special Senate 
committee, the presidential commission headed by Vice 
President Nelson A. Rockefeller and at least four other House 
units which have already started probes of the CIA and other 
spy activities. 

The 24-member Democratic Steering and Policy Committee 
voted unanimously to create the select House Committee 
similar to the one named earlier in the Senate. 

The new 10- member panel, virtually certain to be approved 
by the full House, will investigate charges the CIA and FBI 
^ied improperly on Americans. Ad^tionally the panel will 
investigate the need for overt and covert inteSigence agencies 
at home and abroad.

Heath announced his resignation just two hours after Mrs. 
Margaret Thatcher, a tough-minded former education 
minister, edged him out in the first of three possible ballots 
for the party leadership, but failed to win the necessaiy 
majority. 

His decision meant that Mrs. Thatcher. 49. education 
secretary in his 1970-74 government, became more than a 
remote possibility for Britain's first woman prime minister.

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Probe of health 
services needed 

It's time for an in-depth study of FSU's Health 
Center by objective outsiders who will publicly 
announced their findings. 

Health Center Administrator William Wallace's 
announcement this week that the center will be 
from $65,000 to $75,000 in the red for fiscal year 
1974-75, for instance, raises more questions than it 
answers. Wallace claims that the deficit is due to a 
loss of $200,000 suffered when the university went 
from quarterly fees to hourly fees. Robert 
Brandewie, coordinator of student affairs, says the 
center didn't lose any money in the switchover. 

In addition to establishing where the center 
stands fmancially, a study could consider student 
complaints about incompetent medical services 
and could compare what the individual student 
pays with what he or she receives in return from the 
center. It could also re-examine the advisability of 
having a Health Center on campus at all. 

Students presently pay $10 a quarter for the 
center, whether they use it or not, plus additional 
charges for special services and drugs they receive. 
They deserve an accounting of what is being done 
with their money. 

Vote no today 

In an apparent attempt to use the concept of a 
student-run traffic court for political purposes, a 
presidential candidate has managed to collect 
enough signatures to place a referendum 
establishing a court on today's ballot. 

Although the creation of a traffic court is 
desperately needed at FSU, we cannot approve of 
the proposed constitutional amendment appearing 
on the ballot. 

Too much of the actual structure of the court is 
either overlooked or vaguely referred to in the 
amendment. The selection process of members 
other than the chief justice of the court, the duties 
of the presiding judge and the jurisdiction, 
procedures and duties of tiie court are not outlined 
in the proposal. 

Student Senate legislative processes may be 
cumbersome and the establishment of the traffic 
court delayed by the Senate, but the structure of 
.something as serious as a campus traffic court 
should be carefully considered within the proper 
channels.

Watching those 
two, poverty becomes so much fun Fm surfMrtsed that all the 
rich people don't give up their possessions and become poor 
for the fiin of it. Then, there is Florida or. should I say. St. 
Rorida. She probably loves her portrait of the savior more 
than she does James. Every time James gets a hustle to 
mitigate his poverty. Florida goes into her religious bag and 
spoils e^ rything. Both "Sanford and Son" and ' Good 
Times" are as filled with laughs as a stray dog is filled with 
tleas. 

What can oiie say about "That's My Mama" and "The 
Jeffersons"?

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Draft keeps Cooper looking ahead 



The news that Fkirida 
State's Bert Cooper was 
chosen by the New York Jets 
in the 12th round of last 
week's NFL draft was 
greeted by hafdty more than 
a yawn in some areas of the 
state. Cooper's great dis- 
tinction this past season was 
in being a standout on a team 
which went 1 -10 for the year. 

But for those who were on 
the FSU campus in June of 
1973. Cooper's selection had 
a special significance. For 
Cooper found himself a 
central figure in the 
newspaper disck>$ufes by the 
St. Petersbofg Times that 
rocked FSU as the football 
program collapsed around 
former head coach Larry 
Jcmes. 

"I really try to stay away 
from thinking about what 
happened," Cooper told The 
Flambeau this week. "It's 
kind of like uncovering the 
dead. By being drafted. I 
have an opportunity now to 
do what I would have done 
anyway if it hadn't been for 
coach Jones, so I'd rather 
forget the whole thing." 
Cooper was thrown off the 



team by Jones for refusing to 
participate in a controversial 
spring conifitioning program 
despite a iMck injury. 

Cooper said he thou^t 
that the series in The Times 
blew FSU's problems out of 
proportion. "It wasn't the 
program itself that was so 
bad. the chicken wire and 
everything, but the way the 
coaches prevented it. It was 
their attitude that killed the 
rapport on the team and 
made all those guys quit." 

Cooper nevertheless feels 
that his selection by the Jets 
goes a long way to assua^ 
whatever pain he suffered 
two ]pears ago. "Certain 
things leave permanent 
scars," he said. "If I hadn't 
been drafted, it would be 
different, but since I have a 
shot at the pros, it doesn't 
really bother me anymore." 

Cooper credits Darrell 
Mudra, Jones* successor, 
with turning his career 
around. "I've done only a 
little for coach Mudra and his 
staff. They've done a lot for 
me. When you're wcMrking 
under a staff Hke that, there's 
no question that you're going 
to succeed.

Senate panel approves

Another attempt by the Board of Regents (BOR) 
to disrupt collective bargaining activities has been 
met with an injunctioa by the American Associatioa 
of University iWessors (AAUP) of FkMrida. 

The mjunctkui calls for tlie BOR to cease and 
des»t from preventing department chairpersons, 
associate and assistant chairpersons and academic 
directors in the State University System (SUS) from 
actively participating in union activity. 

The action resulted from a letter written by 
George Bedell, director of personnel and faculty for 
the BOR, which categorized chairpersons, 
associate and assistant chairpersons and academic 
directors, as managerial employes, thus making 
tfiem ineligible to hold union office, work cm union 
committees, circulate authorization cards, urge 
faculty members to vote for collective bargaining or 
store and disseminate union materials from the 
departmental office. 

Bedell based his position on an opinion of the 
counsel to the BOR which stated that chairpersons 
are managerial empk^es until such time as the 
PuUic Em|doyes Relaticms Commktee (PERQ 
clasrafies them to the contrary. 

But AAUP local chairperson Robert Fisher 
claims that there is nothing in the collective 
bargaining law that gives the BOR the right to say 
who can and cannot participate in collective 
bargaining. He also reasoned that until PERC 
decides whether faculty chairpersons are to be 
members of the faculty bargaining unit, they 
should be allowed to engage in union work. 

Certainly we agree with AAUP's attempt to block 
a BOR policy which would frnstrate coUective 
bargaining proeedhuwa. However, AAUP ■raal be 



legal hsiilii CMdd lead to tbe 
poatpottenent of the colleetive bargaining 
repreaentative election. A long court battle would 
also delay the unit determination process — 
hearings that are held to decide who will be 
included in the bargaining ult — which la now 
achednled fw lata 



In the face of a rapidly deteriorating situation in 
higher education, it is imperative that faculty 
members elect, as soon as possible, a bargaining 
agent that can negotiate with the BOR on an equal 
basis.

Ballot reooant Bomber three in the race for Stadeet Body 

President, mandated by the Supreme Court in a ruling 
yesterday to be "final and binding' '.has resulted in a face-off 
between Apollo Visko of Daybreak and Bob Brown of 

Promethean for next week's run-off election. 

Candidate Marty Kossak of the New Response Party said 
he would petition the Court today to invalidate the election 
results, a move that, if successful, would necessitate a new 

election. 

Last night's final vote count gave Brown a narrow two vote 
edge over 'Kossak , 830 to 828. Visko was top vote-getter with 
1040. 

Both Kossak and Brown expressed concern over what they 
termed "election inefficiencies". In fact, Kossak's 
threatened petition follows a similar one by Brown that 
resulted in the Supreme Court decision to hold last night's 
third recount. 

Kossak said that one charge on his petition would be that 
the elections commission opened polls at the Music School 25 
minutes late on the day of the election. He argued that this 
polling place was one of his potential strong points. 

"We're not going to contest the (latest) counting," Kossak 
said. "It was as fair as possible. It should be done this way 
from now on.**

Asked if he thought he would have won a nin-off spot if not 
for the "elections inefficiencies*', kossak replied,

Brown, seemingly confident of final victory, said "As far as 
election inefficiencies, we'll take care of th^m once we're in 
office.** 

Brown said that he would be willing to appear before the 
Supreme Court to substantiate his charges of election 
improprieties if Kossak's petition was heard. 

He nuuntained that a number of poHs were not opened 
on time, that there were an insnfficieBt wutkm off biMs 
toward the end of election day. and that alcoholic be v erages 
were consmed by some election ofliciids daring the 
counlt^. 

*i*]l testify that there have been ineffiqi«ieies,** Brown 

said. 

Elections Commissioner Linda Bassett claimed that Kossak 
was "grabbing at straws." 

As for Brown, Bassett said, "I don't think one candidate 
should impose his religious convictions on the elections 
commission."

The AAUP filed a legal 
brief earlier this week calling 
for the BOR to cease and 
desist from preventing 
participation in union activi- 
ties by chairpersons. Umon 
officials expect to add to the 
motion the new categories 
outlined by the BOR, 
according to Fisher. 

Fisher is program director 
for the molecular biophysics 
Phd. program and would 
thus be prohibited from 
participating in union activi- 
ties. United Faculty of 
Florida (UFF) spokespersons 
said they agreed in principle 
with the AAUP's legal action 
Irat they expressed concern 
that it would postpone agent 
elections. The UFF is 
competing witii the AAUP to 
become bargaining agent for 
faculty members in the StaUe 
University System (SUS). 

They maintained that it 
was not in the political 
interest of the faculty to 
postpone the election, due to 
hitjhcr education's deterior- 
ating financial situation. 
"We agree in principle with 
the AAUP that these 



categories should be in the 
unit." said Dr. Ron Good. 
l(Kal chapter president. "But 
it is in the interest of faculty 
to get collective bargaining 
as iut as ooaaftrfe.** 

**The BOR is trying to 
decrease the size of the 
iMrgaiinag unit and canse 
oonfosion as to what the unit 
will be/* Good said. 
"Unwittingly, Fisher is 
doing exactly what the BOR 
wants and that is to delay 
determination of the unit 
hearings and the election of 
the agent."

Beyond that, Ford said 
the 1974 bill would have 
iiMTeased inflationary pres- 
sures by driving up coal 
costs and federal spending 
"for activities, however 
desirable, which are not 
necessary at this time.** 

Ford proposed eight

— Limitations on so-called 
''citizen suits" that individ- 
uals could bring alleging 
that. strip mining operators 
were violating the law. Ford 
said the broad language in 
the earlier bill could lead to 
lengthy litigation over **vi]v 
tually every ambiguous 
aspect** of the law.

Peruvian strike instigates riots 



. LIMA — Government 
troops opened fire in 
downtown Lima Thursday to 
put down scattered looting 
and disorders in the 
aftermath of a police strike 
that developed into full-scale 
rioting. 

The city, which at times 
looked like a battleground 
Wednesday as troops in 
armored cars chased looters 
and arsonists, sounded like a 
mopping-up operation on 
Thursday. 

Stretches of quiet were 
followed by bursts of heavy 
rifle fire as special soldiers 
and special police units 
brought in from an anti-sub- 
versive school scattered 



groups of looters. 



The official death and 

injury toll was not yet 
available, but informed 
estimates said the more than 
30 persons were killed in the 
violence. 

However, an official 
announcement acknowledg- 
ed "some losses of life, 
numerous wounded and the 
detention of a great number 

persons involved in the 
disturbances." With a state 
of seige in effect for the 
second straight day and a 



national holiday from work 
decreed by the govemment. 
downtown Lima was almost 
empty of traffic. One convoy 
of tanks rode swiftly past the 
barred and shuttered store, 
some of them gutted by 
looting and others destroyed 
by fire.

A one-time contemporary 
of Albert Einstein. Wald was 
one of ten "Great Teachers" 
featured in Time magazine in 
1%6 and was awarded the 
l%7 Nobel Prize in Physiol- 
ogy and Medicine for his

molecule in the retina of the 
eye.

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Faculty organize to take on BOR 



With collective bargaining just around the 
corner, about the only thing the active 
participants can agree on is their 
disagreement. The FlambeMi has learned in 
an extensive study of fsculty unionizing 
efforts at FSU and elsewhere in the State 
University System (SUS). 

Arguments over such things as unit size, 
union recognition, and election deadlines 
have blurred the issues for many and union 
leaders themselves are the first to admit that 
their ignorance on some of the ramifications 
of Florida's collective bargaining law. 

Ihc only thing that is absolutely clear is 
that the Florida Legislature last year passed a 
collective bargaining law, the state's first. 




The new law really got its start back in 1%8 
when the State Supreme Court ruled that 
public employes do in fact have a right to 
organize. The ruling foHowed tiie indunon of 
a right to work law in the new Florida 
Constitution of that year. 

The Legislature struggled with the Court's 
mandate until last year, when they fmally set 
up the machinery by which collective 
bargaining could get underway. 

Whether this machinery runs smoothly 
depends to a large extent on the success of the 
Public Employes Relations Committee 
(PERC). 

PERC has been set up to regulate collective 
bargaining. They certify employe organiza- 
tions, determine bargaining units, investi-

gate and rule on charges of unfair labor 
practices. 

The front-running unions in the case of 
higher education are the American 
Association of University Professors (AAUP) 
and the United Faculty of Florida (UFF) (See 
profiles this page>. The management is the 
Board of Regents (BOR). 

Hections are expected to be held no sooner 
than next fall. Before that time PERC also 
must decide just who is going to be in the 
bargaining unit. 

Meanwhile, the two unions are actively 
involved in campaigns to sign up as many 
teachers at the state's nine universities as 
possible. In order to be recognized by PERC, 
a union must have signed cards from 30 per 



cent of the faculties in the state before they 
can call for an electioii. At ptcieitt. the UFF is 
estimated to have about SO per cem signed 
up. and AAUP about 10 per ceirt. 

The Regents have said they feel that 
''collective bargaining is not in the best 
interest of faculties and administrative and 
professional personnel." This has been 
labeled a traditional managerial response by 
union leaders. 

Even if facultv don't join a particular union 
after it has been elected bargaining anient, 
they would still have the opportunitv to vote 
on whatever contract arises from collective 
bargaining negotiations. Florida lav\ docs 
carry a strike prohibition, but few observers 
feel it will be very effective. Only time will tell.

Demanding 'professionalism 



"We are a professional organization that is seeking to 
represent a group of professicmals, and I think that niiat 
higher education is and what faculty people are in higher 
education demands a professional organization.** 

That is the guiding philosophy of the American 
Association of University Professors (AAUP) as expressed 
by Ron Carpenter, vice-chahrmaa of AAUP Florida P^icy 
Board. 

With national headquarters in Washington and state 
conferences scattered around the country, AAUP 
presently represents faculties at 30 institutions of higher 
learning. 

According to Carpenter, AAUP is not trying to become a 
unign as much as a representative of the "professoriate", 
but only "if they want representation and when they want 
it.'* AAUP is actively in the running to do just that in 
Florida's State University System. 

The association draws its members solely from 
unWersity furulties. It has been likened to the Bar 



Association, in that it has attempted to formulate a 
concept of ethics, thus affording the profession some 
degree of self-regulittion. 

AAUP has served traittienally as a resouroe crater, 
supplying inlwmation on subjects ranging from salary 
structum and grievance procedures to umverstty 
governance issues and academic freedom. The 
organization's 1940 Statement of Principles of Academic 
Freedom and tenure has tieeii a com c fUo ae of ficulty 
policy in higher education. 

More visible to the public has been the association's 
.censure list, which identifies those universities that have 
not adhered to the principles of academic freedom as 
defined in the 1940 statement. Thirty institutions are now 
on the blacklist, more than ever before. 

"Ineffectual " and "out-dated'" are terms used by some 
ficulty to describe faculty censure declarations, however. 
AAUP's reliance on censure has come under increa«ng

UFF 

Stresses grassroots support 



If the American Association of University Professors 
(AAUP) is the traditionalist among faculty organizations, 
then the United Faculty of Florida (UFF) is the maverick 
political activist. 

UFF claims to be a grassroots organizaticMi, dedicated 
to the use of collective bargaining to win improvements for 
fKulty. 

"We've been for collective bwipuning from tlie 
beginning,'* one leader said. **No one has ever suggested 
that we don't have a w hoic -l icat led eonmitneat to 
odlective bargaining." 

To gain collective bargaining muscle. UFF has affiliated 
itself with the American Federation of Teachers (AFT) 
which, in turn, is affiliated with the AFL-CIO. 
Organizational leaders maintain that such affiliations will 
bring about the pt>litical clout necessary in collective 
bargaining. The affiliations add some JJ5,000 unionists to 
the organization, according to UFF. 



Neil Betten, vice president of UFF's state organization, 
says that even with all the affiliations, UFF still maintains 
autonomous locals. 

"The essence of this is that we keep our monc\.** 
Betten said. "And the organization that keeps its money 
and controls its money, controls its own destiny. Because 
we keep our money, we control our own political policies. " 

UFF is the only faculty union to have chapters at all nine 
of Florida's stete universities. These independem 
chaplefs are. in turn, r epr esen ted on Stmt Eiecutive 
Council. 

"UFF is not only locally elected, but on the state level, 
all the key people are elected and on the national level 
(AFT), the president is an elected president. " Betten 

said. "It's a vibrant democracy." 

Ron GckkI. local chapter president, is quick to point out 
that even though it gets support from the national chapter. 
"UFF has been a grassroots organization from its

IRA to restore 
cease fire today 

DUBLIN ~ The ootiawed Irish Republican Army 
announced Sunday night it will restore a cease-fire in Britain 
and Northern Ireland effective from 6p.m. today. 

In a brief announcement, the IRA said in view of 
discussions which had taken place between its political 
envoys and British officials, an effective arrangement had 
been reached to ensure that there would be no breakdown of a 
new truce. 

The text of the IRA statement: 

"In the light of discussions which have taken place between 
representatives of the Republican movement and British 
officials on an effective arrangement to ensure that there is no 
breakdown of a new truce, the Army Council of Oghlaigh 
Nah-Eireann (Irish Republican Army) have renewed the order 
suspending offensive niUitary action. Hostilities against 
crown forces wiU be suspended from 6 p.m. Monday, 
February 10. 1975.** 



Kissinger on 



WASHINGTON — AFL- 
CIO President George 
Meany gloomily predicted 
Sunday that the nation's 
jobless rate may hit 10 per 
cent by July. 

Meany. head of the 
country's largest labor 
organization, also labeled 
Federal Reserve Board 
Chairman Arthur Burns "a 
national disaster" who is 
"inhuman" and "-doesn't 
understand people." 

Meany's 10 per cent 

unemployment projection 
came two days after the 
Labor Department reported 
that the jobless rate reached 
8.2 per c^nt in January. The 
administration has projected 
that unemployment will 
average 8. 1 per cent this year 
and then slowly recede to a 
5.5 per cent level by 1%0. 

Meany said his organiza- 
tion's projections are "much 
more realistic" than the 
administration's because 
**we don't put a political 
figure in it. We don't depress 



ihem (the figures) because of 
political considerations." 

**I think unemployment 
may go to 10 per cent by neit 
July." Meany said. 

Meany was interviewed on 
CBS-TV s "Face the Na- 
tion". He said the situation is 
actually worse because the 
official government miciii- 
ployment figures do not 
reflect the actual job maifcet. 

"We don't count the 
und e i empl oyed, we don't 
count those who have 
become discouraged and are 
no longer looking for jobs. 
When you stop looking for a 
job and you stop registering 
for a job, you are considered 
unemployed. If you work two 
days a week, you are 
considered employed. The 
figures do not reflect the 
extent of the unemploy- 
ment." 

Meany launched the attack 
on Burns, saying **what 
we've been through here in 
the past five years is Arthur 
Burns* plan. It*s his 
blueprint. He's the architect. 



Mideast shuttle i\iixon said 'lonely 



WASHINGTON — Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
embarked on a tenth mission to the Middle East Sunday 
hopeful of bringing about agreement between Israel and 
Egypt on a further Israeli troop withdrawal east of the Suez 
Canal. 

If he fails, it will be his "last run" of shuttle diplomacy, 
American officials said. 

President Ford, changing protocol arrangements at the last 
minute, accompanied Kissinger to suburban Andrews Air 
Force Base in a gesture apparently designed to underscore 
the importance of the mission. Orig^ial plans had not called 
for Ford to see Kissinger off.

Construction of new park- 
ing areas on the FSU campus 
will not begin unless the 
legislature allocates funds 
for this purpose in its 
upcoming session, according 
to Fdward Denham, FSU

Denham said that without 
K kjislative appropriation, the

If. u ltw]fer-historiaii Daniel BooritieB has argned. tlie 
spoken woni has held a magic for AaMricaas in geiieral, it is 
doubly fo for Black AflMricaas. Alei Haley has adariraMy 
demonstrated the potential of oral history and the 
genealogical approach in unlocking the hidden treasnres of 
the Afro-American past. He has not approached his lunily's 
oral traditions uncritically. Haley has, rather, through twelve 
years of painstaking, imaginative and interdisciplinary 
research, taken a grand step towards transcending the 
common overemphasis on intellectual and pohtical history 
which ignores the many, the unliterate. the uninformed, the 
poor and the black. Haley's fascinating saga will force us to 
re-examine tired assumptions about Black American history, 
particularly the assumption, too often accepted without 
reflection, that all vestiges of African culture were destroyed 
in the enslavement process.

The 
project is designed to encourage and facilitate black 
genealogical research in the United States and promises to

Tucker draws criticism for political maneuvers 



I'm writing in reference to 
David Aronofsky's guest 
column of Jan. 28.

His 
removal of Rep. Robert 
Johnson from several power- 
ful committees is not 
germane (i.e. a "red 
herring*') to Johnson's 
stance toward tuiton hikes. 
Mr. Tucker simply objects to 
criticism and lets other 
people know it. During the 
last election, the Speaker s 
office used taxpayers* (not 



party) money to research the 
voting records of Republi- 
cans on committees for 
partisan use. It was, we were 
told, a ''legitimate use" of 
taxpayers' money. 

We were also told that no 
Republican would be chair- 
man of any committee or 
sidicommittee. Viola! Public 
Service Commissioners Wil- 
liam Bevis and BUly Mayo 
state that the PSC is an 
extension of the legislature 
and that they must abide by 
our dear Speaker's ruling. 
Thus, in denying Paula 
Hawkins the chair, they not 
only broke with past 
procedure, but also with their 
past attempts to make the 
PSC non-partisan.

"So you can't tell me that censure doesn't mean

Changes or not, AAUP in 1972 made a policy 
commitment to pursue collective bargaining more 
vigorously. Some faculty still charge that AAUP doesn't 
have its heart in its new commitment.

"When collective bargaining is appropriate, we are 
heavily and objectively involved," Fisher said. "Other 
tones, fdaces, and conditions where collective bargaining 
is not the way, we'll use the more traditional approaches. 

"It's a question of what seems to fit the issues," Fisher 
added. 

Evidently, Fisher, along with other AAUP leaders, feels 
collective bargaining does fit the issues in Florida. The 
national office has committed financial aid, and more 
importantly its expertise, to the fight to become 
bargaining agent. 

Woodley Osborne, director of collective bargaining for 
the national AAUP, has represented the union at several 
recent Public Employes Relations Committee (PERC) 
hearings on faculty organizing. 

He argues that without collective bargaining, "anyone 
can rip the faculty.'* The way he sees it, 'faculty are 
going to organize not because they can storm the 
barricades and great solutions are going to come down, 
but simply because faculty have to be stronger and in the 
ballgame." 

**My own view is that for faculty in Florida's State 
University System^ collective bargaining is essential, 
primarily to strengthen their hand with the state 
government." 

Osborne takes issue with the United Faculty of Florida's 
(UFF) contention "that you can gain lobbying power by 
affiliation with the AFL-CIO." 

"That assumes that you can buy lobbying power by 
paying your portion of membership dues and somehow 
you will buy power," Osborne said. 

**They only way you get lobbying power is by 
marshalling political support and the only way you get that 
is by attracting the allegiance and attention of the majority 
ctf the faculty." 

Osborne admitted that his organization doesn't have 
the support it needs, "but neither does the UFF."

**Neither one of us right now can effectively lobby," he 
said. '*The claim that the AFL-CiO wOl do it for yon is 
reachmg for an easy answer." 

Facing whi^ some have labeled a "pork chop 
tegislatuie", AAUP leaders admit that they have their 
work cut out for them. 

"Legislators are highly skeptical about higher 
education," said AAUP national secretary Geri Bledsoe. 
"But most of them are reasonable men and what we have 
to do is educate them about what's going on in the 
university." 

"I think you have to have a representative for the 
faculty that can explain their case directly to the 
legislature and avoid the Board of Regents (BOR), which 
often times simply does not know what's happening," 
Bledsoe said. 

"Probably what is ultimately necessary is to explain 
higher education to the people of the state, so that they 
want to pay for it," Osborne added. 

Persuasion will certainly be the name of the game if and 
when AAUP launches its bargaining effort. They plan to 
push hard for a professional income system which will be 
applied equitably throughout the State University System 
which they call * 'equity for the professional in whatev^ is 
d(Mie". 

In the area of governance, AAUP will bargain for the 
faculty to have joint responsibility with the university 
administration. They also promise to protect and prcMnote 

tenure. 

A full program of faculty benefits, including a system of 
fringe benefits, a system for sabbatical leaves, and an 

updated retirement program will be bargaining issues. 

A small membership in Florida, declining membership 
nation-wide, and some financial problems are the ch^f 
difficulties standing in the way of AAUP. 

Secretary Bledsoe attributes the membership decline 
primarily to the economy. 

"Most of the members we lose are lost in the fourth, 
fifth, and sixth years of their membership," Bledsoe said. 
"Our assumption is that this is more of an economic 
question. Given grave inflation, people are reducing their

Osborne and Bledsoe both from tht- nationa' 
organization, niainiam that local organizations are 
allowed a free hand. 

"We hope we have enough resources to offer to retain 
the partnership," Osborne said. "As to how the faculties 
resolve their problems, it must come from local input. Wc 
would not expect them to bargain away tenure or 
academic fireedom and we would probably try to do 
sooMthtng to prevent that.** 

According to Fisher, his organization has 
appRMdaMlely40per centof the fM»lty at FSU signed up, 
maldqg it the state's strong point for AAUP. They have 10 
per cent signed ap state-wide. 

In local issues, AAUP has called for President 
Marshall's resignatioB and for a system of administrative 
evaluation. 

Concerning the competition between AAUP and IFF 
for bargaining status with the BOR, Fisher said, "If we 
have an election of a bargaining agent. 1 think the main 
credit can go to the administrators and the BOR for failing 
to represent the faculty in a whole range of ways. "

**!t hasn't been something where people have been sent 
from Washington or New York," Good said. "Most of the 
significant happenings have been from witlun the state 

membership. 

"Other than relatively small amounts of fmincial 
support, it has been strictly (the support of) local people 
who have been willing to give the time and energy that 
keeps the movement going," Good said. 

Such involvement has resulted in the signing of an 
estimated 50 per cent of the faculty in the State University 
System to that b termed a "strong conunitment card". 
This includes tauue and tenaie-track profiessors. Bat 

Good aiiiies that 7«miiciihy membm hi a state the s^ 
of Rorida is a saufl oak. 

*'It is really a very small unit and politically, 7,000 
faculty members can do very little,** Good said. **Pofitical 
affiliations with the AFL-CIO cause that 7,000 to become 
much, much bigger. We have power to try to help 
legislators understand the importance of quality higher 
education. 

**UFF's position is that the people who do the work 
should stand together, support one another, and, through 
that process, everybody wins," Good said. 

Some faculty members have expressed the concern that 
UFF s affiliation with an industrial union like the AFL-CIO 
might turn off the type of political leaders now serving in 
the legislature. "Naive" is the word Good uses to describe 
those who associate negative connotations with the 
AFL-CIO.

UFF leaders say that if their union is elected as 
bargaining agent it will hold a state conference, a move 
intended to give members a chance to vote democratically 
on their bargaining stance. 

In general, UFF heads say they plan to bargain a 
contract with the Board of Regents (BOR) which will 
return power to faculty and professional employes on each 
campus so that they may determine their conditions of 
employment. The tentative program covers such areas as 
tenure and promotion procedures, salaries, fringe 
benefits, grievance procedures and governance. 

The concept of tenure, probably one of the most 
important things to faculty in this economically troubled 
time, will receive strong support from UFF, acoofding to 
Betten . He wants UFF to work out the provisions of tenure 
and put them ui the collective bargahimg contract. 

*'Then if the unhrersity violates it. it is a clear violation 
of contract," Betten said. 

When an alleged tenure violation takes place now, 
costly court procedures are generaUy required to settle the 
te.

UFF is trying to avoid gettmg caught up in the 
Marshall resignation controversy, according tc (m>h1 

"Our position is that we shouldn't spend a significant 
amount of time trying to mislead faculty into thinking that 
the war to be won is in replacing Marshall." (nxxl said 
"We need to expend our efforts into building the 
longest possible unit that we can and prepare for 
collective bargaining." 

Good estimated that there was a good chance that 
Marshall's resignatioa would not lead to a significant 
change on the oollective bargaining front. 

**Colleetive bargaining is not dealing with 
personalities, it's dealing with equality," Good said. "We 
sit down at the bargaining table as an equal, whether it's 
with Marshall, Smith or Jones.** 

Betten said he agreed with Good, adding that he sees 
local problems as state and national problems. 

"Do you create a change in the national situation by 
getting rid of one bad administrator?" Betten said. 
"Instead, you get another bad administrator." 

Faced with unprecedented cutbacks in higher educ ation 
and a steadily worsening economic outlook, UFF leaders 
say they are determined to keep higher education from 
becoming a financial scapegoat. 

"It's a difficult time to start. It's hard to pull off a 
record-breaking contract given the economic situation," 
Betten said. "But we would be much worse off without 
unionization and unionization would be almost useless 
without political affiliation."

Tuition increase is possible

A tuttioii hike of S7 to $22 per quarter might 

be in store for Florida's university students. 
Chancellor Robert Mautz told the House 

Education Committee yesterday. 

Savin j4 "it is a sad period for higher 
education." Mautz also told the legislators to 
expect possible cutbacks in administrative 
and faculty personnel. Reductions in those 
two areas will be proportionate to each other. 

"We are trying desperately to reduce 



expenses other than persofmei and want to 

avoid forced termiiiatioiis," Mantz said. **We 

have a skilled core of faculty teaching our 
students and want to keep our core intact." 
Mautz added that he thought all 

universities will be able to nieet payrolls 

without personnel reductions. 

The financial "emergency," as Mautz 
described it, has been caused by Gov. Reubin 
Askew's request that the Board of Regents 
(BOR) cut $78.5 million from this year's 




bi^^et. 

Coamittee Chainnao lidiafd Hodes 
(D-Tampa) said the BOR may have to cut S30 
million beyond that figure. The purpose of 
Monday's meeting was to examine budget 
problems within f^ieciflc areas o£ the 
university system. 

Mautz asked lawmakers to allow the BOR 
the maximur^ amount of flexibility in 
handling the budget cuts. He also asked that 
as many budget decisions as pnissible be 
made at the individual campus level. 

The Regent's recommendations included 
an eHmination of salaiy rate increases, a 5 
percent increase in average dass size and an 
absorption of workload increases. 

The tttkion hike, along with a 15 perc e nt 
reduction in the freshman oeifing and a 
decrease in the number of out-of-state fee 
waivers are aUemative reductions that are 



WB&er itedy. 

Mantz said the proposed tuition 
coirid bring In an additional $1 mWkm to S6 
milHoo a year. The $7 to $20 increase per 
student would be for undergraduates, while 
graduate students would be itiesied flMxe 
than that estimate. 

While offering no indication of when the 
proposed tuition increase might go into effect 
Mautz said that budget disltKations would 
bring about increased faculty workloads, 
fewer student recreational and library 
services, delays in new programs, and 
increased ctaas siaes. 

Pointing out that Florida's sagging tourist 
industry is dealing hig^ edncatioc a blow 
not being fdt in other southern states, Mantz 
said that eniollnients are increasing in the 
State Unhrersity System doe to tlw Menk job 
market.

A tuition hike of $7 to $22 per qMrter miglit 
be io store for Florida's university students. 
Chancellor Robert Mautz told the House 

Education Committee yesterday. 

Saying "it is a sad period for higher 
education." Mautz also told the legislators to 
expect possible cutbacks in administrative 
and faculty personnel. Reductions in those 
two areas will be proportionate to each other.

Mautz asked lawmakers to allow the BOR 
the maximum amount of flexibility in 
handling the budget cuts. He also asked that 
as many budget decisions as possible be 
made at the individual campus level. 

The Regent's recommendations indoded 
an elimination of salary rate increases, a 5 
percent increase in average dass size and an 
absorption of wodkload increases. 

The tuition hike, akmg with a 15 percent 
reduction in the freshman ceiling and a 
decrease in the number of out-of-state fee 
waivers are attemative reductions that are

Economic and financial experts from the 13-nation 
Organization of Petroleum Exporting Countries have steered 
clear of discussion on higher prices and lower production, the 

Stamp allotment 
said Inadequate^ 

WASHINGTON — The food stamp allotment for needy 
familes does not cover the cost of a b«uc eooncMny diet, 
government figures showed Monday. 

In December, the latest month for which figures were 
available, the government's basic economy diet plan was 
estimated to cost $159.90 monthly for a family of two adults 
and two school-age children. 

The food stamp allotment for that month was $150 for such 
a family - $9.90 or 6.6 per cent below the diet's cost. 

Under a semi-annual adjustment procedure, the stamp 
allotment was raised to $154 per month on Jan. 1. 

Agriculture Department specialist predict a 7 or 8 per cent 
increase in retail food prices by mid-sununer, but the monthly 
stamp allotment for a funily of four will remain at the $154 
level until July 1.

the first OPEC summit conference in Alters in late February 
or early March. 
Earlier reports said the experts would discuss further 

production cuts and a Kuwait proposal to guard oil revenues 
against monetary fluctuation by tying the dollar toother major 
currencies. Such a step could raise the price of oil again. 

"There have been no such discussions and I do not 
anticipate there will be," a Middle East expert said. 

"There has not been any talk, either, of raising prices. Our 
task is to draw up an agenda for the summit meeting." 

OPEC oil ministers also will meet here Feb. 19 to help 
prepare the summit meeting. The sources said they did not 
know if the irinisters would discuss the Kuwait proposal. 

Abdul Rahman Salem al Atiqi, the Kuwait finance minister, 
said last week the continuing decline of the U.S. dcrilar might 
soon force OPEC to raise its oil prices again. 

At the Algiers OPEC meetings Jan. 24-26 the nations 
agreed to freeze oil prices for the rest of the year at the current 
$10.12 a barrel.

Our present state of economic austerity has, at 
least for the time being, reversed the traditional 
roles between the administration and Student 
Government. 

In the past. Student Government has constantly 
been forced to beg for more operational funds from 
the administration, and, more often than not, SG 
was met with smug rebuffs. It was not until last 
year, with the passage of the Activity and Services 
fee bill, that Student Government was granted 
control of $1.9 million, and thus insured of a 
constant source of fmancial revenue. 

But last Wednesday night, in a strange turn of 
events, Eddie Bass, Chief Student Affairs Officer, 
appeared before the Student Senate and requeued 
$100,000 to help ease the tense financial situation 
of the university. 

**Every university in the State University System 
has experienced this," Bass said. **We are hoping 
that Student Government may agree to offset some 
to the deficits pertinent to students. * ' 

We would not be so petty as to suggest that 
Student Govemn^nt ignore the administration's 
request simply out of spite for past mistreatment, 
but we would strongly oppose a free and clear 
turn-over of the money. 

Student Senate President Doug Mannheimer 
claims that Student Government now has a 
''surplus'* of $122,405 from its mini-budget. These 
funds should be used to adequately fiind all 
Student Government organizations and programs. 
Whatever money is left over could conceivably be 
granted to the administration. 

However, Student Government should be 
cautioned not to turn over any money, unless the 
adminstration is held strictly accountable for the 
funds. 

If the monies allocated to the administration will 
be used to fatten its bureaucracy, then we 
vehemently condemn such an action. But if it will 
dkectly benefit academic departments and student 
activities, we see no reason why the allocation 
should not be made. 
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"You've obviously pulled a muscle in your thigh... 
Stay on cmtches for a while, and if it stiU hurts in five months, 

come back and see me." 

Socialist struggle continues 



The Young Socialist Alliance won an important victory last 
month in its fight for democratic rights when we were allowed 
to become a registered campus organization and operate 
openly on campus. After four years of being banned from 
campus, this victory did not come about because of any good 
will on the part of the FSU administration and the Board of 
Rgents. Democratic freedoms have never been handed down 
gratuitously by the government, but have been gained as a 
result of militant struggles by the people of this countiy . The 
YSA*s right to operate openly was woo because the YSA and 
supporters of civil liberties actively fought against the 
undemocratic policies of the BOR. A referendum held in 1972 
showed that the majority of FSU students recognized the right 
of the YSA to exist on campus. Yet the BOR, with its usual 
disregard for the wishes of the students, continued to enforce 
the ban on the YSA. These "public servants" will now think 
twice before trying to keep leftist organizations off campus. 

In seeking to justify its policy, the BOR claimed that the 
YSA advocated violence. This charge is a bit ridiculous 
coming from a government known worldwide for its violent 
attacks upon the people of Vietnam, Chile, Cuba and other 
nations struggling to free themselves from the yoke of 
imperialism. But let us clear up this matter of violence once 
and for all. The YSA does not and never has advocated 
violence; We believe that a socialist revohition probably will 
invohre violence, butthe violence will not come from us. The 
violence wiU come when tiM tiny minority that now rules this 
country refuses to allow the vast minority of people to take 
control over their own lives and the institutiofis that aie 
rightfully theirs. It is illusory to think that the American ruling 
class will not violently attack the gains made by a 
revolutionary movement. The blood of the Attica prisoners, 
Chilean workers, Vietnamese peasants, and countless others 
provides concrete evidence of the fact that our rulers will not 
hesitate to use violence when their power privileges are 
threatened. The people of America and the worid have the 
right to defend themselves against such attacks by any means 
necessary. 

The BOR's change in policy toward the YSA does not mean 
that "the system works". It means that this decaying system 



was forced to rot away a little more by allowing a little mon nt 
the democratic freedoms which it cannot tolerate. The svsit m 
cannot exist without political repression. The system still taps 
our phones, infiltrates YSA conventions with its FBI agents,

intimidating members of black, student, and stKialist 
organizations — singling out the YSA and the S<Kialisi 
Workers Party for particular attack — have come to light in 
recent months. The YSA is fighting these attacks through a 
federal law suit that seeks a permanent injunction against tlie 
government's harassment of the YSA and S¥fP. 

The YSA woo its right to be on the FSU campus, but now we 
are faced with an attempt to restrict oar activities in the 
Tallahassee community. A member of the YSA was recently 
arrested for the heinous crime of selling literature on a 
stieetcomer in Frenchtown. The gov^nment maintains that 
we must obtain a solicitation license before selling our 
literature. This is an attack upon our First Amendment rights. 
The YSA is a non-profit political organization, and the 
distribution of our political ideas should not he subject to 
control by the Tallahassee citv Rovemmeni. We plan to fieht 
this latest example of government harassment. The Amtnian 
Civil Liberties Union (ACLU) is working to have the char^t^ 
dismissed on the grounds that the law regarding solicitation is 
unconstitutional. A Committee for Free Speech is bcme, 
formed to help us win this case, and we urge all supporters of 
civil liberties to become involved and help plan defea* 
actions. An injury to one is an injury to aU, and if the 
government is aflowed to restrict YSA acthrities io this 
manner, it can do the sane toother organizations it would tike 

to suppress.

Shrouded or/gins of Lover's Day revealed

Lovers of the world, take note: There are only two shopping 
days left until Valentine's Day. 

Despite the customs that surround Valentine's Day - the 
exchange of candy, flowers, perfume and cards, few people 
actually know the basis of the holiday. So in the interest of an 
enlightened citizenry. The Flambeau will now clear up the 
mystery for its readers. 

The origins of ValentiBe'f Dny can be traced to a 
corabbMtioa of legends and ancient Roman ceremonies 
handed 1^ teoogh generatbns.llie huMaef hid it's 
beghiaings in the martyrdom of St. Valenthmt, a priest who 
aided peraecmed Christians. 

Possibly the first representation of St. Valentbius was in the 
Nniemberg Chronical, a fifteenth century picnre book aimed 
at recreatmgthe "histor>' of the world" from creation up to 
1493. The first edition of the Chronical contained a woodcut of 
Valentinus and identified him as a Roman priest who became 
famous for his martyrdom during the days of Gaudius II. 

Written in Latin, this edition listed the feast date honoring 
Valentinus as March 16. When the revised German edition 
was published, the date was set at February 14. No reference 
was made, however, linking Valentinus with his later role of 
the patron of lovers. 

Valentinus was arrested for aiding the Christians and after 
a year of imprisonment, was brought before the Roman 
Emperor. Clanditts was impressed wfth tlie priest's dignity, 
however, and efCered Valentinus his freedom tf lie co nv e r t e d 
to tlM pagan religion. 

Valentimis refiised, and was snbseqnaitiy oonderamed, 
beaten with dubs, stoned and on Feb. 14, 270, beheaded. 
Legend has it that while awaiting his execution, Valentinus 
became friends with the jailor's blind daughter and restored 
her sight. On the eve of his death he supposedly wrote her a 
fiuwwell note, signing it '*From your Valentine". 

A second interpretation of the connection between 




Valentinus and lover's day lies in an ancient Roman 
celebration held on Feb. 14. Dmig the ceremony, which 
honored the goddess Juno Regma, young men drew names to 
detemunetheffpartnersfor the festivities. Christian pastors, 
realizing it would be impossflyle to abolish the custom, instead 
substisuted names of religious saints for the giri's names. 
According to this theory, the passage of time resulted in 
Valentine's Day as we know it. 

A third historical explanation of the holiday was the Roman 
feast of Lupercalia, held on February 15. It is spe«ilated that 



the public beheading of a Christian such St. Valefttinat 
naturally became associated with the pa^an ^ « lcbrarn>ii 

The feast of Lupercalia honored the memory of Fauats 
who was not onlv the g(xl of animal life, husbandry hir' 
and herding, but was also the guardian of the secret Kjtc of 
nature. 

The ceremony was held at the cave of Lupetiai. which 
according to legend, was the place where Romulus and 
Remus were nurtured by a she- wolf A gi>at and a dog »rrr 
sacrificed by the officiating priests, who then vMpod 'he 
blood-stained knife across the foreheads of two vounk; men 
ITie blood was wiped olf with wool dipped in milk, and at thu 
poiirt the men weie required to laugh out loud. 

The ceremony coatinoed as the priests, dressed ta goatskin 
knndothes, cuci e d the avea snrnMn^big the cave as they 
waved strips of skin from the freshly slaughteied goat. Aay 
woman they encou nt ered was struck on the pahns by the 

thongs, supposedly insuring her fettiHly. 

As Christianity spiead over Rome, many chufdi offidali 
attempted to co-opt popidar pagi^ festivals, chaaghig then 

into Christian feasts. 

While the origins of Valentine 's day are uncertain, there is 
no doubt of its recognition in the U.S. Countless numbers of 
cards and gifts are annually exchanged, often beginning is 
early as nursery school. While the custom of celebrating 
Valentine's Day was derived from the earlv Romans 
it has evolved into a holiday of Anglo-Saaon romantK 
expression.

Protection Agency (EPA) is 
warnmg that an army plan to 
kill 12 to 13 million blackbirds 
may result in a rat invasion. 

The Army this week 
released an environmental 
impact statement defending 
its plan to air drop a cfaemica] 
called Tergitol on an 
estimated 13 million birds 
that live near Fort Caaiqibell, 
Kentucky and at the Milan 
Ammunition Plant in Tenii- 
esscc. The chemical removes 
the birds' natural insulating 
oils, causing them to freeze 

^vhen temperatures drop at 

night. 

The EPA is now out with a 
warning saying that the 
kUling of the birds will likely 
be foOowed by a rodent 
•"•^•sion. The agency pre- 
dicts that the fiMd now oaten 
by the birds wiB Ue dormant 
for a while, tfigscring a rat 
P<'pulatioaeiplote avomd 
the base. 

The EPA adds that if the 
rats do not move into the area 
ti> eat the excess food, 
hundreds of millions of 
U>custs and other insects will 
probably descend and breed 
in tile area.

Marston announces 
no major money cuts 



TALLAHASSEE, Fla. 
(UPI) — University of Florida 
President Robert Marston 
said Monday he expects no 
major reductions within the 
aniversity athletic budget. 

The athletic budget, he 
said, is solely dependent on 
girte reoeqits from university 
sporting events and tequiies 
no state funding. 

Marston told UPI following 
a house education committee 
meeting that he sees little 
sentiment on the Gainesville 
campus for using athletic 
receipts for academics. 
Committee members told 
Marston and other state 
university officials that 
severe state budget prob- 
lems could possibly reduce 
the quality of learning 
programs on campus. 

**We plan to operate our 
athletic program witfatn a 
strict budget, but the way it 
looks now, we wffl be able to 
compete in our recruiting 
with other Southeastern 
Conference schools," he 
said. "Because we increased 
our ticket prices last year, I 
see no new increases this 
year. Our attendance was up 
last season, and we received 
money from our Sugar Bowl 
appearance." 

Marston, who became UF 
Piesident last frdl, said he 
favors keeping athletic 
budgets separate from other 
muveisity departmaits. He 
said he feels an athletic 
program should be run 
similar to a corporation, with 
increased expenses being 
partially dependent on funds 
fnMn a previous yeu*. 

He is uncertain if Florida 
will be able to afford an 
indoor natatorium for for its 
swimming team. Florida is 
one of the few southern

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Prof to sue Marshall, 
BOR for 'harassment'

Claiming "harassment" by an FSU-employed collection 
agency, historv professor David Ammerman has filed suit 
against FSU President Stanley Marshall and the Florida 
Board of Regents (BOR). 

1 he suit, filed in the Leon County Circuit CDurt. also named 
Robert Barton ot the Central Adjustment Bureau, Inc. (CAB) 
collection agency as a defendant. 

The suit stems from a student loan for $318 which 
Ammerman co-signed in November. 1972 that has since 
become delinquent. The loan was then turned over to the 
CAB. 

According to the suit. Barton called Ammerman Dec. 4 at 
his residence and "willfully engaged in conduct which could 
reasonably be expected to abuse or harass the ^aintiff." 

I he suit further alleges that on Uec. v. Ammerman 
received a written communication from Barton which 
threatened legal proceedings, even though Barton was not 
authorized to take such action. 

Also cited in the suit were two incidents m which Barton 
allegedly called Ammerman at his office while he was 
conducting final exams for students and engaged in "conduct 
which could reasonably be expected to abuse or harass 
plaintiff.*' 

University Comptroller Nellie Gillespie, Harold Lemley of 
Student Financial Affairs, University Attorney Robert KdEol 



and President Marshall oould not be reached for oomment 
late yesterday afternoon. 

Tommy Warren. Ammerman 's attorney, said that *'there is 
a Florida statute that enumerates certain collection practices 
that create liability to the collection agency for such acts." 

"Among these might include harrassnient. assertion of 
non-existing legal rights and communication giving false 
im|H«ssion that a collection agent, not an attorney, was an 
attorney/* Warren said. 

Ammerman said he paid for the note on Dec. 17 aad said 
that he never had any tetentlons of Ignoring the note. 

After payment of the note was received, both GiUespie aad 
Lemley met with Ammerman and exiM-essed their regret over 
the situation, according to Ammerman. However. 
Ammerman said that after having thought "long and hard 
about the ramifications of bringing suit. I am convinced that 
FSU is not well served by an organization (CAB) that 
ihreatcncs and intimidates people without cause. 

"No doubt there arc many concerned people in the State of 
Florida who have co-signed loans in order to help young 
people obtain college educations." Ammerman said. It's 
not as if we co-signed notes to buy new cars or trips to 
Hawaii.**

FSU woricing to return $1.4 miiiion 



FSU administrators are 
working towards a Mar. 1 
deadline set by the Board of 
Regents (BOR) to return $1.4 
million from the 1974 75 
budget.

next month. 

In addition to the budget 
cuts. FSU is faced with the 
pt>ssibility of a $400,000 
utility deficit which will have 
to come out of this year's 



funds. 

Bernard Sliger. executive 
vice president, is working 
with the University Budget 
Committee, the Academic 
Budget Advisory Committee 
(ABAC), university provosts 
and the Administrative 
Council In an effort to solve 
the university's BMaetary 
woes. He termed the present 
sttnatioa "much worse than 
we had anticipated. 

"I've Ijeen an academic 
vice president for ten years 
and this is the first time I've 
been required to reduce the 
budget at all." Sliger said. 

Sliger pointed out that FSU 
started with a 2.5 per cent 
lapse figure this year, an 



amount up $150,000 over last 
year's. Lapse funds are 
generated w hen vacancies in 
faculty or staff positions are 
not filled. 

"That is $750,000 that was 
taken from us to start with,*' 
Sliger said. 

According to Sfiger, the 
oaivasity is accounting for 
the $1,032,760 by puUing 
back $350,000 in Other 
Capital Outlay (OCO). $230. 
000 in Expense. $52,760 in 

Book OCO and $400,000 in 
Excess Lapse.

set aside for Instructional

FSU's budgetary problems 
have been complicated by the 
loss of $300,000 of planning 
money for the Continuing 
Education Center fron the 
current budget.

Butz optimistic 
on fuel rebates

Ford, promising "the American farmer will receive the fuel 
he needs to do his job, ' ' disclosed the plan Tuesday afternoon 
in a speech in Topeka Kansas. He said details would be 
announced later. 

Butz said he was ''delighted'* by the announcement. He 
termed it * 'recognition that fuel for farming must have 
absolutely top priority or we just can't get the food production 
job done.** 

Butz, who had urged adoption of a rebate plan» said it would 
head off an increase in the cost of producing food and thus 
fight inflation by holding down retail grocery prices. 

An Agriculture Department official pointed out that 
farmers this year are expected to use about 4 billion gallons of 
gasoline and 2.7 billion gallons of diesel fuel in their 
tractors.harvesters, trucks and other farm equipment.

Survey probes 
faculty opinion 

A questionnaire surveying UcaHy p ercept i ons of the 
state of the university has l>een distributed among FSU 
professors by a Faculty Senate ad hoc committee. 

The committee, headed by Finance prt^essor James 
Pitts, was established last fall in the midst of a controversy 
surrounding the possible resignation of President Stanley 
Marshall. The questionnaire, which was mailed to all 
faculty members Wednesday, will be the initial action by 
the panel, according to Pitts. 

"It this study shows that the faculty perceives major 
problems in certain areas, the committee will gather 
information in these areas and proceed from there," Pitts 
said. 

Faculty members will be asked iheir opinions on the 
effectiveness of the administratioii, of spectfic programs 
and fiinctimis, and the overall effectiveness ik specific 
offices, including the office of the president. A total of 47 
areas of the university appear oa the survey and 
professors have been asked to rate them on a scale 
running from "no problem" to "critical problem." 

"This will not be a popularity poll," Pitts said. "We 
want to determine w hether the concerns expressed by the 
faculty members are valid or not." 

Pitts said he expects all responses to be submitted by 
the Feb. 21 deadline and hopes to see the results released 
to the public at some later date.

President Ford's recent economic proposals 
have been greeted by the now all too familiar 
knee-jerk protest from all political quarters. Capitol 
Hill press ecmiereiices broke out in epidemic 
proportions as poUticiaas of aU cokvs and stripes, 
not to be outdone by the President , rolled out their 
own pet theories while damning Ford's as out of 
hand. 

From the confusion of proposals and 
counter proposals there emerges the feeling, like 
in a bad dream, that all of these cure-alls have been 
prescribed before. Tax cuts, tariffs, tax incentives 
and massive government spending are nothing 
new — they have only been politically rewrapped 
so as to give the impression of newness. 

Why are the same solutions thrown up in the face 
of ever-changing problems? Possibly because 
many politicians and their economic advisors still 
view the world as static and see our free market 
system as the top of the mountain, a sort of 
economic nirvana. When things go wrong, they say 
a few slight modifications are all that are needed to 
get the industrial wheels turning again. 

TMs is not a static world and there is an 
insurmoontabie contradiction in using static 
models to describe an ever-changing situation. 

New questions have to be asked and reality, just 
because it might not conform to a smooth curve, 
still has to be faced. Economic models should be 
examined and seriously re-evaluated to see if they 
haven't run out of explanatory gas. 

A watershed period is upon us. Politicians and 
economists can't afford to be afraid to embark upon 
radical avenues of thought if that is what is 
required to get the right questions. For it is only 
then that the right answers can be found.

In the late 1%0's. the 
Peebles republic of China 
was rocked by a social 
revolution. It was not the 
kind of revolution most 
people are familiar with — a 
revolution where one class 
violently overthrows the rule 
of another class. The force 
whi( h swept China was a new 
form of revolution, a cultural 
revolution which had wide- 
spread impact on the world 
perspective of the Chinese 
people. Basically, the Great 
Proletarian Cultural Revolu- 
tion—as it was called by the 
Chinese — was a struggle 
between two ways of 
thinking, and the organiza- 
tional forms which came from 
and generated the conflicting 
points of view. On the one 
hand, were the old feudal 
conceptual apparatus which 
still held on as remnants of 
China's past, and on the 
other, were ways of 
perceiving the world from a 
socialistic perspective. 

The Chinese hold that all 
social systems have two 
primary aspects. One is the 
economic base and the other 
is what is called the 
"superstructure." The eco- 
nomic base generally refers 
to the various ways that 
societies arrange themselves 
and social production in 
order to take care of the 
needs of the people in that 
society. The superstructure 
is seen as the ideas, habits, 
customs, conceptualizations, 
etc.. which are derived from 
the way the economic system 
is arranged. The Cutairal 
Revolution came about 
basically becmse the 
contradictions l>etween the 
economic base and the 
superstructure of the Chin- 
ese society. 

In 1949. after the victory of

ouiajted and anachronistic 
styles of thinking and 
methods of work. Both Lin 
Piao (former minister at 
defense) and Confucius are 
held up as negative examples 
of individttids whose role in 
China has been a hindrance

The Chinese have a saying 

which seems appropriate: 
"The Road is Tortuous but 
the Future is Bright.*'

the Chinese peoples' revolu- 
tion, a socialist economic 

system began to be 
developed. By 1966. when 
the Cultural Revolution 
began to develop its mass 
character, the socialist 
cconcomic base had been 
fairly well consolidated. 

AMiough the economic 
base seemed for the most 
part to t>e working weU in 
meeting the needs of the 
people, old ideas and ways of 
doing things which ham- 
pered socialist development 
were well entrenched. 

Superstition and old ideas 
which oppressed women 
were still widespread. Old 
health habits and standards 
of hygiene were in need of 
change. Capitalist methods 
of managership and factory 
control still existed or had 
re-occured in some plants. 
Within the Communist Party 
itself, there were abuses oi 
and the development 
of elites based on old 
bureaucratic methods of 
work. All in all. the 
development of the socialist 
superstructure lagged be- 
hind the consolidation of the 
socialist economic base. 
Change was necessary. 



It began slowly. Students 
began to complain about the 
schools and their hnk of 
say-so in running the 
educational system. Workers 
and peasants began to join in 
the criticism. Gia.it wall 
posters, stating all varieties 
of criticisms concerning the 
factories, schools, city offi- 
cials. Party leaders, etc., 
were posted in public 
squares. Debate on the pros 
and cons of each criticism 
developed and often times 
the discussion became 
heated. Violent confronta- 
tions between groups with 
conflicting views did take 
place in some areas. It was a 
peri(^d of time when the 
Chinese people began in 
tense re-evaluation of the 
direction and methods in 
which their society was 
progressing. New methods 
of factory control (teveloped 
which gave more decision- 
making functions to the 
workers. In all nets of social 
(M'ganization, new modes of 
control and ** say-so" were 
developed so that the masses 
of Chinese people — the 
workers, soldiers and peas- 
ants as well as the young 
could more completely 



control their society. 

By the early 1970 s, the 
tumult of the Great 
Proletarian Cultural Revolu- 
tion had begun to die down. 
Today in China, the Cultural 
Revolution continues, 
though at a different stage 
and in a nuM'e organized and 
subdued form. 

The current icteological 
campaign with which the 
Chinese people are involved 
is the Campaign to Criticize 
Lin Piao and Confiicius. In 
many ways, this campaign is

Tuition increases are 
expected. Registration con- 
tinues to be a far from 
perfected process. 

Mavbe some finger-point- 
ing should be directed at 
areas other than the 
Elections Commission. Stu- 
dent Body Presidential 
candidates or illegally placed 
literature. 

The fact that students 
could care less about the 
political and court battles of 
this election should not be 
ignored. AH of the candidates 
flaunting the wish to serve 
the studknt body*s interests 
might do well to re-evaluate 
their priorities.

Law School admissions profiled

Hoard of Regents. (BOR). 

Taking the factor of grade inflation into 
jn(»unt," the report said, "an estimated one 
•111 of cvcTv three apphcants are currently 
being admitted to the law colleges in the two 
slate universities at Gainesville and 
lallahassee who have less than average 
iiiidergr atluate grades." 

The report came in the wake of a 
controversy which erupted last fril when 
FSU's College of Law admitted a convicted 
felon. In addition to specifically opposing the 
felon's admission, critics accused Florida's 
aw schools of eliminating the **average" 
student from law study. 

Admittedly, the report said, three out of 
four students accepted this year at the 
University of Florida (UF) College of Law — 
and four out of five accepted at FSU's law 
s h(K)l — had averages above 3.0. But, the 
rt pt)rl noted, a recent BOR study of grades 
tends to show that a "B". rather than a "C" 
IS nt)w a more realistic index of average 
performance.** 



Basic criteria for law school admission at 
this time are tiie Law School Admission Test 
(LSAT) and the undergraduate grade point 

average. In addition, the BOR has a policy 
requiring that at least 90 per cent of entering 
students each year be Florida residents. 

Approximately one out of three law school 
applicants who complete their applications 
are accepted at UF and FSU. Last fall, for 
instance, 2.522 people applied to the FSU 
College of Law, 1,447 completed their 
applications, 331 were accepted and 166 
actually registered. 

An applicant's LSAT score and grade point 
average are combined to produce a predicted 
law school average. If that average falls above 
a specified point, the applicant is 
automatically accepted. As many as 50 per 
cent of those accepted are admitted 
automatically, according to the report. 

The remainder of the applicants are judged 
by criteria including "work experience, age, 
sex, state of residence, race, special 
competencies, characteristics, and skills," 
the report said. 

Data for students w ho actually registered at 
FSU's College of Law last fall show the 
average grade point average tor ail entering 



students was 3.23, for all entering female cent, on ascale definng 7S to 84 per oent m 

students 3.40 and for all black students 2.7§. the "B** range. 

Average LSAT score (out of a possible 800) for The average grade point average for law 

all students was 620, for female students 606 students who entc ie d UF*s College of Law 

and for black students 473. The average last fall, in comparison, wm 3J2. witk an 

predicted law school average was 75.47 per average LSAT of 638.

Flambean: Could you 
comment on the memo sent 
out by Peter Holmes of HEW 
that stated you should not 
sacrifice quality in your 
hiring standards in an effort 
to effect affirmative action? 

Florida State has never 
had a policy of sacrificing 
quality. All of the persons in 
the affected dass have met 
the iasic requirements and 
are persons whose creden- 
tials reflect tiieir iMity to 
perform. 

We have a program of 
hiring under corrective 
action which is different from 
affirmative action. When one 
realizes, as a result of the 
work-force analysis, that 
there has been either 
systematic exclusion or 
possible discrimination, then 
it is the responsibility of the 
institution to correct that. 
Many times we were 
comfortable looking just 
among our immediate col- 
leagues which were for the 
most part white males. We 
are now looking at areas that 
we have not explored in the 
past. 



Some people 
have accused the adminis- 
tration that the percentage 
goals that have been set are 
in fact quotas. Could you 
distinguish between the two 
and tell us what program 
FSU is actually following? 

We are adhering to the 
principle of establishing 
numerical golds in terms of 
looking Ibrwttd to the kinds 



of things that we can achieve. 
And these are goals; we d<Mi*t 
have quotas. 

People fail to realize that 
affirmative action is examin- 
ing existing policies and 
procedures. We are looking 
at improved possibilities for 
women and minorttks in 
areas that have traditionally 
not been considered opra to 
them. 



I think that the state of the 
economy is causing people to 
respond in ways that they 
would not under normal 
circumstances. We must look 
at the fact that these people 
stin have the right to be 
considered. It's wearing a

Don Price raced to an overw helming victory in Group 1 and 
Ben Thompson and Arvah Hopkins made the February 25th 
runoff in Group 11 in Tuesday's city commission races that saw 
29 per cent of the city's registered voters cast ballots. 

Rosa Houston, in her third attempt to win a commission 
seat, lost to Price by a six-to-one margin, 6,503 votes to 1,961. 
Thompson tallied 4,215 votes to former City Manager Arvah 
Hopins* 3,504. Adina Simmons ran third m Gfovp II with 
1,666. 

Both SlmmoBS and Houston refused to endorse either 
Thompson or Hopkins for the Group 0 runoff.

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Students face 
additional burden 



When Board of Regents (BOR) Chancellor 
Robert Mautz told the House Education Committee 
that **it is a sad period for higher education/' he 
was in effect telling students that they had better 
start to plan for a possible tuition hil»B. 

A $7 to $22 tuition hike, along with a 15 per cent 
reduction in the freshman ceiling and a decrease in 
the number of out-of-state fee waivers, are 
possibilities that the BOR is now studying in hopes 
of finding a way to cut $78.5 million from this year's 
budget, and at the same time provide a means of 
continued revenue. 

Mautz said the proposed tuition increase could 
bring in an additional $1 million to $6 million a year 
for the State University System (SUS). The $7 to 
$22 increase per student would be for 
undergraduates, while graduate students would be 
assessed more than that estimate. 

Mautz gave no indication as to when the tuition 
increase might go into effect and as far as we are 
concerned it should not come about at all. 

We realize that the economy is having its effect 
on higher education, and that universities are no 
longer heavily bankroHed or supported by the 
tegislature. This is evidenced by the fact that 
Florida ranks tenth in the nation in overall tax 
dollars collected, yet forty -eighth in the amount of 
those tax dollars spent on higher education. 

For the most part students have to struggle, 
sacrifice and scrimp to gain a college education. A 
good portion of students also have hefty loans to 
pay back once they do graduate. 



It wmM be onf air and lo^ustlfied at this time or 
any tfane In the near fntare for the BOR to increase 
tuition rates. Students already carry an equitable 
portion of their educational cost and should not be 
subjected to additional monetaiy burdens. 

If indeed it Is so important to cut comers and save 
money, maybe Chancellor Mautz should first take a 
look at his $51 ,000 a year salary, highest of all state 
raployees, and begin the slashes there. 
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We have Tucker by default 
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House Speaker Don Tucker's latest project must be 
classified as another pompous play for attention from the 
media and people. By establishing another committee to 
investigate a possible impeachment exercise, the Speaker has 
rekindled the smoldering belief that incompetence seeks 
validity. The editors of The Tallahassee Democrat were right 
in calling for a halt to any witch hunt investigation of the type 
now chaired by Rep. Billy Joe Rish. 

The Judicial Qualifications Cbnimission found possible 
fault with Supreme Court Justices Joseph Boyd and Hal 
Dekle, however, a special panel of judges deemed the fault a 
breach of conduct rather than an attempt to commit a crime. It 
is true that a judge's conduct is linked to his competence, but 
incompetence is not restricted to Supreme Court Justices. If 
unsavory conduct is grounds for an impeachment 
investigation, then I can nominate Speaker Ttti±er as a 
candidate for investigation. 

The chances that the legislature will vote a two-thirds 
margin for impeachment are null at best. What seems to be 
recurring is Mr. Tucker's constant drive toward voter 
acceptance, aimed at the governor's mansion come 1978. 
Tucker and Senate President Dempsey Barron have evidently 
both dedded that the best way to rise to the top is by stepping 
on everyone below. By squaring off against Reubin Askew, 
they have proven that pote^ial success is determined by 
one's ability to destroy. A smart polkidan should realize that 
die voters are sick of witch hunts* innuendo and character 
assassination. One need only look at Tom O'Kf alley's 
re-election in the face of indictment. The Speaker of the 
House should find a few new advisors, for he is scoring no 
points by attempting to kill Boyd and Dekle. 

This entire move is surprising, for reporters keep hearing 
that Tucker is anxious to retain support in the panhandle and 
tiig Bend area. Nevertheless, he seems determined to anger 
area newspaper editors and local followers by apparently 
performing the whims of those in South Florida who hold 
divergent views from his constituency here in the Big Bend. 
Ashe previously showed us by refusing to actively support the 
"Tourist Tax" (which would have helped build our still 
unbuih civic center), the Speaker has allotted too much 
priority to the needs of South Florida. As a state 
representative who is defaulting in his duty to fully represent 
his constttuehcy, this writer must expect the same type of 
default were he to be elected governor. Only instead of North 
Florida being occasionally ignored, the needs of the people 
throughout the state would take a badk seat to as yet unseen 
desires, perhaps the U.S. Senate. 

While Rep. Tucker is collecting political I.O.U.s for his run 
at an unprecedented second term as Speaker, the quality of 
House leadership continues to decline. Rather than occupy 
his time with a p;an to help solve the myriad of social problems 
(i.e. unemployment, crime, prison reform), our 
representative with such tremendous power is conniving with 




the Senate president to oust O.J. Keller and reorganize hi 
department. Politics is politics (as Aronofskv would sav). bu 
somewhere along the line, these powerful men who dream o 
greater glories should stop and take a walk thmugf 
Frenchtown or Raiford or the unemployment lines in OrUndu

In the countryside, famine 
and disease would run 
rampairt. Peasants told of 
whole areas where tliete was 
not a Made of grass aad all 
tiie bark had been eaten off 
the trees. Every yetf, whole 
villages wonld die of 
starvation all over China 
while wealthy landlords had 
huge stores of rice taken as 
rent for land. Armed guards 
kept the dying people away. 

Often the people rose up in 
an area and broke the 
landlords* hold, redistribut- 
ing his land. The landlord 
was sometimes killed for past 
crimes of rape and murder of 
peasants. Eventually the 
province's warlord would 
send troops and many 
peasants wouM be beheaded 
before reinstallation of the 
old order. 

Through countless strikes, 
pitched battles and mass

the iKtory. Workers pay 50 
per cent of their dependents' 
BMdical care. Medkal costs, 
however, have nothing in 
common with ours. Open 
heart or brain surgery, the 
most major of operations, 
cost only about 35 yuan or 
$18. This is about half of the 
average worker's monthly 
wage. 

In the communes, there is 
a collective medical sjrstem. 
For 2 yuan (one dottar) a 
year, the peasant receives all 
medical care without charge. 
In cases too difficult for the 
commune hospitaU the 
patient is taken to the district 
hospital. Before liberatioii, 
all except the rich peasants 
and wealthy people in the 
cities could expect absolutely 
no medical help. 

We visited many workers 
and peasants' homes every- 
where we went in China. In 
the Peking Heavy Electrical 
Machinery Plants housing 
area, we visited the Liu 
family. As in much construc- 
tion in China, the building is 
red brick, carefully construc- 
ted with trees along the land. 
The grounds are clean due to 
attention by the peo^. 

The Liu apartnoent is on 
the top floor of a four-story 
building. The family of four 
has three medium-sized 
rooms, one of which is a 
kitchen. The other two serve 
as living and bedrooms. The 
apartment is not large by our 
standards. However, the 
ceilings are high and there is 
a feeling of plenty of room to 
study, eat and sleep. The bed 
(or **kang*') has five large 
comfiorters and a mattress 
pad on top of a brick 
framework, enabling the bed 
to be heated from inside by 



coal independently or 
through a vent from the 
khchen wok-stove. 

The most expensive pos- 
sessions are the radio, 
sewing machine and bi- 
cycles. Almost everyone in 
China owns a bicycle, which 
is the main form of 
transportation. They cost 165 
yuan, about two and a half 
months' pay, making them 
most fanufies' maior single 
investment. There are no 
private cars in China and no 
plans to have them. 

The Lius are in their forties 
and have two children in their 
teens. All four work and, like 
the people we saw on our 
walks in the city and 
countryside, are healthy and 
robust. 

Total Liu family income is 
about 200 yuan a month of 
which one-half is sent to the 
bank for 1 per cent interest 
(inflation-free). Rent is 6 
yuan, $3 a month, utilities 



No one in China 
pays more than S per cent of 
their income for rort and 
ittilities 



The frunily can eat at the 
fMtory canteen for 20 fen (10 
cents) each. Usually the 
evening ami is at hone. 
Fjood in the nei^borfaood 
stores, whkh are ran by the 
fsdory aiid ^ate, ousts on tiie 
average about one-third of 
our prices. 

The Lius and all workers in 
China retire at 60 with 70 per 
cent of their pay. Their 
happiness and comfort is 
then the responsibility of the 
state and their families. 
Work is provided if they want 
it. 

An old Chinese verse says, 
"The blood and tears of the 
people could form a river.*' 
Today it is said, 'The people 
live a happy life, the face of 
the country has changed. The 
people have made contribu- 
tions to the two revolutions 
(Chinese and world)."

The January national rate jumped to 8.2 per cent. The 
state's January figure won't be ready until next week, but 
officials have warned it probably will contiiiae to dim, and 
may reach 10 per cent before leveling off.

In a television interview, Ziegler also said Nixon 
telephoned the White House last weekend to tell President 
Ford he has full confidence in him and never doubted his 
ability to handle the job. 

The issue of Nixon's confidence in Ford surfaced last Friday 
when former White House aide Qiarles o. Colson said Nixon 
expressed doubts to him about Ford's potential abilities as a 
President, and descri b e d Ford as a slow starter who **woald 
take two years to get up to speed."

Editor: 

The probe of the Health 
Service discBsied in your edi- 
torial of Feb. 5 is wdoome. 
Onr books sad records are 
open to any and all who may 

be interested. The enxption 
is the iMttviihud health re- 
cords which are confidential. 
Information from them may 
be released only as aiitihor- 
izedby the patienttOras re- 
quired by law in certain cir- 
cumstances, or as required by 
the courts in certain circum- 
stances. 

The only general revenue 
funds we receive are reim- 
bursement for treating 
Workmen's Compensation 
cases and for performing 
physical examinations on 
prospective University em- 
ployes. This accounts for less 
than 1 per cent of our income. 
The cost of patient care is 
borne entirely by the 
patients, whether they have 
prepaid in part through the 
health fee or are entirely 
fee-for-service. The differ- 
ence is method of payment, 
,no one is getting free treat- 



ment. Both groups are 
entitled to a full accounting of 
the expenditures from these 



For this reason, for a 
■umber of years we have sent 
copies of our monthly, quar- 
terly and annua] reports to 

you and Student Govern- 
ment. These include financial 
data accounting for all funds 
received and expended, sta- 
tistical workload data and 
other information concerning 
operation of the Heath Ser- 
vice. 

Fouryearsago, I requested 
Chuck Sherman, then Stu- 
dent Body President, to 
appoint students to a Health 
Service Advisory Council. 
The purpose was to improve 
communication and in turn 
the responsiveness of the 
Health Service to the needs of 
the students. For two years, it 
served the intended purpose. 
With the help of people such 
as Pat Garvey, Mary Mc- 
Inery, Sophia Antone, Chris 
Polivka. and Earl Huff, to 
mention but a few, we made 
many improvements. 



Some of these were: 
extending coverage to in- 
clude the periods between 
quarters; extending eligibW- 
ty to part time students, de- 
pendents of students, and 
students not enrolled for a 
quarter, sudi as those need- 
ing to work on a dissertatkm 
or for income; opening a 
physical examination clinic; 
increasing the availability of 
gynecological service; and 
providing health education 
materials and classes. How- 
ever, we have lost this essen- 
tial input during the past two 
years. Apathy has taken over. 
Charles Thompson and Dave 
Aronofsky have appointed 
students to serve on the coun- 
cil. Meetings have been 
called by the student presi- 
dent of the council or by the 
Health Service. The turnout 
has been but 0-2 of the ten 
members, andthe council has 
just faded away. 

In 1971-72 the Heafth Ser- 
vice received ah allocation of 
$15.00 from the activities and 
services (A&S) fee, which 
was and is part of the regis-

The letter which is now in 
your hand, hopefully bemg 
read by students on this 
campus, is in answer to Ste- 
phen Schram's review of the 
mainstage production "The 
Little Foxes."

operating. Patron Night is 
like a Broadway opening here 
at FSU. Theatre Majors and 
Patrons are expected to dress 
nicely, "bejeweled and 
decked in furs." 

I have a feeling that 
Mr. Schram went to "The 
Little Foxes" with the atti- 
tude "OK entertain me." He 
must keep in mind that the 
actors were of an average 
age of 22 portraying charac- 
ters, but for two, of an 
average age of 45 to 55. In 
professional theatre, actors 
are usually cast at approxi- 
mately their own age. In 
college theatre, they are not 
always cast in parts that suit 
them age-wise. In fact, this 
h ardly ever occurs . Instead of 
looking for "layers of 
reality," Mr. Schram might 
have looked for a naturalness 
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on stage. Acting is not 

layers of reality" but a 
natural-seeming interaction 
between peofrfe. 

If Mr. Schram had taken 
the time to look at the cos- 
tumes, he would have noticed 
that they were not only his- 
torically accurate, but as full 
and colorful off-stage as they 
appeared to be on-stage. Mr. 
Webster defines "mediocre" 
as "average" and "ordinary: 
neither very good nor very 
bad. ' ' In reference to the cos- 
tumes, the word is misused. 
In reference to the theatre- 
knowledge within Stephen 
Schram the word is misused 
only in that whoever uses it is 
being too kind. 

I remind Mr. Schram that 
this is educational theatre. 
According to some inteUigent 
people, this is a very good 
educational as well as 
talented theatre school. I feel 
that "The Little Foxes" 
helped to point up the fact. 

I invite all of the students 
who have not yet seen "The 
Little Foxes" to come any 
night between Feb. 12 and 15 
and decide for themselves, 
rather than base their opin- 
ions on Mr. Schram's review 
or this letter.

After crediting Georgia State with a good game plan and 
fine floor play. FSU Head Coach Hugh Durham blasted his 
own team's performance.

Florida Technological University of Oriando informed the 
athletic department earfier this week they would be unable to 

field a team for this weekend's meet. 

Last week the University of Florida refused to swim the 
Seminoles, offering the same excuse. "I jujt can't believe this 

can happen on a collegiate level/' eiclaimed Head Coach 
Terrv Carlisle. "We're putting it down as another forfeit." 

Florida State will continue practicing for the Georgia meet 
next Friday in Athens and the South Carolina meet in 
Columbia the following day. 

'*rm hoping we can stay sharp till next weekend," said 
Carlisle. "South Carolina is becoming a big rival for us 
because we're both strong southern independents. If we can 
win both meets next week, it will raise our overall record to 
8-3, which I think is fantastic.'* 



"It was our poorest exhibition of basketball this year." 
stated the obviously upset coach. "We were selfish, lacked 
effort . . . Tm disgusted with myself and with the team.'* 

The first half was a slow deliberate twenty minutes with 
both defenses effectively sealing off the short inside shot. The 
Tribe established an early six-point margin and managed to 
sustain it through much (^f the half, although the Panthers 
from Atlanta briefly closed to two, 31-29, midway through the 
period. 

Half-time saw Florida State ahead 38-31. 

Capitalizing on a patient passing attack that ttsoaily found 
Panther forward Eddie Yoang open for the boctet. Geofgia 
State tied the score SCKSO five nunutes into the second half. 

After the lead changed hands several times, the Seminoles. 
lead by Zach Perkins and Greg Grady came charging back in 
the closing seven minntes to outsoore Georgia State 14-8 to 
squeeze out the win. 

Florida State, now 15-6 on the season, hit 51 .4 percent from 
the field, while Georgia State averaged 56.9 percent but had a 
hot 61 per cent in the second half. 

Perkins gunned in 16 points to match big-man Greg Grady 
for the Seminole point tie. Grady picked off 12 rebounds while 
Perkins grabbed ten.

Unemployment in Tallahassee

Rorida's estimated unemployment rate hit 8.3 per cent 
in December — the latest month for which statistics are 
available — catapulting the Sunshine State into the 
category of states worst hit by the growing recession. 

As of November, only four other states had passed the 

Light percent marli: California, Michigan, Massachusetts 
and Alaslui. 

But wliat, specifically, are these fi^iifes iMsed on? How 
does a person qualify to be part of the statistics? What do 
you do if yon snddeidy find yonraeif anong the ranks of 
the unemployed? Where can you torn for aid? What 
additional problems will you encounter if you ve a 
full-time student? And ho«r does the uncmploynient 
situation in Leon County compare with other areas? 

This article, and ethers which will follow, will attempt to 
answer these questions for financially strapped students. 
We should caution, however, that the information which is 
offered is unavoidably sketchy and necessarily stripped of 
the consideration of special circumstances. Welfare and 
unemployment laws and regulations are constantly 
subject to change. A call or visit to the specific state office 
involved is advisable for complete information. 

In Florida, unemployment statistics are now 
established by '^household surveys,*' a technique which 
replaced less reliable methods involving the 
extrapolation of the number of unemployment benefits 
daims. Under the new netliod, 1,250 households 
randomly chosen are sorveyed each month. Members of 
sample survey lesults are then pro ejct e d acoonfing to 
population characteristics of the state. 

The new method of estimation results in a higher — 
and, reportedly, more aocnrate — unemployment rate. 



In Leon County it has been 
estimated that 30 per cent of 

the population makes less than 

$5000 a year 



The rate for July, 1974, for instance, was five per oen| 
calcttlatedby the new method, bvt woidd have been only 
3.5 per cent under the old system. 

Unempioyment percentages «re also "seasonally 
adjusted'* to eliminate joblessness caused by normal 
laycrff periods in certain jobs. 

According to the Division of Employment Security of 
the State Department of Commerce (which includes the 
Bureau of Unemployment Compensation), only around 60 
per cent of Florida's unemployed workers will collect 
benefits. The others fail to qualify for one reason or 
another — or may simply never apply. 

The maximum unemployment benefit in Florida now is 
$74 a week, but the division reports that the average 
payment is only $59. (Florida's first benefits, m 1939, 
were set at a nuumnvBi of SIS per week — whidi was 
about 83 per cent of the avenge weekly salary at Hurt 
time.) 

In evaluating unemployment figures, John Wesley 
White, Florida's Employment Security director, cautions, 
"We should keep in mind that thm is no way of 
measuring the number of people who may have looked for 
work for months and then given up l)e caus e they didn't

amount in its history (a 502 per cent increase over 
December 1973). 

In comparison with the rest of the state, things l(x>k rosy 
indeed in Leon County: as of November, Leon had the 
lowest rate (5.4 per cent) among the larger counties in the 
state. This rate, which is not seasonally adjusted, was well 
Im^Ow tile state's unadjusted Novenrtier rate of 6.7 per 
cent. Aeoofi&y In tiie Department of Conrnwrcc, Leon's 
cost ofHvIng is alto slightly below stale nvenge, and 
10 per cent le» tiian Dede Conaty. 

Large local companies — such as Mobile Home 
Industries and Killeun — may be in trouble, and local 
construction and manufacturing industries may be 
experiencing a slump, but as of October, jobs in all other 
classifications showed an increase compared to 1973. The 
state employed 31,900 people in Leon County as of 
October 1974, compared to 29,500 in October 1973. 

But unemployment in Leon went from 4.8 per cent in 
October to 5.4 per cent in November to just under six per 
cent in December. More and more people found them- 
selves in need of information about benefits.

Conservatives seek third party 



WASHINGTON — Expressing "mcreas^ 
ing doubt** that they can continue to 
support either the R^ublicaii or Democratic 
parties, conservatives took the first step 
Sunday toward creation of a third party to 
represent their views in future elections. 

The 1975 Conservative Political Action 
Conference, after four days of discussion 
and debate about forming a national 
conservative party, voted overwhelmingly to 
set up a 13-member committee "to review 
and assess the current political situation and 
develop future opportunities.** 

The resolution offering hope of a third 
party came despite warnings from President 
Ford that the conservatives would only hurt 
then* own and the Republicans* chances to 



keep the White House in 1976 if they split 
from the party. 

The resolution did not specifically call for 
establishment of a new party but 
empowered the committee, made up of 
leading conservative office holders and 
activists, to "call another national meeting, 
if deemed necessary to chart more explicitly 
the future course of conservatism.** 

'Conservatives have been forced into a 
political position which leaves us without a 
serious leadership ^role in either major 
party and the question of our allegiance to 
these political parties is a matter of 
increasing doubt to conservatives." the 
resolution said. 



BOR grade findings

United Faculty of Florida 
(UFF) issued a statement 
recommending that a study 
of "extraneous" factors in 
grading policy be under- 
taken. 

High drop-out and flunk- 
out rates, says House 
Education Committee 
Chairman Richard Hodes, 
D-Tampa, and BOR member 
Marshall Harris, would 
partially decrease the a- 
mount of funding from the 
legislature. 

"There is no evidence 
that the ability level of 
Florida students enrolling in 
the State University System 
(SUS) is rising. " the 
Regents* report reads. The 
inference that high grades 
can be attributed to higher 
ability lc\cls of students is 
not supported by the 
averages shown (in the 
report)." 

Emerson Tully of tibe 
Regents* Academic Affiiirs 
office says that academic- 
ians now interpret the 
average grade as **bemg in 



the 'B' range" instead of 
the traditional "C". 

Hodes and Harris believe 
the universities are not 
deliberately giving higher 
grades to receive more 
legislative dollars, but say 
the increased appropriations 
are a consequence of a trend 
on campus in de-empha- 
sizing the role of grades in 
learning programs. Accord- 
ing to a complex funding 
formula, the sdiocrfs with 
the most students receive 
the highest amount of stitte 
funding. 

•*The financial factor 
ranks third on my list of 
seasons for higher grades.'* 
said Harris, who served as 
Chairman of the House 
Appropriations Committee 
last year. "My first reason 
is that many faculty 
members believe that 
grades don't mean that 
much anymore. Secondly, 
some universities allow 
students to grade perfor- 
mances of teachers.

teaching contracts, some 
teachers without tenure are 
hesitant to give bad 
grades." 

Tully, who helped re- 
search the Regents' report, 
shares Harris' views. He said 
the Regents are working on 
a system to g^ graduating 
seniors performance tests 
to indicate learning levels. 
He is uncertain when the 
tests will be imlplcmented 
or if university officials will 
agree to the idea. 

UFF local president Ron 
Good has said, "There are 
some indications that fund- 
ing formulae place pressure 
on departments to attract 
students or at least not 
•icare them away, in order to 
survive as a viable unit 
within the university.'* 

Modes said it would be 
difficuh to prove if universi- 
ties are giving higher 
grades for financial reatons.

Florida Senate President 
Dempsey Barron, a long

On campus for an 
interview on WFSU-FM's 
"Panorama", after which 
he gave an interview to The 
Flambeau. Barron claimed 
that the time has come to 
"pierce the academic veil of 
secrecy which has for too 

long surrounded the aca- 
demic community." 

"College professors have 
an organization and they 
like to talk a great deal 
about academic freedom," 
he said. "There should be a 
certain degree of academic 
freedom but that should not 
stand in the way of the 
people's representatives 
finding out if tax dollars are 
being ^>ent wisely. 

Barron has expressed 
concern about research 
which indicated that of the 
three missions of universi- 
ties — teaching, research, 
and public service — faculty 



often rated teachmg last in 
importance. 

"Teaching is last in the 
minds of many professors." 
he contended. "This should 
be of great concern to 
students and all of us." 

Arguing for larger dasics 
and heavier course loads for 
professors, Barron darned 
that while "the first job of 
society is to educate 
people." universities are 
"just another part of the 
system. 

"If we could increase the 
student-faculty ratio from 
IH to 20 students per 
instructor, or increase the 
average instructing time of 
faculty members from ten to 
15 hours per week, we 
would save approximately 
S3S million per year," 
Barron said. 

"1 think that on the 
average, the universities 
should do a better job of 
seeing that they have a 
sufficient number of stu- 
dents in classes," he said. 
"I'm complaining about 
classes that are just too 
small."

In the 
end, the tales give way to 
the undisguised "Yer an 
idiot, babe, it's a wonder 
that ya still know how to 
breather*. 

One offhand comment 
refers to "smoke pourin' out 
of a boxcar door" ... at 
first an irrelevant, if graphic 
image, but listen to the 
song. Another strikes at one 
who "hurt the words that I 
loved best, and covered up 
the truth with lies." Taken 
with ''visions of yer 
chestnut mare", it Is 
littpQssMe not to 



these scathing words with 
Jim "Roger" McGuinn . . . 
the snivelling little wimp 
who, with his fltx'k of Byrds. 
twelve-stringed three aim- 
lessly-connected verses of 
"Mr. Tambourine Man" 
into P*(W history amid 
fentasies abont LSD and 
"Bgfat hfiles ifigh" . . . 
McGuian who, backed oddly 
enongli by Dylan's hanwin- 
ica, profected himself be- 
yond the "pop Heavies" by 
singing, "But, OhI Mr. D, 
I'm so restless!". 

Those who enjoy this sort 
of thing will note that Dylan 
packs McGuinn's obituary 
into four lines of an 
eight-minute song. For 
those who listen without 
piddng the songs apart and 
aritlKNit pad and pencil in 
hand, the effect of such 
IMssages is chiOlng. Each 
time the cot Is played, one 
or two things will leap out 
that you didn't cmth the 
time before, lending a whole 
different perspective to the 
song. 

"If You See Her. Say 
Hello" and "You're a Big 
Girl Now" are almost as 
beautiful as "Just Like a 
Woman" or as touching as 
"Giri From the North 
Countiy". "You're Gonna 
Make Me Lonesome When 
Yon Go" is one of those 
offlumded oompfiments that 
Dylan pays to ladies 
imaginary or otherwise. 
"Blood on the Tracks" has 
that strange way of hitting 
at more than the one person 
to whom each of the songs 
is usually addressed. Songs 
like "Shelter from the 
Storm." autobiography or 
not, relate to us the gems of 
wisdom one learns only by 
living "Lily, Rosemary, and 
Jack of Hearts", a sordid 
tale may have been seen 
firsthand, or through a crack 
in the wall, or not at aO. Bat 
if h is pare imagination, 
^hy do I keep {Haying it? 

Any inference one draws 
from Dylan can, of course, 
be only a non sequitur of the 
highest order (Dylan said in 
response to a similar 
question "What???"). A 
"Leopard-Skin PUlbox Hat" 
is just thitf . . "MigfaU 
seen one in a department 
slofe wiadoar". One may 
draw meanings from any 
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inci»ve Dylan passage (or 
from "In a Gad da -da- 
Vida". for that matter) that 
v^ere never intended to be 
there. But if "BI(X)d on the 
Tracks" did not strike me 
as an important, meaning- 
fel, and extremely beautiful 
record, I would noi be 
fitting around, eyes half- 
closed like a n o vitiate at the 
larwsinian Mjsianes, im* 
ening to "Tangled li^ ni 
mne" and mamtahimg at 
least a small degree of 
empathy with the singer. 

The travesty of his rock 
'n* rolling with the Band 
from Big Pink . . . the 
customary delays in release 
and the fruitless trips to the 
record store . . . "Dylan", 
the compilation of forget- 
table non-originals that was 
released mote as a threat to 
Dylan himself than as a gift 
to his frms . . . Dylan in the 
pages of "People" maga- 
zine and the tfainly-dis^ 
guised gossip columns of 
the "Rolling Stone". The 
image of the elusive man of 
mystery, created perhaps ex 
nihilioin our own fantasies, 
went from cultural hero (or 
anti-hero) to. in short. Dylan 
the cause celebre. Dylan's 
reply to the slim chance that 
he is full of crap is "Idiot 
Wind". And I, who just 
wrote the above, am the 
only one here who is fall of 
crap. 

It is soffcely necessary to 

repeat that "Dylan is a 
visionary" . The acknow- 
ledged heir to Woody 
Guthrie, the Chaplinesque 
Bohemian who made so 
simple and eloquent a 
statement as "Blowin' in 
the Wind" or so quizzically 
beaufitui an opus as 
"Sad-Eyed Lady of the 
Lowlands" (or, here, "Tan- 
gled Up m 1^") . . . 
Looking back, I, who was 
scarcely more than an infant 



when " Talkin* John Birch 
Paranoia Blues'" was truly 
"the voice of one cr> ing out 
in the wilderness", can see 
that, no matter v^hai vvas 
going on. Dylan was on top 
of it all. 

Today, when the "Mas^ 
ters of War" comtect their 
evttdoings in the open, 
when the grrat fears and 
loatMags aie to paiaMy 
obvious as to require Dylan 
to explain them to us . . . 
today, Dylan writes "Buck- 
ets of Rain", the fitting 
close to "Blood on the 
Tracks". 

Here, with a whimsical 
accent that makes the point all 
the more subtle, he stales so 
simply and concisely: 



"Life is sad. life is a bust. 
AH ym can do is do what 

vou must. 
You do what vou must do. 

And you do It wcU."

McFarlain said. "They (the 
administrators) aren't going

In reference to financial 
problems. McFarlain said 
the law school should be re- 
moved from the general 
funding category "where 
jpcration is based on some 
funding formula." He sug- 
gested that law schools in 
Florida be funded in the 
same manner as medical 
schools are. rather than from 
general unt^wfsity fundiiig. 

McFarlain said the Bar 

Association would attempt to 

boost their monetary support 
off both FSU's and the Uni- 
versity of Florida's law 
schools this year. 

Supreme Court Justice B. 
K. Roberts, for whom the law 
building was named, was the 
first to voice concern over the 
law sch(X)l situation last week 
in an interview with The Tal- 
lahassee Democrat. He 
placed most of the blame for 
the school*s problems on 
Provost Puryear. 



"h is a great pity for the 
law school to decline by 
reas<in of being placed under 
the administrative control of 
a person with no legal train- 
ing whatever, and apparently 
having little interest in its 
continued development." 

Puryear, contacted yester- 
day, said the charges were 
inaccurate.

Unemployment aid available — if you qualify

As the eooBomy deteriorates and the naeaiiployment rate 
rises, more and more people who have never had to think 
about such things before are wondering where to go for help 
as they find themselves out of a job and unable to pay the bills. 

University students are no exception. They wonder how to 
apply for unemployment benefits, food stamps or welfare 
payments. They wonder whether their status as students 



(fisqualifies them. Many hm no idea what services aie 

available. 

Often the first thing a person seeking help learns is that 
there is less help available than he or she thought there was. 

In FHorida. unemployment aid falls into four main 
categories: unemployment benefits, food stamps. Aid to 
Families with Dependent Children (AFDC). and private 
charitv. In addition, special aid is available tor the blind, the 
disabled and the old. Florida has no general welfare 
payments. 
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If you don't have dependent children, you don't qualify for 
payments under AFDC. Food stamps are good for food only: 
they won't pay your rent or utilities. Private charity is also of 
limited help. Even the Salvation Army will only house and 
feed you free of charge for one night — the second night costs 
$2.50. 

Your best bet — and first consideration if you have any 
chance of qualifying — should be unemployment benefits. 

in a nutshell, persons seetdng inemployment benefits 
must have lost their job through no Indt si their own, worked 
irt least 2Clwceto daring tlie httt year and vhair at a job that 
was not one that is eidaded by law from benefits, and mast 
actively be looking for another job. 

More specifically, if yott were fired for good cause (being 
late for work, doing unsatisfactory work, etc.) or quit, you 
cannot draw unemployment payments. If you quit for health 
reasons (other than pregnancy), you could still qualifv. but if 
you quit as a result of a labor dispute, vou couldn't qualify. 

Both amount of benefits and the question of eligibility are 
based on the first four of the last five completed quarters as of 
the time the claim is filed. Quarters are the three-month 
periods ending Mar. 31, June 30, Sept. 30 and Dec. 31. 

To be eligible for benefits, you most have worked at least 20 
weeks (not necessarily in a row) for at least S20 a week daring 
the "base period". It doesn't matter whether the woit was 
part-time or full-time. 

Benefits will equal one half of the average weekly wage 
during the base period, with a minimum of $10 a week and a 
maximum of 574 a week. 

In order to collect benefits, both the type of job you 
performed and your employer must also qualify under certain 
guidelines. An cniplover must ha\c cmploved one or more 
persons for 20 different >Accks during the l urrent or preceding 
vear or have paid $1.5(M) or more in salaries in any quarter 
during the current or preceding >car. 

If the employer qualifies, he or she must contribute to the 
compensation system. It is the employer — not the employe 
— who pays for unemploymem benefits.

Kissinger, Gromyko end talks, 
begin work on arms limitations 



LONDON — Secretary of State Henr>' A. Kissinger and 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei A. Gromyko split Monday 

over how to reach Middle East peace . But they began work on 
the next strategic arms treaty betw e en the United States and 
Russia. 

In the talks Sunday night and Monday in Geneva. Kissinger 
pot iMhvard k» the first tine the American proposals for 
carrying out the agreement b et we en President Ford and 
Soviet leader Leonid L Brezhnev on the ne^ stage of limiting 
nuclear afiiis^ 

A senior official with Kissmger said he believed it could be 
completed In two or three months — in time for a Brezhnev 
vimt to the IMed States sometime this summer. 

As expected, the split occurred over the Middle East, 
where Kissinger's step-by-step diplomacy has frozen 
Moscow out of the negotiations. 



Even on that issue, the final communique showed perhaps 
a slight relaxation in Russia's insistence on an unaMdiate 

return to the Geneva peace conference, ft said sesskNtt 

should be resumed **at an early date.** 

And. basically, the two men agreed to contiue detente. 
After more than five hours of talks with Gromyko, Kissinger 
flew to London Monday night for a dinner with Prime 
Minister Harold Wilson, who arrived from Moscow himself 
shortly after Kissinger's blue and silver air force jet landed. 
Although there were a few stiff exchanges, the Kissinger- 
Gromyko talks in Geneva did not develop into a tense 
confrontation as some American officials expected. The 
senior official said they were slightly more formal than usual 
but on the whole "jovial." 

Standing side by side in the lobby of the Geneva Inter- 
continental hotel after their final meeting, both Kissinger 
and Gromyko agreed the talks were ' fruitful."

Nations assert economic power 



ALGIERS — Representatives from 104 
under-developed nations were asked Sunday 
to endorse a "radical transformation of the 
world economy" to quadruple their share of 
international wealth. 

The proposal, which is expected to be 
passed during the four-day meeting here, 
would include the right to form more raw 
materials cartels like the one for oil, to 
natioiNilize foreign indu^ry and to regulate 
multi-naticmal corporations. It would be 
presented next month to the United States 
and otiier industrialized nati<ms.

Frank G. Zarb, federal energy administrator, told a 
House energy subcommittee that decontrol of '''^^ 
domestic crude oil on April 1 was an integral part of Ford s 
plan to make the United States independent of Arab oil 
producin>i nations.

Daring 
the 1972'73 academic year, niae tepotled 
rapes on or around campas were joiady 
investigated by the FSU Departiiieator PuhHc 
Safety and other area law eiitorcfiMwt 
agencies. 

Fn 1974 those agencies investigated two 
rcponcd rapes, five sexual assaults or 
attempted rapes and almost 50 other sex 



offenses, including 14 cases of indecent 
exposure. On just one night (if fall quarter, 
one rape and three attempted rapes were 
reported in areas immediately adjacent to 
campus. 

While UsiverrityMoe have loot patrols at 
i^pght and a new campus hghthig plan will 
soon be instituted, they reoommend that 
women follow the following saggestioas to 
avoid beooming an assault victin.

While the fict that I fkifsoa is a coO^e stiidtot does aot, in 
itself, disqualify him or her, several types of college-related 
jobs are ezchided from benefits: working for a fraternity or 
sorority, jobs with the university itself while a student, 
student nursingjobs or internships, and any work bv persons 
under 21 done as part of an academic program, even if it is off 

campus. 

If you pass all of the tests above, you must then apply for 
benefits and register for work at your local State 
I nemployment Compensation Claims Office (in Tallahassee, 
at 214 N. Duval Street). The first week after a claim is filed.

ERA dashed in 

Georgia Senate 

ATLANTA (UP!) The Georgia Senate voted emphatically 
against ratifying the Equal Rights Amendment (ERA) 
Monday, but a motion to reconsider the rejection kept the 
dying proposal barely alive. 

The 33-22 vote marked the second straight year that 
Georgia has turned down the ERA, a 1972 Act of Congress 
already ratified in 34 states. The ERA would outlaw sei 
discrimination in state or federal law. 

It takes ratification by 38 state legislatures to amend the 
constitution. 

Sen. Horace Tate, an Atlanta Democrat among three 
Senate sponsors of the ratification resolution, made a motion 
to reconsider its rebuff. However, the 1 1-vote margin, and the 
virtual certainty that the House would defeat the ERA if the 
Senate does revive it, indicated that Tate's motion was a 
futile parliamentary ploy. 

The motioo to reconsider wffl be voted upon this 
morning. 

The 22 votes the ERA mustered was seven short <rf the 
Cbnstitutiona] majority required in the Seaate. Sen. Culver 
Kidd. (D-Milledgeville) voted for die amendment but later 
explained he had punched the wrong buttoa, aad Sea. Mel 
Traylor (D-Savannah) missed the vote. 

Traylor was known to favor the ERA. 

Lt. Gov. Zell Miller, a non-voting ERA supporter, rapped 
his gavel loudly at 11:11 a.m. to begin the long-awaited 
debate, and warned the packed galleries to remain silent. 
There were only a few incidents of light applause for speakers 
on either side, and a group of matronly women wearing red 
and white "Stop ERA*' buttons shaped with stop-signs 
applauded towfly whea the vote was takea. 

Jast 63 anhiatos alter it hegmi, the ERA debate eaded with 
the acoreboardsoe each side of the Senate lighting up the red 
aad green roUcaH showing a 33-22 verdict against the ERA. 

*i cannot cSonceive under miy conation that God intended 
some people to have less opportunity or rights than others," 
said Dr. Tate, an Atlanta educator. "We must pass this ERA 
because 50 years of court battles have failed to eliminate sex 
discrimination. We must pass this ERA because it is right."

More and more 
college graduates may find themselves unemployed, and only 
a minority will qualify for unemployment benefits.

If this recession we find ourselves in lengthens 
into a depression, the State of Florida will be 
ill-prepared to serve the needs of growing numbers 

unemployed people. 

Our uncipploynent oonpensirtioD ben^ level 
ranks tfiiftieth in the country. We have no general 
assistance program at all. Our Aid to Families witii 

Dependent Children (AFDC) payments are 
inadequate and food stamps to help bring home the 
beans are of little use when you don't have a place 
to cook them or the electricity to heat them up. 

Speaking on the subject of unemployment 
benefits, the state's Employment Security DirectxM* 
John Wesley White says, '*The weekly paymrats 

they (Florida's unemployed) will receive are 
severely inadequate. When you consider the 
impact of such widespread unemployment in terms 

ot people rather than abstract unemployment 
rates, it becomes imperative that we have adequate 
unemployment compensation.** 

Florida employers presently pay as little as $4.20 
per worker per year into unemployment 
compensation funds. 

White points out that not cmly does this resuh in 
inadequate protection for workers, it also limits the 
money the unemployed person can put back into 
tfie economy. 

Equally important is the absence of a general 
ass^aace welfare program in Florida, something a 
majority of other states have. This means that 
many people can't qualify for welfare at all, even 
though they have a very real need for it, because 
they do not fit into a federally determined category 
qu^iiying them for federally-backed state aid. 

Food stamps, which are easier to obtain than 
money payments, are a help, but they must be paid 
for and they only provide one with the basic 
necessities for life. Ignoring other necessities is 
both inhumaro and irrational. 



We hope that the Florida legislature will 
re-examine the state's overall welfare plans this 
year with an eye towards liberalization. We agree 
with White that tiie problems caused by the 
eooQoraic dowaturn most be seen "in tmns of 
peof^" — not just in terms of statistics and 
budgets.

A massive retrenchmeiit effort is underway in state 
government. Agency heads are beii^ told to lop 10 per cent 
off their current budgets and to expect 7.7 per cent less next 

year. Free-spending Reubin has metamorphosed into frugal 
Askew with the advent of the recession. It's unfortunate that 
good ole Reubin didn't think of responsible fiscal manage- 
ment back when he was doubling the budget. Just one project 
alone, the Capitol (just loose change at $42 million), would 
have reduced the shortfall of revenue ($232 million) by almost 
one-fifth. 

But why dwell on the past? It's obvious that Reubin should 
be forgiven. I mean, why should we expect him to understand 
little problems like budgeting? Since he didn't realize that 
corporations would pass on the cost of that little innocuous 
gemcalled the corporate income tax, why shoald we expect 
anything different on the budget? Bat he's an **hoiiofiUile 
man," isn't he? Well, let's take a closer look at current efforts 
to save money... 

Reubin deserves a pat on the back for his wey-puMicized 
cost-cutting efforts at the inaugural. Too bad the taxpayers 
financed state cars driven by state employes to chauffeur 
people (anyone on the inauguration platform who wished) to 
and from the inauguration. One of these lucky fellows was 
David Levin from Pensacola (in the westernmost county of 
Florida). Unfortunately Lt. Col. Lee Simmons, deputy patrol 
director, had "no figures" on this gross waste. 

We also saw $2,000 a month flow to Don Pride, Reubin's 
former press secretary, on an interim job before being 
installed as director of the Bicentennial Commission. Three 
cheers for Reubln's adept use of political cronyism at the tax- 
payer's expense. Former director Shelton Kemp was asked to 
resign, and Pride was elected. Good ole Reubin didn't let the 
stMe career service qrstem. or the dieectonhip requir em ent s 
of a college degree and management background stop the 
appointment. He simply had thecommeive secvetary e^mpt 
the position from the career service system. WtA who wasis 
qualified people anyway? 

Senator Dempsey Barron, president of the Senate, also had 
some novel ideas on saving money. $1,000 was spent for food, 
liquor and a dance band to entertain senators and their wives. 
$600,000 is being spent on a TV system to allow senators to 
view amendments (most of which are printed in advance). 
Ebony desks (only $2,500 each) and fancy intercom and sound 
systems will now grace the Senate chamber. Perhaps 
Dempsey should be commended for his frugality; we're only 
spending $900,000 on the chamber — he could have decided 
to buy a senatorial yacht for vacations. 

Don Tucker, that piller of virtue, has followed the lead of his 
fellow leaders. Last October, the Speaker's Office (I'll admit 
this w as before Reubin called for thrift, but I assume waste is 
still waste) used taxpayers' money to research Republican 
committee voting records for partisan use in the election. 
Good ole Donald's press aid^. J^en j^rigg^ said it w«$ »

Todav. one hears many eomplainls from collej^e students 
ahiut the lack of relevanLV in their studies and about boring 
nu th«»ds of teaching. Ttxj often, college students seem to be 
divorced from social reality and are unable to apply ihcir 
studies in any practical way. This tendency pervades in the 
U)wer levels of edncation as weH as m the universities. 

Ten years ago. Chinese students were complaining about 
the same problems as weH as others. When students put up 
the first daaibo (watt postert^in the CuHuratta vol t i u n , dKa« 
problems were brouglit to public attention for political dis- 
cusskm. After the culmination of the Cultural Eevolution, 
experimental methods were initiated to develop new socialist 
forms of education. The schools we visited in China were the 
(j( velopment of this experimentation six years after the 
( ultural Revolution. 

( hinese children begin school at the age of seven. Courses 
in primary school include seemmgiy universal math. phys. 
(d . art. science and language classes. But what makes them 
distinctive is how they are taught. For example, children 
learning about agriculture get first-hand experience by 
working in a school garden. One primary school we visited 
had a small plot of land called **tlie land to train revolutional 
successors** where the pupils receive technical assistance 
from the load peasants in cultivating their The 
pupils found it easier to la a tn nftCf intrgrslhig timpiy witfi^ 
practkx. 

The primary school we visited in Pteking produces chess sets 
which are sold on the market. The students participate actively 
in the running of the factory with close technical supervision 

bv instructors. As at the other primary schools, this school 
calls on workers from local factories to give lectures and 
assistance. These small gardens and workshops serve a dual 
purpose Not only do students gain practical experience, but 



they also come to appreciate the impoftanee of hard work and 

the spirit of collective effort. 

Political education and history classes include visits to 
veteran workers and peasants who relate to the youn^ the 
hardships before China's liberation from imperialism and 
feudalism IhusK . the misery of the past is not forgotten and 
students are giyen a sense of purpose for their future work. 

Education is popularized through junior middle school. 
Students then go on to middle school or into production. 
Seventy to eighty per cent advance to middle school. In 
middle school as well as in junior middle school, productive 
work is continued, involving mote oomplex apparatus. 
Pktiblems in efficiency, nurintenance, etc.. are tackled. The 
purpose of such work is for training rather than for actual 
production, although the final product is used. At all levels, 
the emphasis is towards developing students with good 
political and moral attitudes, as well as students who are 
intellectually ci>nipetent. 

After graduation, all students must go to work either in the 
cities or in the countryside. After a two to three year period in 
active production, they are eligible for admission to college. 
Selections for college are made by the leadership and the rank 
and file workers of each producticm unit. They pick tfiose 
whose political and productive . worit has been moat 
exemplary. At present, an all-out effort is bemg made to 
choose people from worker and/or peasant fonnlies. Very few 
get the chance to gotocoN^. but thoae that do get aH thek 
expenses paid by the state. 

The university we visited, the Shanghai Normal College, 
offei s a three-year program. Teaching is combined with the 
"Three Great Struggles" — the class struggle, the struggle 
for production and the struggle for scientific experimentation. 
To accomplish this, each department has an established base 
in a factory, commune or sch<Kil where students receive 



ffirst-handexpenenceinthc three struggles. In addition, each 
department practices an '\^pcn door p.>luy" - thai is. 
learning outside the classroom as well as inside Students 
spend close to half of their s«. htK»l tinu' outside the classnmm 

1 he administrative unit for th - lolle^e is lh«- RevclutionarN 
( oninnllee. composed of facultv students and staff >*ho are 
elected bv their tellow colleagues and workers. On the com- 
mittee, staff and students have an equal voice witi' facuhy m 
making policy. The nearest thing they have to a president is 
4he head of the Revolutionary Conmiitiee. 

Factories can often send selected wothers to the 
unWersities for short periods to recehre advanced training. 
Some ftdoriet Mintidn their own technical colleges. In 
addition, trade unions run "cultural palaces" where night 
courses are offered for workers to learn ballet, music, 
painting and other skills and arts. Tht fr.tde unions are alsi> 
responsible for political education. After vsork. studs groups 
on particular Marxist-Len'.nisf readings are held. Usually, the 
readings have particular relevance to current struggles bemg 
waged. 

(ireat advances in education were made as a resoft trf the 
Great Proletarian Cultural Revolution. Western styles of 
teaching, which had been the mainsUy since 1949. 
either abolished or refor m ed . The icM sMeaH 
initiated the Cultural Revolution rcjeded the vaNes that were 
being tau^ as bo u rg eois . At the time, many wero nwre 
interested in gaining personal pveitige and nurterial oomfort 
than in serving the needs of society. The reforms that were 
gained, such as the school factories, the open door policy, 
and the political study groups — had a sweeping effect on 
education at all levels. The Chinese, however, will be the first 
to admit that the system they are developing still has 
sht>rtcomings. But the C hinese are proceeding with care and 
thorouubru'ss and arc confident of success.

Graham quits FSU

Florida State*s Lady Seminole basketbiA team made'the 
trip to Gainesville yesterday to play the Lady Gators withont 
Marlene Graham, the team's leading scorer before she was 
slowed by an ankle injury midway through the season. 

Graham quit the team following Friday night's loss to 
Albany State because * 'there wasn't any team or coach to play 
for ... no organization . ' ' 

In an interview with The Flambeau on Monday afternoon, 
Marlene Graham charged that Lady Seminole Basketball 
Coach Millie Usher "doesn't know how to evaluate player 
personnel or put them to the best use on the court." 

The senior star, who has played for the Lady Seminoles the 
last three years, further charged that Coach Usher doesn't 
organize practices in a constructive way, doesn't play subs 
when the Lady Tribe has the game won. and "doesn't 
cmisciously realize the ramifications of her decisions 
regarding player personnel in general.*' 

Graham cited the lack of passing and ball-handling drills in 
practice to combi^ the iMdy Seminole high turnover rate as an 
example of poor organization of practices. 

She pointed to the first FAMU contest as an example of a 
one-sided victory' in which few subs saw action. 

Finally, she pointed to the 9-13 record as a furtlm 
indication of a less than successful seasoh. 

Graham claims she is the fifth player out of an original 14 
woman squad to quit the team since the beginning of the 
season. She lists the other four as Sandy Moultrie, Carolyn 
Doctor, Vinnie Lilly, and Gayle Preston. 

Last year the Lady Seminoles lost only two regular season 
games and won the State Championship. The coach was Joel 
Thirer. : " 

Graham stated that Women's Athletic Director Marlene 
Fumell ' 'went all the way to Texas and hired Ms. Usher, when 
Thirer had offered his services as coach, because she (Usher) 
was a woman and Fumell warns all women coaches for her 
program whether they're qualified or not.** Graham 
disagrees whh this approach. 

Coach Usher was with the team in Gainesville and was 
therefore unavailable for comment yesterday afternoon. The 
Flambeau plans to make every effort to contact her 
concerning Marlene Graham's charges.

FBA official Sichard 
McFariain charged that the 
two schools have not received 
the same level of support as 
other state law schools of 
national stature in a letter 
yesterday to legislative 
leaders.

**It is the Bar's position 
that the state law schools 
must be separately funded in 
the same fashion as the two 
state medical schools and the

McFariain said in his letter. 

At present, the two schools 
are formula funded as part of 
the Educatk>n and General 
Budgets. The formula is 
based on PTEs (full-time 
equivalencies), the number 
of students attending full- 
time. 

Under separate funding, 

the legislature would still 
treat the law school budgets 
as part of the overall State 
University System budget, 
the difference being that 
funds would be specifically 
earmarked for the law 
schools. Once earmarked, 
the fiinds could not be used 
for anything else. 

Chancellor Mautz, contac- 
ted yesterday, said he did not 
support separate funding for 
the law schools. **! have 
{Hoblems singling out any 



separate unit for special 
funding/* he said. 

Mautz raantalned that the 
structure of the two law 
schools was stmOar enough 
to master degree programs in 
other curricula to warrant 
formula funding. 

He said that anyone who 
compared the funding of a 
law school with thirt of a 
medical school * 'doesn't 
know about the openUion of 
medical schoc^.** 

Besides being plagued by 
financial problems, the PSII 
law school's upcoming 
accreditation review is also in 
jeopardy. Accreditation 
standards require that the 
law school dean answer 
directlv to the President. 
Under President Marshall's 
1973 reorganization plan, the 



dean instead answers to the 

Provost of the Division of 
Social Science and Law. 

Marshall said yesterday 
that he did not think his 
reorganization would pre- 
vent accreditation. 

As to separate funding for 
the schiHtl.

It v(Hi think that welfare is a system to put ready cash into 
ilic hands (if loafers so they can make down payments on shinv 
new c adillacs. you haven't looked at the welfare laws of the 
^' itc of Florida — or of any state in the country, for that 

niadcr. 

The ugly truth — which you might only have discovered If 
you were forced to apply for welfare yourself as the economy 
deflates your chances of employment fiister than It inflates the 
dollar — is that Florida doesn't provide welfare money for 
able-bodied non-parents. 

I n New York , a single person could collect cash plus the cost 
t rent and heating fiiel at a rate based on an average cash 
; dvment of $208 a month for a family of four (1971 figures). 

\\ Vi^rk is one of the 38 states which had general assistance 
nicnts as of 1971. Florida is one of the 14 states that didn't, 

still di>esn't. 

Except for a 1^2^ law "allow ing'" counties to provide S25 a 
■ii-'nth for one child of a poor mother and $8 a month each for 
other children. Florida is IcKked into providing only 
fedTally-assisted programs for citizens under b5 (we do have 
our own program for retired people). This includes, besides 
aid to the permanently and totally disabled and the blind, a 
sump program. Aid to Families with Dependent

Children (AFDC) and Medicaid for needy children, the old 
and the infirm. 

You can only receive money — a maximum of $P0 a month 
in AFDC for a family of four — if: your household includes 
dependent children under 18 (or in school and under 21) and a 
parent or parent-substitute; one parent is dead, incapacitated 
for work or has flown the coop; and th* family income is below 
the stringent estimates of the state IKviskm of Family 
Services of what it takes to support a family your sire, if the 
father is unemployed, the family can also qualify. 

if you don't meet these requimnents and you aren't totally 
diabled. Mind or over 65. then the only welfare you can get 
from the State is the privilege of buying food stamps for an 



average of 23 per cent of your monthly income. 

If you live alone and bring in $130 a month, you can buy $38 
worth of food stamps for $25. This. means you can buy S38 
worth of groceries (not including akxriiolic beverages, 
tobacco, soap or cleaning products) at a food stamp approved 
store with your stamps. 

Under amended regulations announced by tlie U.S. 
Department of Agriculture Jan. 8. a student who receives 
more than half of his or her support from parents who are not 
eligible for food stamps will be ineligible to buy them. This 
applies to college students over 18 who are claimed as 
dependents only. Other members of the student's household, 
if they qualify otherwise, can still buy stamps. 

Florida's Division of Family Services is the umbrella 
department for welfare benefits and children in need of 
special assistance. It administers AFDC and food stamps 
through county offices around the state. In Leon County, the 
Food Stamp Office is at 309 N. Adams Street, neit to the fire 
station (phone 486-1 182). AUXT and other assistance can be 
appUed for at 206 W. CaroHna Street, phoae 466^215. 

Sharon Dia. administrative supervisor for tlie Stnte 
Division of Family Services in Lcoo Ginnty. says, "One of the 
problems is that there is no general assistance state-wide in 
. . *we only have a hodge-podge of services.

Slow economic 
recovery seen 

WASHINGTON — Treasury Secretary Willtam E. Simon 
told Congress today the nation's economy should be **on the 
road to recovery" by the end of the year. 

In testimony before the House Appropriations Committee. 
Simon predicted that inflation will be less its present 
double-digit level, money will be flowing into the housing 
industry and American consumers, with some extra money in 
their pockets ^rom a tax break, will be spending more. 

But for the rest of the year, he said, unemployment and 
inflation "will both be high.'* The actions President Ford 
wants to take will not begin to take hold until the end of the 
year, he said.

But an EPA study indicates 
that it also gives sulphuric 
acid off at levels w hich could 
cause a health hazard that in 
a few years would outweigh 
any benefits it might have.

Althou/^h the normal term of office for Student Bodv 
r*resident is one year. Dav id Aronofskv will serve three to four 
weeks beyond the usual date of the installation of a successt)r. 

Aronofksy's lengthened term results from the 
P< )st ponemeiit of thenm-off election in order that the Student 
Su preme Court can consider a case wMdi contests the validity 
d the Student Government (SG) primary of Feb. 5. 

The run-off was initialiy sdieduted for Feb. 12, and the 
installation of Aronofsky's successor would have come Feb. 
16 if the normal timetables had been followed. 



Should the court invalidate the results of the Feb. 5 
election, a ne>* primarv v^ill have to be held and the run-off 
re scheduled This course of action would extend Aronofsky 's 
term by a month. 

Student Body Attorney General Dick Wilson has predicted 
that the run-off will be held Mar. 5 if the Court does not strike 
down the results of the primary. This would lead to a 
three-week postponement of the installation of a new 
president. 

**The postponement of the election Im drasticalty changed 
my academic schedule/' Aronofsky said yesterday. *i have 



been forced to stop all work on my doctorate until my 
successor aasmies office." 

Aronofsky said that he did not mind "because somebody 
has to be up here taking care of student imeresis. and a lot of 
work has been ritling up in the office. " 

He indk ateil that the loss m lime of office for his successor 
would not be detrimental. 

**l will still have time to get whomever is elected oriented to 
theoffice.*' Aronofsky said. ''Hopefully, they will be able to 
stay here over spring break to receive the orientation." 



Faculty Senate to cast decision 

» 

on designation of grad studen ts 



In the wake of a veto by 
FSU President Stanley Mar- 
shall, the Faculty Senate will 
meet today to decide the fate 
of a revamped proposal on 
designation of graduate stu- 
dents as "graduate faculty.** 



The recommendation, now 
under consideration by the 
Senate, states that no grad- 
uate student may be ap- 
pointed to the graduate 
faculty. It also stipulates that 
grad students will be not 
asngned primary teaching 



responsibilities in any grad- 
uate course without the spe- 
cific approval of the provost. 

The bill which Marshall 
vetoed indicated that no grad 
students would be appointed 
to graduate faculty positions 
or be allowed to teach gra- 



Bouffard backers picket 
City Hall, courthouse

In a show of support for Dave Bouffard of 
the Young Socialist Alliance (YSA), 
twenty-four demonstrators picketed TaUa- 
hassee City Hall and the Leon County Court- 
house yesterday, foUowii^ a rally in tiie 
Union courtyard. 

Bouffard was arrested Nov. 29 in French - 
town for soliciting without a licence. Bouffard 
is contesting the arrest, claiming that he was 
within his civil rights since he was selling 
political literature for a non-profit cause and 
that the ordinance under which he was 
arrested is unconstitutional. 

The YSA. the Student Anti-Imperialist 
league (SAIL) and the Free Speech Commit- 
tee, who have formed a common front for this 



case, have also charged that the city manager 
"can presently act in a discriminatory manner 
over who does or doesn't get a permit " since 
no guidelines restricting personal opinion 
presently exist in the ordinance. 

Pk^ice kept an eye on the demorctrators 
who chanted slogans and carried signs 
supporting Bouffard and freedom of speech. 

Representing Bouffard at the pre-trial 
hetfing which foHowed the demonstration. 
Tommy Warren of the American Civil Liber- 
ties Union (ACLU) filed a motion to dismiss 
the case. 

Bouffard vowed to appeal to the state 
Supreme Court and. if necessar> . "even 
higher" if the judge ruled that the ordinance 
in question is constitutional and Bouffard 
must stand trial.

When FSU President Stanley Marshall first 

unveiled his grandiose reorganization program, he 
promised, without hesitation, that the plan would 
make the university more responsive and efficient 
for both students and faculty members. 

However, since its inception, reorganization has 
come under an Imt a letiial amorat of criticism frcmi 
several segments oi the university oommuntty. 

Most recent to join the ranks of the 
reorganization discontents is The Florida Bar, 
which is fearful that the FSU law school may lose its 
accreditation. 

Bar spokesperson Richard McFarlain says that if 
the law school expects to receive accreditation, one 
of the requirements is that the law school dean is to 
answer directly to the university president. But 

McFarlain daims that, because of Marshall's 1973 

reorganization plan which placed the law school in 
the Division of Social Sciences and Law under 

Provost Paul Puryear, the requirement has not 
been met. 

**If they put ten layers of bureaucracy between 
the dean of the law school and the President, they 
are going to lose their accreditation," McFarlain 
said. 

Admittedly, it appears that some other problems 
^ one being funding — are plaguii^ the law schoc^ 
and not all of its present woes can be attributed to 
Miarshall or reorganization. 

But too often now we have heard complaints 
about reorganization being detrimental to the 
academic process and the quality of education. 

Along with creating more than a half-million 
dollars* worth of new positions, reorganization has 
extended Marshall's bureaucracy while centraliz- 
ing more power in his hands. In that process, he has 
not become any more accessible to students than in 
the past. 

It is becoming incmMhigiy oiivio«s wtth eadi 
passiBg quarter Huit MmhaflTs plan lias not 
acideved Its expected results. Surely, the time has 
come for a re-e valuation of the program. 

Hopefully, this will be done before essential 
parts of the university become severely damaged.

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Pot could change your life 



The question "why should 
we legalize pot?" has brought 
sbout various opinkms. much 
research and even some 
poss^ soiotioiis concerning 
the controversial tssoe of 
marijuana. Parents worry 
about their children, while 
doctors argue about the phy- 
sical and psychological ef- 
fects of the drug. Ahhough 
people disagree on whether 
or not pot should be fully 
legalized, many persons feel 
that the marijuana laws 
should be repealed simply 
because they place undue re- 
strictions on certain capable 
members of society. 

It is because of these laws 
that thousands of intelligent 
young men and women are 
now either nnemployefl, 
serving prison terms or un- 
able to utilize their profes- 
sional background. A friend 
of mine recently reported that 

a fonner schoolmate of his, 

arrested for possession of 
marijuana in 1968, was just 
released from prison a month 
ago. Prior to his conviction, he 
was involved in under- 
graduate business study and 
planned to pursue a law de- 
gree. Now. this poor young 
man can almost forget about 
practicing law. even if he 
were accepted into, and 
graduated from, a law school. 
His only real chance for 
another attempt at the field of 
law lies in the possibility of av 
pardon from the state. It 
seems that, as a society, we 
would realize that by pre- 
venting this person from 
reaching his goal, not only are 
we encumbering his success, 
but we are forfeiting valuable 
benefits that could be gained 
from his work. 



Aside from directly pre- 
venting many persons from 
nuding a ooatribution to 
society, the maryuana laws 
hinder the efUciency of public 
organizations. Courts are 
contmupnsly tied up with 
petty marijuana cases while 
police enforcement is turned 
away from the more serious 
crimes. If some of these cases 
were handled in a different 
manner, many of our more 
awesome criminals could re- 
ceive justice within a rea- 
sonable amount of time. Mo- 
deration of present pot laws 
would allow the pressure on 
court systems and police de- 
partments to be eased. High 
school offenders could be 
handled by their parents and 
some of the moral pressure 
could be taken off of conser- 
vative marijuana users. With 
a little cooperation, society 



would be able to gain con- 
siderable benefits irom these 
relatively minor changes. 

The major objection, how- 
ever, comes from those per- 
sons who feel that the laws 
should not be changed be-

"People who have just lost 
their jobs, who are just 
falling into the area of 
needing assistance for the 
first time, are shocked to find 
out that all along those 
resources haven't been 
there." 

I hcv arc also undoubtedly 
sIkk kc (1 to k'iirti of the welter 
ol nd tape and regulations 
involved iti receiving what 
aid there is. 

Receiving AFDC means, 
among other things: giving 
the division the right to 
inspect your home and family 
for everything from **relig- 
ious opportunities" to "the 
extent to which desirable 
factors outweigh the unde- 
sirable" ; the applicant must 
agree to allow the state to try 
to collect from his estate after 
death to repay his welfare 
pavnienls; and. where one 
parent is disabled, regular 
medical exams are required 
to prove the parent can't 
work. 

AFDC recipients can keep 
their homes, gardens, live- 
stock, some life insurance 
atid furniture while receiving 
payments. They have rights 
to fair treatment and 
hearings on grievances and 
some of the grosser 
intrusions of social workers 
— such as looking for 
evidence of male visitors in a 
woman's house — have been 
curbed by the courts. 

The vast majority of AFDC 
recipients (98 per cent 

according to one report) arc 
women heads of households. 
A study of welfare in general 
in Societv maga/ine showed 
that the average recipient 
familv gets assistance for 
only two years, 49 per cent 
are while, only 7.3 per cent 
are on welfare 10 years or 
more. and. on the average, a 
family receives only $35 a 
month in added payments for 
a new child. Many welfare 
recipients work, but are still 
impoverished. 

Family Services reportedly 
expects applications for 
AFDC and food stamps to 
double next year. 

Food stamps, while only of 
limited assistance to a 
destitute person, are the type 
of welfare most familiar to 
students because students 
often qualify for them. To be 
eligible, you must live in the 
county where you apply, 
have cix>king facilities, and 
meet work registration 
requirements. You can keep 
up to SI .MK) in assets, as well 
as a home. car. insurance, 
furniture and personal 



b^ongiiigs. 

If you live alone, you must 
have an income of $178 or 
less a month, if there are two 
in your household, under 
$233 a month, and so on. 
Your income is arrived at 
after taking numerous de- 
ductions, including 10 per 
cent across the board up to 
$30, educational expenses, 
child care, a discount for high 
rent-utilities, etc. 

You and your living mates 
can qualify as a household 
even if you aren*t related so 
long as you share expenses 
and cooking facilities. You 
are exempt from registering 
to fmd a job if you are a 
student, a mother or under 
18. You will not be forced to 
take an "unsuitable" job 
(pay too low, outside your 
experience, etc.). 

To receive stamps, you 
must go to the Food Stamp 
Office and have forms filled 
out. The office is supposed to 
approve or disapprove your 
request within 30 days 
(hopefully you're not already 
starving), but it could be 
longer because of current 
back-ups. 

While a full discussion of 
private charities is beyond 
the scope of this article, we 
would point out that FSU's 
Telephone Counseling Ser-. 
vice (644-2202) is keeping up 
with assistance available and 
the local Community Action 
Pri)gram (504' 2 W. Brevard 
Street, phone 222-2043) 
would be another good

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BOR plan to cushion tuition hike

Plans to expand student financial aid 
i.;rams are being considered by the Board 
i)t Regents (BOR) in order to minimize the 
rffri ts of a proposed tuition hike, according to 
HOK spokespersons. 

Proposed this week by Chancellor Robert 
Mautz, the tuition hike will give the university 
s\ stem an additioiial revenue of $9 millioii 
annually whkh Msotz Slid win be osed to 
meet budget shortiills and the ridng oott of 
education. 

According to Mantz, the tnhioB hike wiU 
obviate the neoesiHy of implementing moie 
drastic austerity proposals which have beeo 
suggested, such as a 15 per oent cat in 



freshman enroUmeat and cuts in out-of-state 

tuition waivers. 

Plans to cushion the effect of the tuition 
hike on lower income students are now being 
prepared, according to Hendrix Chandler, 
BOR Corporate Secretary. 

"The BOR recognizes the financial aid 
programs will have to be expanded to help 
some people pay the increased tuition/' 
Chan^Der said. 

Chandler said the average fee increase will 
be $14 for freshmen and sophonMfes, $15 for 
juniors snd seniors. $20 for g r a du a te s, and 
$22 for graduates working on theses and 
dissertations.

Adding that the situation 
will be at its worst at the 
graduate level, Marshall 
said. "We are hardest htt at 
the graduate institution level 
and if we are cut too much in 
that area h could ruin one of 
our important reasons for 
existence. 

"One wonders how best to 
handle the situation." he 
said. "We need to be candid 
and we need to maintain 
morale, but candor and 
keeping people informed 



for Administration, broke the tuition hike 
dow n mto the actual per-credit-hour increase. 
According to Boutwell, each credit hour will 
increase $1 for freshmen and sophomores. $2 
for juniors and seniors, $3.50 for graduate 
students, and $5.50 for graduates working on 
theses and dissertations. 

Boutwell said that 23 cents will be deducted 
firom the increase in each student's fees, 
winch will be vsed to provide *' direct ffaModal 
aid** lo stadents whose bm^ets wffl be 
squeezed by the tuition hike. 

**We are confident that this deduction will 
give us $1 mttlion annually , which can be used 
to supply students with financial aid," 
Boutwell said. 

An additional 28 cents will be deducted 
from these increased registration fees, which 
will be used to create a new student loan 
program, according to Boutwell. 

"This 28 cents will be used for bonds which 
we hope will generate from $10 to $12 million 
for student loans annually," Boutwell said. 

Boutwell conceded that even with tiie loan 



program. man\ problems will probably arise 
over the pavnient of fees. 

I know this will be extremely difficult for 
some students.** Boutwell said. "It will 
obviously cause problems, but I do not think it 
wUI actually drive students away im 

education.** 

No research has been conducted as yet by 
the Department of Education on the poMlMe 
effects of a takioo hike on lower income 
students, aooordhig to Richard Conaor, 
Director of Planning and Analysis. 

"We haven't done any economic analysis 
of how studenu wiU pay these added oosU,** 
Connor said. 

The Mautz plan, including the tuition hike 
and expansion of financial aid programs, was 
opposed unanimously Monday by the Council 
of University Presidents. 

The plan will nevertheless go now to 
BOR Finance Committee, if approved there, 
it will go to the Regents and then on to the 
legislature for approval, amendomit, or 
disapprovid.

FSU President Stanley 
Marshall addressed the 
Student Senate last night and 
signed a Senate bill 
approving a $400,000 mini- 
budget. 

"I would like to congratu- 
late and thank the members 
of the Senate for thehr 
concern with the budget."

The mini-budget monies 
resulted from the passage of 
a bill by the Florida 
legislature last year, which 
delegated allocation power of 
the Activities and Services 
(A&S) fees to Student 
Gov e r nm e n t (SG). 

Marshall also announced 
that Recreation and Leisure 
services, which is governed 
by the Union Board (UB). will

Recreation and Leisure 
services was formerly an arm 
of Universiiy Relations, 
headed by Vice-President 
Stephen McClellan. Bass is

"Those functions of Rec- 
reation and Leisure services 
are a student affairs function, 
and Dr. Bass is the student 
affairs officer." Marshall 
said. "The neatness of omr 
organization requires that 
they be under Dr. Bass.** 

Marshall indicated that it 
was never his intention to 
leave Recreation and Leisure 
services under the direction 
of University Relations at the 
time of university reorgani- 
zation. 

"Recreation and Leisure 
w as in a developmental stage 
at the time of reorganiza- 
tion. ' Bass said. "Dr. 
McCellan had been invohred 
with the development of the 
program, and University 
Relations was the natural 
place for it to be while m a 
developmental stage." 

"I have always believed 
that the Union Board 
belonged under student 
affairs within Student Edu- 
cation Services." said Union 
Board member Regina 
Largent. a former UB 
chairperson. "1 am certain 
that the Union Board wili be 
able to work more efficiently

Kissinger reports 
progress in Mideast 



WASHINGTON — Presi 
dent Ford was reported 
Wednesday ready t(^ com 
imnnise on parts ot his 
ccmtTDversial energy pro- 
gram, but the White House 
insisted that nothing will 
happen until congressional 
Democrats come up with a 
better idea. 

In other economic devel- 
opments, a presidential 
adviser told a convention of 
state governors that Ford 
might offer another tax cut in 
1976 if unemployment stays 
high and the recession fails to 
bottom out. 

Also. Press Secretary Ron 
Nessen reported that Fcm^ 
had decided to "tilt" toward 
higher gasoline prices as a 



means of holding d^n^n 
increases in the cost ot ht»me 
hcaiinu oil. )e! tiicl and 
other petroleum products. 

The result could push 
retail gas prices as much as 
14 cents a gallon while 
holding heating oil price 
hikes within the six-io-seven- 
cent range, Nessen said. 
Over sausage and eggs at the 
White House Wednesday 
morning. Ford asked 11 
Democratic Senators. 10 of 
them from the South, for help 
on his energy progrm. 

* 'Unless we get some 
action, the country is in 
serious trouble," Nessen 
quoted Ford as telling the 
lawmakers.

An old adage has been passed down from 
generatkm to generation whkli expounds on die 
merit of not "biting the hand Oiat feeds you". In 
some cases, this line of tlioiiglit lias been 

categorized as one of the Girfdcn Rules. 

But, as is the fate of most rules, no matter how 
great their wisdom or value, sooner or later they are 
broken. 

Certainly if there is any time to ignore the rule, it 
would have to be in response to the bumbling 
remarks made by Florida Senate Presi<knt 
Dempsey Barron in regards to the State University 
System (SUS). 

Because Barron, who has been a frequent critic 
of higher education spending, is now in the position 
to enact some of his misguided ideas about 
universities, many administrators have treated him 
with kid gloves, hoping that he would go easy on 
the SUS budget. 

However, Barron seems hell-bent on seeing 
some of his shallow proposals become law. If they 
do, students had better watch out. 

On campus for an interview last week, Barron 
claimed that the time had come to ''pierce the 
academic veil of secrecy which has for too long 
surrounded the academic community.*' 

What Barron seems to be getting at is that he 
thinks larger classes and heavier coarse loads for 
professors are in order because "the first job of 
society is to educate people and universities are 
just another part of the system. 

**If we could increase the student-faculty ratio 
from 18 to 20 students per instructor, or increase 
the average instructing time oi faculty members 
fam ten to 15 hours per week, we would save 
approzimateiy $35 million," Banxm said. 

We see no reason or rationale for his plan. 

We realize that the legislature allocates money to 
the SUS for the year and that the amount usually 
depends on the mood which it is in at the time. 
However, good politics aside, Barron's plans 
should not go unchallenged. 

In nrast cases, classes ate already over-crowded 
and cramped. A large miyottty of professors 
already carry heavy enough come loads and do not 
need addhkmal dass hours. 

it is imperative that the university community 
object to Barron's ideas and not let his proposed 
actions go unheeded. 
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A brief lesson in history 



When the United States withdrew from Vietnam, it was 
with the understanding that our country would continue lo 
give material support to the South Vietnam government. If 
Congress refuses to abide by that commitment, this 
country's already battered reputation will suffer another 
setback. As has been previously stated in this space, the 
lack of continuity is the greatest single cause for world-wide 
disrespect of Americans. 

The issue at stake is not military intervention, merely the 
continuous supply of arms to South Vietnam. Sen. Stennis 
has wisely observed that a complete cat-off of aid to the 
area would invalidate the 56,000 Americans who died theie 
as well as the 300,000 who were wounded and maimed. As 
long as the South Vietnamese are fighting Soviet and 
Chinese weapons, Ais nation must help defend the aiea 
against the Communist onslaught. 

The irony of this situation is the attitudes of those in 
Congress who would discontinue aid. The old Democratic 
guard who switched in the late 1960's to oppose the war are 
now the ring leaders for U.S. dabbling in the Middle East. 
Humphrey, McGovem. Mondale. Kennedy and Jackson are 
all paving the way for increased U.S. activity in the Middle 
East. Their argument is that the fuel supplies in the area 
are necessary for this country's survival, therefore our 
presence is necessary. That could be true, but have we 
gotten to the point where economic factors are the sole 
determinants for intervention? God knows, we are selling 
Israel military supplies for another round of war. Henry 
Kissinger is mentioning a "defense treaty" with Israel 
which is the legal document necessary for "legitimate" 
U.S. mflitary intervention. "Scoop" Jackson, the old hawk 
in Vietnam, has abandoned that position but practically 
favors admittmg Israel as a state. 

The DeoMicratic Piarty, in its wisdom, is re-estaUislriBC 
its rale as the " Inte r nalkw i a iist" p«ty. it is now tiK 
Repablicans who are hesitating to comndt o«r utioB to the 
survival of Israel. Whfle these nuyor positioD Ghaafes iie 
being made, the future of Indochina is Vi^iw^g very dim. 
Jackson, in his quest for the McGovem vote, has reversed 
his previously solid stance in Vietnam and lost my respect 
and support, llie basic governmental future of Lndodmm 
has been forced out of consideration by those in Congress 
who, if left unchecked, will lead this nation to war om tlie 
behalf of Israel. 

I mention all of the above in the hope that students will 
realize the trends of history, especially what we can look 
forward to within the next ten years. As you may recall, the 
U.S. mflitary presence in Southeast Asia was very popular 
m the early I960's. Onrs was a nation of free men com- 
iratted to the Mief thit all peoples should be free to 
determine their own fetves. ft esi d cnU Kenae<ty and 
•Johnson spoke eioqaently of the fntores of these enslaved 
peoples. The Congress voted overwfadmlBgly to aid Sooth 





Vietnam and provide the Chief Executive with unrestrimfd 
power. AW was well until someone reali/ed that the I 
was not winning the war. Our heritage tells us that an> - 
not won in five years is too much to handle. It tiH)k as r , - . 
years to get out as it took to get in. President Nixon 
engaged the troops, but not before unlcasin^ ho!v htll uf -

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Statistics find Law school lacking

FSU's law school lags far behind other state, regional and 
lational publicly-supported law schools in critical areas, 

statistics recently released indicate. 

Ihc figures were released by the FSU Student Bar this 
Act'k as controversy swirled around reports of friction 
K'twccn law school faculty and the administration. Future 
iccreditation of the law school was also said to be 
endangered. 

The statistics showed that out of 63 publicly supported law 
schools surveyed across the nation, FSU ranked 62 in the total 
number of library vohimes with 51 ,942. It ranked 58 out of 63 
in the number ol voloflMs per student 

In fKulty salaries, FSU cane up short again when 
compared to other sootheastem schools. Got of 16 schools 
surveyed. FSU placed 13 in salary payments to faculty with 
zero to five years of experience (not necessarily in teaching). 
It ranked fifth in the 6-to-15-year range and 15 out <rf 16 in the 
15-plus category. 

Compared with University of Florida's (UF) law school, the 
figures showed that FSU paid $2,600 less than UF on the 
average in the range of zero to five years of experience. 

In financial allocations, FSU came up short in both the 
amount of general university funding and legislative 
appropriations. 

In 1972 73, FSU received $50,000 from the general fund, 
UP SI 15,000. From legislative appropriations that year, FSU 



was given $129,000 to UF's $175,000. 

In 1 973-74. FSU's general funding fell to $8,290 while UF's 
stayed at $115,000. FSU received $1&3,000 that year fix>m the 
legislature, UF $225,000. 

And in 1974-75, FSU was given $25,000 from the general 
fund to UF's $115,000. From the legislature, FSU received 
$164,000, UF $225,000. 

Over the three-year period, UF's total allocation in the two 
areas was 399.000 more than that for FSU. ^ 

Some complain that the law school here does not get aH the 
fiinds it is entitled to. Student Body President David 
Aronofeky maintains that -the law school suffered aa~ 
approximate $300,000 short-fall m 1973-74. 

He said that, according to the fiinding forauila now m use, 
the law school was entitled to a nilfioii; doBars that yea^. 
However, their budget allocation came td only $697,000. 

Aronofsky said thee were three legitimate possible areas 
to which the $300,000 discrepancy could be attributed. The 
Board of Regents (BOR) customarily withholds 5 '/a per cent of 
the the total million dollar budget, or about $55,000. 
President Marshall withholds an equal amount for 
incidentals. And part of the million dollar total, roughly 
$18,000, goes to pay the law school's share of the cost of 
operations of the Provost's office. 

According to Aronofsky, that leaves about $17,000 
unaccounted for. 

•*That money is in the (university) budget soowwhere,*' he 



said. **rm not saying it goes to line somebody's pocket." 

Under a new plan being pushed by the Florida Bar, the 
state's two state-supported law schools would receive 
separate funding. Under the separate funding system funds 
would be specifically earmarked for the use of law schtH)ls. 
This would prevent the BOR or the President's office from 
dipping into the fund.

On Saturday. Feb. 15. a 
large ad appeared in The 
Tallahassee Democrat for 
Vistalto Apartments. The ad 
stated: "Would $500 Cash 
Give You A Reason To 
Consider Moving? ' and 
related that ** ... we are 
oifering cash payments to 
each new resident who leases 



with us before March 3rd." 
The only requirement for the 
rebate stated in the ad was 

that a person rent **oneof our 

beautiful and economical 
one. iv^o. or three bedroom 
units on a month-to-month 
lease. " At the end of 60 days, 
when the third month's rent 
was received. Vistalto would 
give rebates of from $300 to 
SSOO, depending on the size 
ofthe apartment rented. The 
ad concluded, **lt's just that 
simple. Of course, we hope 
that after you've tried us for 
90 days. ^ wiU stay 
forever." 

However, when I visited 
Vistalto. it did not turn out to 
be that simple. I was 
informed that the rebate 
offer would not be extended 
to students. For. as the rental 
agent mformed me. "With 
the quarter ending in three 
months, a lot of students 
would rent here at little or no 
cost.** I responded that it 



seemed to mt that that was 
the purpose of the ad — to 
get new tenants by allowing 
reduced rent for three 
months. Additionally. I 
pointed out that the ad 
contained no requirement 
that the person commit him 
or herself to a longer lease 
than 3 months. 

Students, the next time 
you're looking for a place to 
live, remember the discrim- 
inatory policies of Vistalto 
and look elsewhere for 
housing.

HEW earns a 
kick in the hip 

The United States Government is calling for a drastic 
reduction in the number of medical x-rays a person can be 
exposed to after finding that its computers made serious 
errors regarding the location of human reproductive organs. 

The Department of Health, Education and Welfare (HEW) 
is calling for at least a fifty per cent reduction in the number of 
x-rays taken of the pelvic area after HEW discovered what the 
department called a "shocker and embarrassment.** 

The * 'shocker** was that the HEW computer stadles were 
based partly on the assumption that male testides are located 
on the oiit^de of the upper hip. 

Dr. John VifilMth of the Bureau of Sadioiogy and Health 
reported that such an error in the locatioa of male and female 
reproductive ofgans could result in wmtteading reaetrchers 
about the amount of genetic danuige fesultmg from pelvic 
z-rays. 

New HEW recommendations will be issued later this 
month. 

Staff sergeant is 
champion anteater 



For whatever it's worth, a staff sergeant from Fort Lewis, 
Washington, is claiming to be the world's champion human 
ant eater. 

Sergeant Charles Chapman reportedly gobbled down 102 
squirming red ants in three minutes — and they weren't 

chocolate-covered. 

The sergeant, who says he plans to submit his ant-eating 
record to the Guinness Book of World Records, reports that 
the ants have "a sour almond taste." 



Big Foot tracked 



Trades allegeifly left bebiad by a giant "Big Foot'* creature 
have been discovered near the igiy community of Round 

Mountain, California. 

Building contractor and hunter John Russak reports finding 
giant, human-like prints — each of them 17 inches long from 
tow to heel — in the snow in Shasta County. 

Russak, who photographed the footprints, says he followed 
the prints across the snow for nearly a mile. He says that they 
were each about 28 inches apart, and appeared to be very 
humanlike — except they were much, much larger. 

Big Foot is a legendary creature that reportedly stalks the 
wilds of the Pacific Northwest. According to dozens of wit- 
nesses who have repotted sighting one of the beasts, they 
stand Hprigltt tte humaas, are covered with hak, and both 
walk and tun on two feet. 

The giant beasts, said to weigh at least three- to foor-hun- 
dsed pounds, can easily run along at 30 notes an hour, wit- 
nesses have danied* 

iSiew carcinogens 
spreading cancer 

A University of California researcher says that the develop- 
ment of new cancer-causing chemicals in the United States is 
causing the incidence of cancer to spread at an alarming rate. 

Dr. Philip Polakoff states that there are now more than 1000 
subsUnces being used daily in the United States which can 
cause cancer. Polakoff reports there are 665.000 new cases of 
cancer each year — and that there are so many cancer-causing 
•round that the average individual is helpless to 
protect htmself or herself against them. 



(ZNS) As.sassi nation researchers released new photo- 
graphs recently indicating that a gunman other than Lec 
Harvey Oswald fired shots at President Kennedy's 
motorcade. 

The new photographs arc never-beforc-releascd frames 
from a movie of the assassination taken by amateur photo- 
grapher. Abraham Zapruder. 

2^pruder. a Dallas clothing maker, filmed the Presidential 
nrotorcade as it drove through Dealey Plaza on Nov. 22, 1%3. 
The film which captured the assassination sequence was pur- 
chased immediately after the assassination 1^ Time, Inc. and 
has never been publicly released. 

However, researcher Robert Groden, a New York film 
specialist, has obtained and released frames of the Zapruder 
film which appear to show a gunman aiming a rifle at the 
Presidential limousine. The apparent gunman is seen lying 



behind a wall al<ip the graiksy kniiH locaicd iu.vi m fr.mt u( the 
molorcadc. His positioii comes into view in the Zapruder r^im 
about five seconds after the fatal shot strikes the Pr s .. 

ZapnMler apparently caught the gunman as he $i»ung h,^ 
camera around to follow President Kennedy's car while it 
towards Parkland Hospital. The figure shown appears tobr j 
man lying prone holding what looks Kke a rifle still pommt 
toward the Presidential car.

The plaintiffs ask for the 
rn alidation of the election or 
tor a run-off between seooad 



place finisher Bob Brown and 
Kossak to dcterminew ho will 
face front-runner Apollo 
Visko in the final election, 
Dalton said. 

Alleged violations by the 
Elections Commission cited 
in Kossak's petition include 
the late opening of the Music 
Arcade and Bellamy Building 
polls, the running oirt of 
ballots at some of the polls, 
the eaiiy closing of the Music 
Arcade and one of the Union 
polls, and the presence of 
only one pollworker at some 
of the polls on election day. 

"We feel that we have a 
relatively good chance for 



winning the case," Dalton 

said. 

"The position of the 
Flections Commission is that 
there should be one more 
election," Student Body 
Attorney General Dick 
Wilson, who will serve as 
counsel for the Elections 
Commission. **The run-off 
election has been delayed too 
long already.

Panels meeting 'round 
the clock' on budget cuts 



Members of the Administrative and 
Academic Review Cbmmittees, appointed by 
FSU President SUud^f Mardiall test week, 
tie meeting "around the dock" to prepate 
recommendations oa posriMe cots hi tlie 
1975-76 budget. 

Comprised of adminlstnrtive aad academic 
heads and faculty representatives, the 
committees must have all proposals finalized 
for presentation to Marshall on Thursday. 

According to committee chairpersons, their 
pnmarv function is to determine where 

vluctions in man-year positions can be 
niade The State University System (SUS) is 
faced with as many as 288 necessary lay-offs. 
Of these. FSU must produce 88 faculty and 35 
administrative positons. 

Mike Beaudoin. director of Informatiwi 
Services, claimed that the number of position 
terminated might not be as high as the initial 
figures indicate. 

^here is the poasibiltiy of actually not 
having any lay-offs at all. but some may not be 
re hired next year," Beaodoitt said. 

Because of attrition and presently unfilled 
positions, we are probably looking for about 



as of the 88 posttioBS to cot.** 

Joe Hiett, vice presideBt of Student 
Educational Services and chairperson of the 
Adauaistrstive Beview Committee, sUted 
that the main purpose of h» committee is to 
look into all of the budget not induded in 
Divisions I through IV. 

"We feel that things are moving along as 
well as can be expected in making our 
recommendations on how to make the 
required cutbacks next year," he said. 

Adding that President Marshall is being 
kept informed.

Joseph Gfosriight, head of th6 Piqrchology 
Department, is serving as chairperson of the 
Academic Review Committee. He claimed 
that this is. solar. **tlie best dialogue that has 
occurred. 

"The academic side is getting a chance to 
explore aad talk freely with the 
admmistration." Grosslight said. "In the 
time allotted, 1 don't think we can be as 
imaginative or innovative as we would like, 
but we'll try to do something."

Identification cards 
to be mandatory? 

WASHINGTON. — Every American citizen eventually 
should be required to carry a government identity card — 
complete with fingerprints — in order to cut down on 
fraud and other related crimes, Frances G. Knight, 
director of the State Department's Passport Office, said 
Sunday. 

"It is my considered opinion that the U.S. government 
owes every American citizen a true, recorded national 
identity to protect him from criminal impersonations, * ' 
Knight said. 

In an interview with U.S. News and World Report, 

Knight admitted her proposal is *ioaded with political 
dynamite" because it "touches on the sensitive Issues of 

personal privacv and a free societv." 



Asked if the country will 
fall without more U.S. 
funding, Schlesinger said, 
"Absolutely. I think that the 
chances of their surviving 
over a period of many months 
are minimal without that 
additional assistance . . . 

**We have now committed 
all of the fiinds that were 

made available, and without 
those funds Phnom Penh 
cannot survive." 

Schlesinger also said he 
will order the armed services 
to eliminate the two-year 
enlistment by July 1 in order 
to cut training costs and have 
more experienced men in 
uniform. Minimum enlist- 
ment will then be three 
years.

Lawyer Ben Thompson, a candidate in 

tomorrow's Group II City Commission run-off, says 
the election represents a choice between change 
and a return to the old way of doing things at City 
Hall. 

The Flambeau could not agree more and 
therefore strongly endorses Thompson in his bid 
against former City Manager Arvah Hopkins. 

Thompson claims, and we agree, that Hopkins' 

election to the commission would place long-time 
city employes and department heads in "the 
impossible situation" of trying to decide if their 
loyalties are with their former boss or with present 
City Manager Dan Kleman. 

More importantly, we wonder if Hopkins* 
electicMi wouldn't put Kleman in an impossible 
situatk)n, in light of Kleman 's attempts to shake up 
the complacent bureaucracy that Hopkins, in his 22 
years as City Manager, was largely responsible for 
creating. 

Thompson has a strong platform in his own right. 
He opposes any change in the new refunding 
policy, which reduces the amount of money rebated 
to developers of sub-divisions outside the city for 
developing utilities. It was discovered during 
Hopins' tenure as City Manager that Tallahassee 
was paying developers large amounts of money to 
develop utilities in such areas as Killearn while 
ignoring low-income areas in the heart of the city. 

Thompson also supports consolidation, 
something Hc^kins voted against in 1973, 
ostensibly because the proposed plan contained a 
fHxyvision for a strong mayor. 

Thompsmi has exhibited a strong commitment to 
envircmmental protection as evidenced by his free 
legal representation of environmental groups. He 
has also come out in support of downtown 
re-vitalization and the building of a civic center.

The hmdlord then has IS^ys after receipt of your notise, 
to.nol^ yon of any cfate to be imposed on four depoaiL If 
yon or the landlord fail to comp^ with either of theae atipn- 
lations, it will result in a forfeiture on any daira.

Testimony pertaining to petitions filed 
against the Elections Commission which seek 
{he mvalidation of the Student body 
presidential primarv election were heard by 
the Student Supreme Court last night. 

No decision was reached by the court on 
either case, and Student Supreme Court Chief 
Justice David Ackennan indicated that both 
ded ii o B a wffl be aaaoiiiiced today at S p.iii. 

la a oonplaiiit filed by presidralial 
candidate Muty Kossak aad the New 
Response Party, violations were cited which 
allegedly injured his candidacy and affected 
the outconie of the election. 

The violations alleged by Kossak's counsel, 
Steve Buchanan and Skip Dalton. were: the 
Music Arcade poll opened 20 minutes later 
than the time specified by statute: the voting 
machine levers at Moore Auditorium 
malfunctioned; the Union II poll ran short of 
ballots at least twice during the election and 
closedten minutes early; the Landis Green poll 
opened five minutes later than spec^M by 
statutes; aad both the Landis and WUfiams 
Bttflding polb ran short of ballots during the 
election day. 



Witnesses subpeonaed by the plalntifTs 
affirmed K ossak's allegations but none of the 

witnesses testified that they or any other 
persons were de.iied the right to vote during 
the election period. 

Kenneth Willis testified that he could not 
pull down a lever for the presidential race in 
a M(X)re Auditorium poll. He further testified 
that he could not remember whether or not he 
told the pollworker of the machine's alleged 
malfunction. 

John Sullivan, deputy supervisor of 
elections for Leon County, testified as to the 
working of the voting machines, and said that 
the chances that such a malfunction could 
occur and go unnoticed by the pollworkers in 
later voting were "a million in one." 

D?ivis Gaines. Kossak's running mate, and 
Phil Barco. a New Response Union Board 
candidate, both stated that the Music Arcade 
poll opened 20 minutes late. But Dick Wilson, 
Elections Commissioner Linda Bassett's 
GounWi. presented the tcSstimony of thcee 
persons who claimed that the same pofl was 
opei^ by 8:32 a.m. All poHs are to open 
8:30 a.m.. as specified in the student body 



statutes. 

Battots ran short at three polls, according lo 
w itnesses called by the plaintiffs. Witnesses 
called by the respoadent testified that ballots 
were late in reaching those polls that ran short 
because of a malfunction of the Student 
Government (SG) mimeograph. 

The most conflicting testimony between 
Elections Commission officials and the 
plaintiffs (Kcurred in a time sequence set b\ 
Commissioner Linda Bassettdetermining the 
opening of each of the polls questioned by the 
plaintiffs. 

According to Bassett. Flections Corrmis- 
sion member Joanne Preston, and several 
|X)llworkers, no poll opened later than b;32 
a.m. Witnesses called by the plaintiffs, 
however, disputed Bassett *s report, stating 
that aeitlier the Laa^ poll or the Mask 
Aracade poll opened at thiat tiaie. 

Buchanan called for the invalidation of the 
primary presidential race, claiming, "you 
can*t let her (Bassett)off the hook jast becaaae 
she did the best job she could. Whatever the 
case, tfiere was harm doae.** 
the run-off electioB by two votes.

Budget problems reach 'crisis proportions 



Expressing concern over 
present budget cuts and 
those now being formulated 
for the 1975-76 fiscal year, 
FSU's department chairper- 
sons claim that "we have 
come to the point that hard 
(lecisions ale going to have to 
be made.** 

Thomas Bennett. Chair- 
man of the Biological 
Sciences, said that the 
budgetary situation has 
reached 'crisis proportions.* 

"We're on the border of 
being incapable of continu- 
'ni^ to fulfill our teaching 
mission." Bennett said. 

I his spans so nian\ areas 
'bat are of considerable 



student concern." 

Bennett claimed that while 
biology has experienced an 
increase in enrollment of 
between 125 to 152 per cent 
since 1968-69. faculty posi- 
tions have only been 
increased by five. 

**We have the largest 
number of majors in tibe 
Division of Arts aad 
Sciences.** Bennett said. 
**This represems a stagger- 
ing k>ad for faculty, with 
some having as many as 147 
advisees.** 

According to Bennett, the 
department is faced with 
increasinki numbers of stu- 
dents, tremendous inflation, 
and "only slight increases in 



budgets. I thmk it is a matter 
of priorities,** he said. 

Beaaatt added that 
"we*ve now coow to the 
poiat where we are havfaig to 
reassess undergraduate pro- 
grams so the least damage 
will be done to studeats. 

**There comes a pont tlurt 
there are fimits at wliere we 
can continue to operate,** he 
said. "Many faculty feel that 
we have already passed the 
point that we should have.'* 

Warren Ma/ek. acting 
dean of Social Sciences, 
claimed. "This doesn t mean 
cutting back programs, it 
means eliminating them. 
The real tragedy is in letting 



students and faculty go 1^ 

the end of the year." 

Mazek pointed out that the 
department has had to hold 
faculty lapse positions by an 
additional two per cent over 
original levels. 

"We're way down in 
dollars and people in grad 
programs,'* he said. "We 
weren'ti able to spend lapse 
money, we aren't hiring part 
time people, we have aiade 
drastic cats in eipense 
budgets, and we are faced 
with diluted course offerings 
as well." 

Ma/ek added. "I don't 
know what we can surrender 
as all programs are pretty 
large, showing growth across 



the board. We've k>st all 
flexibility in the graduate 
level.** 

Joseph Grosslight. chair- 
man of the psychology de- 
partment recently repre- 
sented university depart- 
ment heads before the House 
Craunitlee on Edacatioa. He 
stated that one of the issoes 
fKing the aaiverdty aofw is 
that **if we are Bot carefal, 
we are aU gokt^ to sink to the 
lowest common denomina- 
tor 

"At this time, saving 

money might be greatly 

damaging the educational 
prcKCSs. It's becoming a 
regressive and repressive 
system." Grosslight said. 



Grosslight claimed that 
"in one way the state is 
getting one hell of a bargain.

Commenting on Seaaie 
President D em p s ey Barron's 
remark that faculty should 
carry a heavier workload.

Six senators rally for 
tough new lobbying laws 



WASHINGTON - Decrying existing 
federal lobbying law as a hoax and a 
disgrace, a bipartisan group of six senators 
called Monday for tough new disclosure 
requh-enents for lobbyists. 

The senators, joined by John Gardner, 
chairman of the citizens lobbying group 
Common Cause, proposed a bill that would 
require lobbyists to file quarterly reports 
with the government on their activities and 
finances. 

Gardner, appearing with the senators at a 
news conference, said, "Lobbying has 
become one of the most secretive and 
potentially corrupting ingredients in 
American politics." Gardner said the 
existing lobbying registration law - enacted 
in 1946 - was "a sham and a hoax," and 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., called 
it "a disgrace." 

Gardner said Common Cause would 
conduct a national campaign to pressure 



Congress into enacting a tougher law. The 
proposed bill would require full disclosure 
of tobbying activities, including disclosure 
of specific activities, reporting of income 
and expenditures, and the identifkation of 
those seeking to influence Congress or 
federal agencies. The bill would affect only 
lobbyists who spend $500 or more annually for 
their activities. It would further require that 
each lobbyist must maintain personal 
records of income and expenditures for 
lobbbying, including itemized accounts of 
expenses of $10 or more. The law would be 
enforced by the new Federal Election 
Commission and would carry penalities for 
violators of up to $10,000 and two years 
imprisonment. 

The bill's chief sponsors included 
Kennedy and Sens. Robert Stafford, R-Vt., 
William Brock, R-Tenn., Abraham Ribicoff, 
D-Conn., Charles Percy. R-III., and Dick 
Oark, D-iowa. 



Ford chastises Congress for

Shoemaker also reported that 
this year it has taken 
approximately six months 
longer to place student^ m 
jobs than it did in 1973. 

Placement for seniors, 
gr^d students and alumni is 
only one facet of the Center's 
services. "Essentially, we 
trv to put jhe student in 
contact with as many 
employers as he or she would 
Itte to consider." Shoemaker 
said. **However, we also 
offer career plannhig and 
vocational eounffrling to aH 
FSU students." 

The career planning 
program is staffed by three 
counselors, each specializing 
in a certain area — accounting 
and merchandising, govern- 
ment careers, and education, 
including special groups 
such as law and criminology. 

Students w ho would like to 
utilize the Center's place- 
ment service should apply at 
the beginning of their last 
year at FSU. The student fills 
out a set of forms called the 
Placement Oedentials File, 



which mcludcs a resume, 
letters of recomendation and 
evaluations by professors 
and previous employers. 

Copies of the folder, which 
is permanently kept on fUe. 
may be mailed acroas the 
ooantry at the ttudent or 
employer's request. Accord- 
ing to Shoemaker, employers 
often ask for the resumes of 
all students meeting certain 
qualifications. The Center 
mails the information which 
the empiover utilizes to make 
decisions regardmg possible 
job interviews. 

Interested students may 
receive a Kst of career 
representatives who will be 
on campus daring the year 
screening applicants, and 
hiter arrange for aa interview 
appointment through the 
Center. 

The Center also organizes 
various Annual Placement 
Conferences which concen- 
trate on recruiting efforts in 
specific fields such as 
nursing, recreation or gov- 
ernment.

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ERA extends 
protective laws 



The Equal Rights Amendment (ERA) — the proposed 27th 
amendment to the Constitution — states that "equality of 
rights under the law shall not be denied or abridged by the 
United States or by any state on account of sex.** 

It is necessary to give women legal status in the U.S. 
because our Constitution was framed under English Common 
Law which did not recognize women as legal entities. The 1 4th 
amendment which guarantees * 'equal protection of the laws* * 
did not give wooMa and men equal status. The Stt|M«Bie Court 
ruled that it did not even give wonen the vote. 

Title VD of the Gvi Rights Act of 1964 bans discriaauition 
whcieici is aota**l>oiia fide occupational qn a liffl ca ti on.'* That 
exception has been interpreted if the courts on a piecemeal 
basis leaving a large loophole for continuing discrimination. 

The IVesident's Council of Eooaomic Advisors estimated 
that men earn at least 20 per cent mote tLam women for 
identical worlL. 

era's main purpose is to prevent federal and state 
government from discriminating in employment and salary 
levels on the basis of sex. There are federal laws which 
prohibit such discrimination. But these laws list numerous 
exceptions and, most importantly, are not being enforced. 
The Bureau of Labor Statistics reported that almost 75 per 
cent of the women employed by the federal government are in 
the lowest half of the grade levels. 

The U.S. Civil Rights Commission reported that training by 
the federal government (e.g. Job Corps) most often 
channeled women into low-paying jobs (nurses aid» 
secretary). Men are most often provided opportunities for 
training for better paying jobs (electronics worker, auto 
mechanics). 
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ERA blocked 
for too long 



Men will also be aided by ERA. Many corporations provide 
a pension forthe widow of an employe. Most, however, do not 
provide similar protection for ^e widower of a working wife. 
This discrimination is also practiced by the federal 
government. When a wife dies, her children can draw on her 
Social Security benefits. But the widower must prove ttitf the 
wife provided more than half his support before he can draw . 
Yet a wife can draw on her dead husband's account without 
imx)f of dependency. 

Some states assume that the husband should automatically 
carry the entire burden of alimony and child support — just 
because he is a man. Birch Bayh, sponsor of ERA in the U.S. 
Senate, stated that the ERA "would not make alimony 
unconstitutional but would require a fair allocation of it on a 
case-by-case basis." Child custody would be determined by 
the needs and welfare of the child. 

One weak argument against ERA is that we cannot 
determine how the courts will interpret the amendment. 
Courts have historically been guided by the intent of the 
Omgress in deciding cases. 

Individual privacy will not be destroyed. The ERA will not 
affect sleeping quarters or bathrooms. They are exempt, 
according to Senate Report 92-689, under two legal 
principles: (1) the power of the state to regulate cohabitation 
of unmarried persons; and (2) the constitutional right to 
privacy. 

The same report states **the ERA will not invalidate laws 
which punish rape** because they are crimes against persons. 

Congress already has the power to draft women and the 
Supreme Court has held that it wHl not review the manner in 
which this power is exercised. Women will be subject to the 
draft . if there is one, but Congress can provide exemptions for 
both men and women. Remember, only those persons who 
can meet the high physical demands of combat duty will be 
eligible for such . Studie shave shown that 9 out of 10 jobs done 
by servicepersons are civilian iobs. 

So what will the ERA do? It wiH remove sex as a factor ii^ 
determining the legal rights of persons. It will not interfere hi 
private relationships. The general principle is: restrictive 
laws will be invalidated: protective laws will be extended 
equally. 



Although America ascribes to the lofty ideals of freedom 
and equality for everyone, it. in fact, has a rather unpleasant 
history of systematically discriminating against both indivi- 
dials and groups simply because of their r ice, sex or religion. 

In recent years, there have been some v orthwhile and long 
overdue changes achieved. Some might even say we have 
attained a measure of progress in what before had been con- 
sidered hopelessly neanderthal areas. 

However, these changed have merely scratched the surbux 
of what shpuld be done to gain true liberation for all. 

One positive and important step toward the eviction of a 
more equal society would come through the passage of the 
Equal Rights Amendment. 

Unfortunately, ERA has taken a pounding in the last two 
weeks with three states rejecting the proposal. And, in the 
past several years, the Florida legislature has turned down 
the amendment three times. 

ERA will go before the state legislature again this April and 
it is expected to face a bitter fight. 

It is sad when a group of people have t<i request the enact- 
ment of a law giving them the rights of a human being — it is 
despicable when that request goes unheeded. 

There is not one valid argument against the passage of 
ERA. We hope that the Florida legislature is willing to bear 
the consequences of its supremacist attitudes if it again 
refuses to validate ERA.

With the women s movemrni in 
limelight as it is now. there is no reason that a test las^ sa- 
go before the Supreme Court, and then the 14fh Anundme 
would be well on its way to dealing with some no* ar^' 
unforeseen responsibilities. To buck the methods *€ ha.^ 
t^ecause a handful ofbrash feminists think they are speak . 
for the minority of women when they cry "total equal: 
now." is unwise. First:* 'total "equality will never come m rf 
ar^ because of a BihKir biological iKlor. Secondly: oolhiii 
comes **now** hi this oountiy. Ottr oonstitntionsl proce» 
" takes time. 

Let's take a look at another piece of legislation that ensn 
right now.Title VII of the Civil Rights Act of 1%4 lewls: 

Equal Employment Opportunity 
Outlawed are the following employment practices if base' 
on grounds of race, color, religion, sex. or national on^ir 
failure or refusal to hire or fire any person, or discrimma' 
against him with respect to pay or terms and conditions ; 
employment; or in the case of an employment agency (if 
hiring hall, failure or refusal to refer a worker; segregation 
classification or any limitation of an employee in a way th* 
would deprive him of equal employment opportunitiw; 
printing or publishing of any job notices iiMficattng 
pre fe re n ces because of race, color, religion . sei. or natioiil 
origin, unless these are bona fide job qualifications. 
Again, another existing method with which to deal witl A« 
problem. Are we trying for number three with the ERA? ^ 
is the purpose of providing tor any more enforcement this 
that whidi has been provided by existing legislatioa' 
Practically, there is no more e nfo rcement in the ERA tbtf ■ 
any other piece of fegislatioo. 

If it is not bad enough that the ERA is unnecessary, toik 
extent that it is actually dangerous, it is even worse. Wtat 
could be worse than an nnnecessary, dangerous piece ^ 
legislation? I can hearthe shoots now: "Where, where is 
danger? ' 

The danger lies in the 24 words of Section 1: "Fquaht. 
rights under the law shall not be denied or abridged b\ L ^ ' 
by any state on account of sex." What in the hell dcK's thai tf^ 
me as the judge who will be interpreting this thing in couf^ 
Do males get alimony now\' What of the legal inot 
implications of rape? Can a male press charg« s andafciB*J 
be executed for rape? What of child custtnly ? Hi^^ the be** 
know ? The legislation is worded so loosely that only 
million different interpretations can come from it. ObviO*^ 
no consideration was made as to placing any pari«ieter« 
the scope of the amendment. ^ 

Please, reconsider whether or not this particular l'*^ 
necessary or justifiable one to reach our common goal. I ^ 
not.

A formal dass, conducted 
by Al Wiml>erly, Associate 
Director of the Media 
Center, is for the first time 
using the facilities of the 
Instructional TV (ITV) center 
to teach students how to 
operate television equipment 
and how to produce a show.

The class is divided into a 
corporate and a production 
structure, the students 
perfonning both these func- 
tioitf. 

The corporate part of the 
class is essentially adminis- 
trative with each of the 
fourteen students playing 
one particular role through- 
out the quarter. Positions 
range from the executive 
producer to budget com|M- 
troller. 

The students also ftll the 
production positions and all 
have the opportunity to 
operate the cameras, control 
the lighting, work as sound 
gaffers, or any of the three 
directional positions. 

During this winter quarter, 
this ITV class has initiated a 
show call "Inside Outlook** 
similar in form though not 
content to the "DickCavett. 
Show.*' Last week's pro- 



gram dealt vMth filmakers in 
Tallahassee and teatured 
some of their tlim f<H>tagc. 
Both the quality of the 
program and the guest's 
work being equally excellent 
and surpassing regular 
commercial TV fsre. Today's 
show will focus on Tallahas- 
see nightspots and dubs. 
The "Inside Outlook** staff 
will be discussing licensing 

problems, crowd control, and 
clientele with the managers 
of five clubs surrounding the 
campus.

This weekend. Conradi 

theatre presented two very 
different dramatic works; 
one an evening with one of 
America's beloved humor- 
ists and the other, a 
gruest)me episode about the 
violence which pervades big 
cities. 

In "An Hour With Mark 
Twain". John Bayley ex- 
cels. His vcMce. stance, and 
general gruffiness cmnbtne 
to make a perfectly humor- 
ous portrait of the Twain 
character. 

Israel Horovitz's "Indian 
Wants The Bronx" is a 
brutal play about two New 
York youths who torment an 
immigrant Indian, lost and 
bewildered and waiting for a 
bus to the Bronx. The play 
begins light heartedly. but 
slowly, it develops into a 
hellish nightmare. The two 
juveniles teasing erupts into 
a beating, which finally 
culminates in the slashing of 
the Indian's wrist. As the 
curtain falls, the bruised 
and bewildered Indian is 
crying into a phone whose 
cord has been cut by one of 
the punks. 

To be sure. Horovitz is 
adept at writing good 
situations and dialogue, but 
he fails at explanation. 
Although explanation is not 
as important as situation, 
the theatre must have a 
reason wlief]i the work is 
naturalistic. His people 
remain types and his 
situation, once created, does 
not develop. The deprived 

childhood cliche is his only 



hint to what makes these 

youths resort to brutality. 
Undoubtedly, '*the contrast 
of a dignified, helpless 
Indian and two vulgar kids 

is strikiPL'" writes theatre 
critic Martm Uottfried. "but 
in the end it is only bemg 
used." 

Nonetheless, some gi>od 
pcrtormances arc turned m 
by this small cast. Chimp 
Chalmer's psychotically vio- 
lent Joey is credible and 
Ken Womble's excessively 
crude Murfrfi is well-coo- 
trolled. As the lost Indian, 
Michael Cowing conveyed 
well the image of a man 
totally bewildered by these 
vicious youths.

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Special law school funds opposed 



Taking issue with the Florida Bar. both Chancellor Robert 
Mailt/ of the State University System and FSU President 
Sfank v Marshall have stated that they oppose the separate 
tunding of Florida's two publically supported law schools. 

The Bar tost week caOed €or separate fending, charging 
that FSU's law school was m danger oC losing its accreditation 
if numerous changes were not immedletely effected. 

"My position in the past has been in opposition to separate 
funding." Marshall said, "if the Bar and the friends of the 
law school are going to use their influence at the legislature to 
get more funding, they ought to do it for the entire university 
rather than for just one segment. We have to stand together. 

"Nevertheless, if the legislature and the Board of Regents 
(BOR) decide that is the way to go. I'll support 
thcni. "Marshall added. "What I want is what's best for 
Florida State University." 

The Bar proposed that law schools at FSU and UF be funded 
specially by the legislature, as are Florida's medical schools, 
rather than out of general university funds. 

"Im very much opposed to that," Mautz said. "The law 
schools are not at all comparable to the med schools, with 
their teaching hospitals, supplementary income, and high 
cost per student. There are all kinds of differences between 
the two. 

"I see no more reason for the law schools to be separatdy 
funded than for architectural schools, or engineering, or 
nursing. You can go down the whole list of professional 
schools and make a case for separate funding in each 

instance.

Reseivatiqn land swap finalized

A land swap, which will enable FSU to add 79 acres of lake- 
front property to the Seminole Reservation, was finalized yes- 
terday morning by the state's Internal Improvement Fund (IIF) 
and prc^)erty owner Robert Withers. 

The IIF will now lease the property on Lake Cascade to the 
Board of Regents (BOR) which will turn it over to FSU's 
physical plant for improvements, according to Jim Williams, 
Chief of the Bureau of Upland Management. 

Withers will receive 13 acres of state-owned landoothetieck 
route in return for his Lake Cascade property. Each parcel was 
appraised by the IIF to be worth appraxftnately SISO^NIO. 



Wfthers had been trying to make the trade for ahnoat time 
years and threatened to sen his 79 acres to a privale buyer last 

month if the state didn't approve the transaction within a 
thirty -day time limit. Withers will use the truck route site for 
industrial purposes. 

Robert Kimmel. Director of Recreation and Leisure Ser- 
vices, will probably rccomrhendlhat the land be used as acan^l 
site, according to Physical Plant Director Ray Green. 

Last summer, a gr( up of FSU students presented a petition 
to President Stanley Marshall asking the university to proceed 
with the land swap to keep the Lake Cascade property trom 
being industrialiied.

Ethiopian arms

Tax bill nears 
floor of House 

WASHINGTON — The House Rules Committee, acting 
under a mandate from Democrats, was ready Wednesday 
to dear a $21.3 biiyon tax-cut biH for floor actkm and 
permit a vote at the wmmm tine on wlietlier to end a tax 
bfeak for o9 piodiioen. 

Democrats voted in caucus Tuesday to permit offering 
an amendment ending the controversial oO depletion 
allowance when the tax cut mea«ire comes to the floor 
probably on Thursday. 

Chairman Al Ullman of the House Ways and Kfeans 
Committee told the rules panel hearing that he opposed 
opening the measure drafted by his committee to any 
amendments but that he considered the caucus vote 
binding on the 11 Democrats on the 16-member Rules 
panel. 

Rep. Ray Madden, D-Ind.. chairman of the Rules 
C6mmittee, announced in advance that his panel would 
conform with the caucus action and said, ' *I believe we are 
going to legislate for the first time on that tax bonanza.'* 
. The depletion allowahce repeal would be attached to a 
$21.3 billion tax-cut bill which contams, among other 
thuigs, rebates of up to $200 for all taxpayers as a means of

ERA suffers defeat 
in Arizona legislature 
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PHOENIX, Ariz. — Rejection of the Equal 
Rights Amendment in the Arizona House of 
Refwesentatives produced a sharp split 
among the 13 Women members who voted 8-5 
against it. 

Rep. Clare Dttim, D-Tocson, a Catholic mu 
who voted for the amendment, Wednesday 
accused its opponents of giving the matter 
**shabby and belittling treatment.** On the 
other hand. Rep. Diane McCarthy. R-Glen- 
dale, who voted against it, charged ERA sup- 
porters with "bullying, badgering, bribing, 
and blackmailing tactics." 

The vote for rejection Tuesday was 41-19, 



leaving the amendment still needing the 
approval of four more states to become part ol 
the Constitution. Thirty-four states have 
approved so far. 

Two of the female opponents in the Arizona 
House were Democrats and riz were Republi- 
cans. AU five women supporters were Demo- 
crats. Rep. Donna Cartoon, R-Mesa, told the 
House the ERA ''would give nothing to 
women that they don't already have." 

But Sister Clare claimed the House Repub- 
lican leadership forced a floor vote after 
making sure ERA would be overwhehnkigiy 
rejected.

A spokesperson said the 
group, which vowed to hold 
the plant until its demands 
were met, was prepared for a 
long wait. 

**We're asking our people 
to send in food to us," said 
spokesman Lorenzo Levaldo,

long stay here." 

Levaldo said the Indians 
inside the plant now number 
45, more than double the 20 
who took over the plant.

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Court takes on 
new SG duties 



The Student Government Sa|>reine Court 
appears to be taking on a new duty in deciding to 

ratify the results of the recent presidential election. 

On Tuesday, the Court announced that 
presidential candidate Marty Kossak had a valid 
complaint when he claimed that the Elections 
Commission sabotaged his chance for a run-off 
spot. iCossak said that because three poUs opened 
or dosed sevecal minutes off their legally 
prescribed tunes and two poUs ran short of baflots 
at some point diking the day, he was denied a spot 
in the run-offs. The Elections Commission, after 
four recounts — the final one with a comparison of 
sub-totals taken every fifteen minutes — declared 
that candidate Bob Brown had narrowly edged 
Kossak for second place behind firont-runner 
Apc^ Visko. 

Apparently, the allegation that several polls 
weren't working quite like they were supposed to 
hurt Kossak more than it did Brown or anybody else 
and cost him the run-off spot. 

The charges made by Kossak were heavily 
disputed a total <tf t«i witnesses pteseirted by 
the Elections Commision. KosSak wasn't without 
his witnesses, including one who couldn't 
remember whether or not he told the pollworker 
about a broken voting machine. 

Anyway, the Supreme Court decided that 
Kossak's allegations were believable and ordered 
that a new primary be held six days from now. In a 
larger sense, the Court has also decided that it will 
take up a new position in the Student Government 
structure. The alleged discrepancies do not 
seriously come into play as most elections have 
twice as many problems as the one most recentiy 
past.

His arrest and jailing in Leon 
C ounty Jail are a direct result 
of the inhumanity that an in- 
stitution can impose on a 
human being. 

For a few months I was 
employed at Chattahoochee 
and got to know Mr. Sanders 
very well. I marvelled at the 
adjustment one can make to 
being institutionalized. I met 
several other people confined 
to the criminal wards and we 
got to be good friends. They 
were in some ways lucky — 
thev were not so drugged 
that they could not function. 
They were honest, which is 
more than I can say for many 
of my co-workers and em- 
ployers. They were open, 
they cared— which, again, is 
more than I can say for many 
of the "normal" people I 
worked with. I chose many 
times to spend my free time 
with Robert and some others 
on the criminal ward simply 
because it lent an air of nor- 
malcy to an otherwise sick 
day . 

Now Robert, sent to a half- 
way house by the hospital, 
finds himself once more 
incarcerated.

THE TWENTY-SEVENTH STUDENT SENATE 

BILL SO 

A biN to wnend Article Four of the Stydant Body Coneltaftion. 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE TWENTY-SEVENTH STUDENT SENATE 

THAT: 

Article Four be annended to read: 

Section VIII Traffic Court 

A. Composition 

1. There shall be at least one division and as many ad ditiona l 
divisions as deemed nacessarY by the Student Supreme Court aach 
to consist of thrse judges. 

2. The Chief Justice of each division shall be a law student of 
at least junior standing. 

3. The chief justice shall be appointed by the Chief Justice of 
the Supreme Court and confirmed by a two-third vote of the Senate. 

4. At least one judge of aach division shall bo an undargraduata 

student. 

5. Judges of the traffic court except chief justice shall be 
appointed by the President of the Student Body and confirmed by a 
two-thirds vote of the Senate. 

6. Each division shaU be a cMc, as provided by statuts. 

B. Jurisdiction 

1. Traffic court shall have exclusive jurisdiction of all minor 
movement violations which occur on campus, not including these 
offer^ses enumerated in F.S. 

2 Traffic court shall have exclusive jurisdiction over campus 
vehicle registration cases, decal cases and parking cases. 

3. Jurisdiction of the traffic court shall exisnd to re^tered 
students of Florida State University. All others are subject to the 
jurisdiction of the courts of the State of Florida. 

C. Penalties 

1. Traffic court shall have the power to impose fines sr>d/Of 
points against the student's record. Fines shall not exceed those set 
out in the University Parking and Traffic Regulations HarKibook. 
Points shall not be assessed for parking violations. 

2. Monies collected shall be deposited in appropriate funds and 
expended according to F.S. 239.55. 

D. Rules of Procedure 

The Traffic court shall use Rules of Procedure promulgated by 
the Student Supreme Court 

E. Statutes and o^ mattars tm^ilving the Traffic Court Ml ba 
as provkled by statute. 

This amendment shall supercede and repeal any other provisions Of 
this Constitution involving a Traffic Court. The Traffic Court estab- 
lished by this amendment shall become effective sixty days after 
approval by the Presklent of FkM-ida Stale University and the Ftonda 
Board of Regents.

The Isct thM it is poorly 
written is secondaiy to Hs 
obvious potential appeal to 
FSU students. Just becaose 
the word 'something' occurs 
three times in one short sen- 
tence does not mean our in- 
terest in a novel about a 
hooker on the FSU campus is 
necessarily diminished. 

Keel, who was in town 
ptomoting her book last 
week, said the novel is about 
**liow peoples lives touch 
each other, how they criss- 
cross, but never really- 
enough to matter.

dorm. ■ Keel said. "One of 

them is the campus prosti- 
tute w ho has been reduced to 
this method of paving her 
tuition becaue of her poor 
background; the other is the 
daughter of a wealthy Talla- 
hassee family.** 

The prostitute is the 
daughtCT of a seventy year 
old dirt iwnier. She was bom 
during her mother's meno- 
puise. Her roommate has 
achieved afl the dis tin ct i oiis 
which are important to 
socially prominent people: 
queen of the homecoming 
court in high school, queen of 
the May court, and head 
cheerleader. 

According to Keel, tragedy 
stalks these two women, but 
only one of them is strong 
enough to survive. Snore. 

Keel says she drew from 
her own firsthand observa- 
tion of student prostitutes at 



FSU for the subject of her 

novel. 

**l personally knew. three 
giris who did this while I 
worked here and heard about 
many others,** Keel said. 
"Tliev mostly worked onlv 
during the legislative ses- 
sions because that was when 
all theu^ clients were in 
town." 

Keel said that she regret- 
ted not including a fictional- 
ised account of a scandal 
winch involved a student 
prostitute and a dlstin- 
guisked k^Ualor a few 
years ago. According to 
Keel, a legislator whose 
daughter was attending FSU 
called for a girl one evening 
and w as surprised at the door 
by his own daughter. 

"Come Slowly Eden" is 
not yet available in Talla- 
hassee, but DuBey's Book- 
store is expecting a shipment 
of one thousand copies soon, 
to Keel.

Their past recorded efforts 
have been deli^tfutty un- 
even, primitive and mot- 
just like the Airmen in 

concen Most of you people 
out there thought they 



just a comedy warm-up act 
fivthe New Riders and were 
surprised when, beneath the 
guise of "Mama Hated Die- 
sels " you saw some excellent 
musicians play the kind of 
music that they really do like. 

Commander's first War- 
ner Brothers album was all 
that I feared it would be. 
"Commander Cody and His 
Lost Planet Ahmen" has lost 
the rough edges and that 
good old crude fee&ig. "The 
Boogie Man Boogie," in- 
tended (0 be the one throw- 
back where every band 
member gets to throw in a few 
licks, just doesn't do justice 
to the Ozone Rangers. This 
isn't to say that it's not a fair- 
ly clever song, but somehow 
when the records sound like 
they were recorded in the 
back of a truck, the camping 
and cominess are more con- 
vincing. Warner Brothers b 
evidently opting for a clean- 
er, moro proiessional, and 
more "oommerdal" sound, 
and in so doing they violate 
all the lovably worthless

Student Supreme Court Chief Justice 
David Ackerman, who made Tuesday's 
announcement of the decision to invalidate 
the Feb. S presidential primary, was the lone 
dissenting opinion on the court's decision. 



Clintons released yesterday thorn. 

"Although I agree with the court's finding 
of fact. I cannot agree with the opinion of the 
majority as to the relationship of these facts to 
applicable law, ' the Chief Justice said in his 
dissenting opinion. 

"It is their contention that the results of the 




voting would have beea different had it not 

been for the occurrence of the noted 
irregularities. ■ ■ Ackerman said. "However, f 
feel that even if this be true, it diK's not 
necessarily follow that the outcome would 
have been different." 

The court's ruling followed the filing of a 
petition by presidential candidate Marty 
Kossak. who made three allegations 
contestiiig various electioa prooedures. 

CoDoeniiiig the first aUegatioo, the oouit 
found that the Elections Commisaon failed to 
provide systematic instructions on the use of 
voting machines to all poll workers, that this 
failure rendered poll workers incompetent to 
provide assistance to voters unfamiliar with 
the special devices used, and that the failure 
could have been especially detrimental to 
those who sought to employ the write-in 
voting procedure. 

**The court holds that these inadequacies of 
the Elections Commission and poll workers 
did not show a reasonable probability that 
election results were affected thereby." the 
opinion said. "Under the circumstances of 
this case, we are also unable to find a 
reasonable probal^ty that this error was 



other than harmless to write-in candidates." 

Allegation II of Kossak's petition 
concerned the failure of polls to open ai M a m 
The court held that the petitioner failed to 
raise anv reasonable probability that either 
the late opening of the polls or the inadequate 
preparations for early workers affected the 
election. 

The third allegatioo cited an inadequate 
supply of ballots at polling l o c rt l oa i. The 
court determined that the polling h w a titm t 
weie temporarily doaed dae to a thoftur of 

ballots; that the Elections Commiarion can 
not reasonably be expected to predict 
accurately voter turnout, but that it is 

expected to establish adequate pnx'edures 
for communication between its main office 
and f)olls so that a low supply can be rej>orted 
and additional ballots delivered; and that this 
duty was not adequately performed. 

*' As a matter of law we hold that under the 
circumstances of this particularly dose 
election, combined with a breach of the duty 
to establish a ballot supply system, and the

Askew stresses rehabilitation

Florida Gov. Reubin Askew stressed the importance of 
rchabtlitatum in the prison system in his keynote address to 
the Southern Cimfcrencc on Corrections held here yesterday. 

Askew was on hand to attend the 20th annual three-day 
convention being sponsored by FSU's School of Criminology, 
Division of Continuing Education. 

Askew cited Afthnr Garfield Hayes, the progressive 
reformist at the turn of the century, who said, "a prison is a 
moral hospital with the inmates being moral patients *' 

" During the last quarter of the 20th century the offender 
has ooi beea oonaidered as morally evil, ' ' Askew said. ' only 



the offense is considered to be evil.** 

The Governor claimed that 20th century corrections 
officials *'have been motivated by decency, compassion and a 
faith in humanity.** 

*'The question,** Askew said, **is what type of product do 
we want to turn out?** He mentioned the present problems of 
o v ercr ow ding, inadequate fKillties and tBaulfideiitiiy tnhwd 
personnel. 

Askew said that there should be an addition to the current 
13 prison fac^ties in Florida and pointed out thai "two weeks

Goals and quotas

I read with considenble hiteiest your interview till 
Freddie Groomes, assistaat to Pfeesident Manhsl kr 
minority affairs, in your Feb. 13 issue, the words ipere there 
but where wte the candor the readers should expect aid Tk 
Flambeaa demand?

ago we selected the first woman, a Mack, to the Parole and 
Probation Commission." 

Earlier in the day, U.S. Sen. Birch Bayh(D., Ind.) spoke to a 
crowd of about 300 in Moore Auditorium and praised 
Florida's system of foster homes for juvenile offenders. 

"1 have followed with great intoest the devek^ment here 
in the state of Florida of foster homes as a community based 
alternative to the institutionalintion of youth offenders," 
Bayh said. 

"I understand the program is still in the experimental 
stage, but it represents a serious innovative application of 
state policy to a program whicfa demands local, commitment 
and reorganization." 



vote." Ackerman said. 

"However, even if we 
assume this stipulation to be 
true, we have ao way of 
knowing how these voles

Ackarmaa said. "The odds 
agamst any single distrfta- 
tioa of tlioie voles baiV 11k 
one that would have occurred 
are very great, just as the 
odds against any one of the 
many thousands of other 
possible distribtttkms is very 
great." 

Ackerman indicated that 
the probability of the 40 votes 
being distributed in exactly 
the same proportion as they 
were in the election are just 
as remote, "but in all 
finmess it is the one choice I 
would have to logically 
assume with no greater 
showing than was made to 
the contrary. " 

*'It must be remembered 
that these 40 votes are at 
most conjecture — and that 
in reality no one may have 
been deprived of his or her 
vote," Ackerman said. 

"There is no doubt as to 
the errors made or the need 
for a well-run election as any 
commision can make possi- 



ble.** Ackerman taid. 
"However, in the sii hows of 

testhaony and doaing aifa- 
ofttecase,althoagh 
was said vagutfli^ 
soouaission respoa- 
sibility, next to nothing was 
said aboirt volar icspoa^y- 
ity. 

"I just cannot feel that the 
aforementioned poll clos- 
ings, which totaled approxi- 
mately one 95th of the total 
polling time, were a denial of 
anyone's right to vote, but 
were at most a minor 
inconvenience to any person 
who felt that his vote was 
important enough to him to 
go a fittle out of his way for," 
Ackerman said. 

Although some judges feH 
that becaase of stadeats' 
busy scbedales, if they 
missed thehr chance to vote 
they might not have time to 
go elsewhere, Ackerman said 
that he assumed that the 
voter "would intelligently 
weigh his or her desire to 
vote and its importance to 
him or her against contrary 
considerations and come up 
with a decision that certainly 
he or she would be 
responsible for."
